It took me a couple of months to real- 
ize that I had largely stopped listening to 
music over the past few years. I have music 
on all the time, playing CDs or the radio 
when I work in the office, write at home, 
or for any number of situations where it 
provides background. 

But I had stopped spending time just 
listening: performing no task other than 
concentrating on hearing music. I probably 
spend more time actually listening to music 
in my car than anywhere else. 

This came home when I bought a car at 
the end of last year It had been a long time 
since the tape player had worked in my old 
car, which meant tapes or plugging in the CD 
adapter were out. It was only the radio. 

The new car has a CD player Without 
realizing it, I found I was listening closely to 
album after album. Releases I had dismissed 
I now fell in love with, finally, by really listen- 
ing, coming to get them. I bought lots of new 
CDs because I knew I would listen. 

This brought me back to how much I used 
to love listening to the radio in the car when 
traveling. There were a number of years when 
I felt I was mostly in motion. Years I traveled 
back and forth across America in beat-to- 
crap cars - not romantic road warriors like 
those they drove in On the Road, but family 
cars from the New Jersey suburbs, usually 
the model that had been around the longest. 
Back then, even a tape deck was rare; it was 
just AM radio - not even FM. Good stations 
were hard to find when you were moving, 
and then their signals faded - in some cases 
almost immediately, mostly in less than a 
quarter of an hour 

My memory of driving across the continent 
was not the Neal Cassady archetype: James 
Dean clad in jeans and a T-shirt, fitting per- 
fectly on his angled frame. The steering wheel 
in one hand, the foot pushing the gas down 



to the floor with force, the front seat area 
highlighted by glowing cigarettes, the tube 
radio and the sharp light of the panel in front 
of the driver Instead, it is of me hunched 
over one steering wheel or another, slowly, 
bathed in a sickly yellow light, turning the 
dial, desperately looking for a station playing 
anything vaguely interesting. That's "turn- 
ing" - this was before push-button scan and 
search was available. 

Once a station was found, I'd relax; but 
often before the song was over, I was leaned 
forward again, turning as I searched. 

The same songs played on most of the 
stations: a very limited selection, over and 
over It was not just a matter of hearing 
them constantly on the same station; for the 
most part, stations across America shared 
the same limited playlist. Across New Jersey 
and Connecticut, you might hear Creedence 
Clearwater Revival's "Fortunate Son" almost 
constantly as one station faded out, another 
faded in, and they were all playing the same 
songs. At the time, there were just not that 
many cars and trucks on the road in the hours 
between midnight and dawn. The car invari- 
ably was making some kind of serious noise. 
The texture of the night, the blackness of the 
sky, the emptiness of the road was completely 
dominated by the radio, by the bits and pieces 
of songs heard from a smorgasbord of stations 
as their signals grew weaker and stronger 
Sometimes you'd encounter the same station 
50 miles ahead as you came around a moun- 
tain range. The night was owned, the tone of 
the drive set, and the meaning made by what 
was playing on AM radio, with most stations 
we listened to featuring Top 40 rock/pop or 
country & western. 

Most of the time, this sucked. But some- 
times it was golden. I remember driving from 
Cleveland west and through the long night 
of the endlessly flat Kansas landscape as Van 



Morrison's "Domino" played again and again 
on different small stations with precious little 
range. On one drive up the Fast Coast, just 
as consistently, it was Harry Chapin's "Taxi." 
Fspecially if the station was playing the long 
version, I could sit back, drive, and relax, not 
having to be turning the knob in attempts to 
catch a lis tenable station. 

My friend Phoeb (mentioned a couple of 
columns back in one of these music-and- 
life meditations) and I used to drive up and 
down the Palisades Parkway north of the 
George Washington Bridge with the car's 
radio set to five different stations. We were 
constantly battling, aggressively pushing but- 
tons to switch stations. I wanted to listen 
to white-boy rock on WABC and its ilk, 
while she kept pushing the Harlem soul and 
rhythm & blues stations. 

Aimlessly, endlessly driving was the main 
fixation of suburban life for a good while, and 
during that whole time AM radio dominated. 
You'd suffer through lousy songs and wait 
expectantly to hear the most exciting new 
ones again. 

Usually, in that latter case, it meant you 
kept addictively switching the radio between 
stations, hoping to catch the new song play- 
ing. Obviously, this could be annoying to oth- 
ers who happened to be in the car and were 
not nearly as interested in hearing this song. 

Our friend H was beautiful, smart, well- 
adjusted socially, and academically success- 
ful. She knew just as much about car engines 
(later working as a mechanic) as she did 
about fashion. As with a number of the 
young ladies my incredible dorky geek friends 
and myself found ourselves running with at 
this time, H was also unusually fond of and 
integrated into our community's juvenile 
delinquent community. These girls had long 
hung out with hoods: car freaks, would-be 
criminals, criminals, hustlers, and dedicated 
rock & rollers. 

Guys older than us, with slicked-back 
hair, black leather jackets, and souped-up 
cars, were regularly pointed out to us with 
the comment "He used to be my boyfriend." 
In my case, this always made me very ner- 
vous. My friend Steve, who was dating H, 
never worried. 



As a group, we once wandered into a pool 
hall in a sleazy part of a nearby town to kill 
time. H, in her most gentile bourgeois mode, 
looked like a naive first-day student teacher 
who had gotten lost on her way home from 
school. Fxcept for her mouth, which had a 
life of its own. She began commenting on 
the different pool players critically, but with 
humor, and not unkindly. Still, her continued 
mocking got to them. Finally, a winner at one 
of the tables challenged H. She didn't even 
hustle, outside of pretending to be unfamiliar 
with the stick and asking a few questions 
about shooting. 

She ran the ball all afternoon. Although she 
didn't look it, she had been hanging out in 
pool halls for years. Watching their faces was 
almost as pleasurable as admiring her skill. 

One day, my friend B and I were driving 
around with H in some high-powered, much- 
admired car. She picked up two friends of 
hers: one gay, one straight, both looking not 
at all like the middle-class heroin dealers 
they were. They told stories all afternoon of 
delivering drugs to the stunning, expensive 
houses of doctors and lawyers who were their 
clients. Later, we picked up another friend: a 
bank teller who looked as straight as anyone 
could and used smack a couple of times a 
week, though she wasn't addicted. There was 
something suffocating about the stories; mor- 
ally corrupt, they portrayed a hollowed- out 
world. Now, these women were friendly - we 
were with H - but they were very tough. 

Unfortunately, John and Yoko's "Give Peace a 
Chance" had recently debuted on New York City 
radio. Both B and I were determined to figure 
out the words; we loved the chanted parts espe- 
cially. So we wanted to hear it again and again. 

This time, we were also on the Palisades 
Parkway. The women were talking of friends, 
of dealing, of romantic relationships, and a lot 
about drugs. B and I in the front seat, with 
H driving, kept constantly pushing buttons, 
going from station to station, looking for 
"Give Peace a Chance." The dealers, at the 
same time, in the same tone, suggested we 
stop changing stations and leave our hands 
off the radio. They froze the air and our 
hearts. Sometime later, we stopped to let one

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of them off. I got out of the car and rolled 
on the grass, not really moaning as much as 
trying to get over the deepest of dizzy spells, 
one that knocked me off the ground more 
than it filled my head.

A couple 
of years later, driving through the South on 
my way to Texas, 1 started to hear my friend 
Phoeb's song everywhere. The first time I 
heard the song, I told her it sounded like 
every other song written in New York. The 
last time 1 saw her, I asked when her album 
was coming out and how it was going 
to do. In answer to the latter part of the 
question, she took me into the bathroom, 
flushing the toilet as she answered, "Down 
the crapper!!"

We had just 
headed out on a long, all-night drive when 
we heard "Poetry Man," by Phoebe Snow, 
on the radio for the first time. We thought, 
in light of her take on the situation, it had to 
be a fluke. Then we heard it again and again, 
all night long, on one little station after 
another This, we knew, meant something. 
More important, many times that night, as 
we hit the beginning of the song, we settled 
in, knowing that for at least the next three 
minutes, there would be music we loved 
playing inside this car that was making its 
way though the night. ■

Doesn't Like Toll Roads 

Dear Editor, 

Dawnna Dukes and Karen Sonleitner have sold 
out their posts. As an avid environmentalist and 
human rights activist, I am outraged at the blatant 
disregard for public opinion and input regarding toll 
roads that these two "pubHc servants" have for their 
own community. The CAMPO meeting on Monday, 
June 6, revealed to the public much about the forces 
that are relentlessly shoving tolls down the throats of 
all of us. 

Contrary to what some misinformed environmen- 
talists think, toll roads will not reduce petroleum 
consumption. Just the opposite (if you don't believe 
it, drive to Houston sometime and witness the con- 
gestion, smog, and empty buses). Toll booths are not 
intended to produce cleaner air or enhance traffic 
flow. They are considered tax revenue collection 
sites, and for the police, surveillance posts, and (ille- 
gal) inspection mechanisms. And, oh yeah, a source 
for fat contracts for those with close ties to certain 
CAMPO board members. 

The last poll of Austinites lists a 94% opposition to 
toll roads that were amended to the 2030 plan. The 
Biscoe/McCracken (Rodriguez) amendment allowed a 
12-month review process where the public may actual- 
ly have an input to planning. This shows at least some 
of the elected officials are willing to pay attention to 
their constituency (especially when they are furious). 
But it became apparent who doesn't care about the 
public. I wouldn't have believed it unless I saw it for 
myself. Ms. Sonleitner didn't waste any time sabotag- 
ing the Biscoe/McCracken amendment by motioning 
that the 12-month review be taken out of the wording, 
essentially trying to strip the public of any input to 
the review. Fortunately, Chairman Sen. Barrientos saw 
through her contemptible maneuver (as many of us 
did in the moment) and kept the wording. 



Then came Ms. Dukes, who made sure that the 
amendment would receive no funding for the review, 
essentially ensuring toll roads for the tri-counties. 
But then, she would not just put her sister's lucrative 
toll booth contract in jeopardy. 

I have not seen this much disregard for public 
concern since Lord Bush took office ... and I don't 
see the difference!

Last week's farewell ceremony for Mayor Pro Tem Jackie Goodman and Council 
Member Daryl Slusher lasted almost as long as some council meetings, but extend- 
ed council careers call for long goodbyes. "I don't think it's really sunk in yet [that] I 
have no reason to be here on Thursdays," Goodman joked of her final meeting before 
a crowd of well-wishers. Slusher recalled how the city staff was "just a little bit wary" 
of him when he first took office, after making a career of skewering public officials as 
the politics editor for this paper. Goodman and Slusher leave office this month; their 
successors-in-waiting are Jennifer Kim and Lee Leffingwell. It's the end of an era that 
saw some of Austin's most dramatic changes - from unprecedented population 
growth, to downtown development, to significant neighborhood and environmental 
battles - and the emergence of a powerful "green machine" that dominated City Hall 
politics through much of the early and mid-Nineties. Goodman rode the environmen- 
tal wave into office in 1993, the year after voters overwhelmingly passed the Save 
Our Springs Ordinance. Slusher's ascension followed in 1996, two years after he 
nearly unseated former Mayor Bruce Todd. "Life without Daryl and Jackie," Council 
Member Raul Alvarez observed, "is not easy to comprehend." - Amy Smith 

The majority of the Travis Co. Commissioners Court chose Tuesday to go ahead and 
rename the Travis County Courthouse in honor of Neman Sweatt, who fought to deseg- 
regate the University of Texas. The decision was a bit under the radar, given the fact 
that the Travis Co. Historical Commission sent a letter to County Judge Sam Biscoe this 
month recommending against naming the building for any person, be it Sweatt, former

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Colin Clark and James Plyler of Save Our Springs Alliance protest outside the 
Advanced Micro Devices facility on East Oltorf. They oppose the company's decision 
to move its headquarters and about 2,000 employees to a Barton Springs Watershed 
site that happens to be a convenient drive from the tony Southwest Austin home of 
AlVID CEO Hector Ruiz.

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Taking Aim 

WITH THE 79TH BARELY OVER, WOULD-BE OFFICEHOLDERS 
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Brace yourself. We're now entering the final 
stretch of uncertainty over whether Gov. Rick 
Perry will call a special session on school finance 
and property tax relief. The suspense - if you 
could call it that - was heightened last week 
with optimistic reports from the governor's office 
that the pace of negotiations had "quickened 
substantially" between Perry Lt. 
Gov. David Dewhurst, and House 
Speaker Tom Craddick. But the 
sudden uptick can probably be 
attributed to quick reflexes more 
than anything else. The day before, 
U.S. Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchison ' 
caused a media stir with her call for the governor 
to get his act together on school finance. That 
Hutchison, a possible Perry challenger in 2006, 
used a national event - the swearing-in ceremony 
of Priscilla Owen to the U.S. 5th Circuit Court 
of Appeals - to do her prodding must have riled 
Perry to no end. 

State Rep. and House Public Education Chair 
Kent Grusendorf, R-Arlington, immediately rose to 
Perry's defense, retorting that perhaps the senator 
would like to come up with a "coherent" school 
finance proposal of her own. 

This week. Perry reportedly told a Bexar County 
Republican crowd that he would call a special ses- 
sion in late June. In any case, the Texas Supreme 
Court will hear oral arguments on the school 
finance case July 6. The state is appealing last 



year's district court ruling that the state's method 
of funding public education is unconstitutional. 
The lower court gave lawmakers until October to 
fix the problem, which means they have to craft a 
whole new tax system. But GOP leaders are at an 
impasse over how to accomplish the tax overhaul 
without biting the hand that feeds them - i.e. the 
business lobby - at a time when 
their political campaigns are gear- 
ing up for the 2006 election cycle. 

The sticky wicket for Perry 
and the rest of the bunch is that 
they were betting on a successful 
session on school finance to carry 
them through the campaign season. It was evident 
even before the session got under way that the 
governor would seek out the evangelical vote in 
'06, but with the taint of school finance on his 
record. Perry has taken pandering to new levels of 
embarrassment (see "Beyond City Limits," p. 19). 

Making Austin a Darker Blue 

The Democrats are as tickled as ever over the 
Legislature's dismal performance and the prospect of 
reclaiming some seats in the House. "The message 
that mainstream Texans took from this failed legisla- 
tive session is that Republicans don't know how to 
govern and aren't particularly interested in learning," 
said state party strategist Kelly Fero. "That opens a 
unique opportunity for Democrats, moderate Repub-

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licans, Libertarians, and other independents 
because this Capitol crowd in power now sim- 
ply isn't getting the job done." 

The Dems have targeted a slew of House 
Republicans for removal. They got an unex- 
pected boost last week from Rep. Terry 
Keel, R-Austin, who announced that he 
would step down to seek an appellate 
court bench - either on the state Criminal 
Court of Appeals or the Austin-based 3rd 
Court of Appeals. Democrats had already 
been weighing their chances of beating 
Keel in this semiswing Southwest Austin 
district that John Sharp and Kirk Watson, 
both "D's," carried in their respective 2002 
runs for lieutenant governor and attorney 
general. Before Keel's surprise announce- 
ment, the only possible Dem candidate on 
the radar was Gregg Knaupe, but this was 
before he placed third in a City Council race 
in which he was expected to advance to a 
run-off. Knaupe is still a potential hopeful 
for the Democratic nomination. 

Other Democrats mentioned as possi- 
bilities include Jason Earle, son of Travis Co. 
District Attorney Ronnie Earle. But party 
leaders are expected to pressure him to stay 
out of the race to avoid politicizing (more 
than it already is) his father's criminal inves- 
tigation into the GOP campaign finance 
scandal of 2002. Meanwhile, Mike Hailey 
of the online newsletter Capitol Inside, 
reported Monday that another son of a 
prominent politician - local attorney J. Pete 
Laney - is also considering a run, following 




in the footsteps of his father. House Speaker 
and current Rep. Pete Laney, D-Hale Center 
On the GOP side, the prospects include 
Bill Welch, who in 1992 narrowly lost the 
GOP nomination for the seat to former Rep. 
(and now Ag Commissioner) Susan Combs. 
Another name bandied about is - hold on 
to your bus ticket - Capital Metro detractor 
Gerald Daugherty, who already represents a 



chunk of the district as a Travis Co. commis- 
sioner But word is that Daugherty is enjoy- 
ing his post too much to leave the county 
(where the pay is much better, thank you). 

Taking Back Texas 

We've already reported on the vulner- 
abilities of Austin GOP Rep. Todd Baxter, 
so we'll move on to Harris Co., where 



Republican Reps. Martha Wong, Joe Nixon, 
and everybody's favorite, Robert Talton, are 
all expected to face serious "D" competition 
in '06. (Faux Democrat Al Edwards will also 
have to compete for his party's nomination 
over Houston businessman Borris Miles.) 
Eirst up on the list is Wong, whose top "D" 
challenger in District 134 is Ellen Cohen, 
president and CEO of the Houston Area 
Women's Center, a domestic violence and 
rape crisis agency. The Democratic nominee 
in this race is expected to have an out- 
pouring of support from Wong's unhappy 
gay and lesbian constituency in Montrose 

- as well as the statewide gay rights lobby 

- who vowed early in the session to seek 
the incumbent's ouster next year In District 
133, Nixon could face Democrat Robert 
Pham, and Talton, the little old man from 
Pasadena, is expected to draw opposition 
from Janette Sexton, the only Democrat to 
announce so far in District 144. 

There are more incumbents as well, but 
we'll be hearing more from those races 
soon enough. Here's just a quick rundown 
of Republican House members considered 
vulnerable in '06: Victoria Rep. Geanie 
Morrison, Dallas Rep. Bill Keffer (not to be 
confused with the Jim Keffer of Eastland), 
and Lubbock Rep. Carl Isett. It's hard to 
believe that the "D's" have even tagged 
House Transportation Chair Mike Krusee 
of Round Rock and rising star Georgetown 
Rep. Dan Gattis for Democratic challenges, 
but there you have it. ■

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County Judge George Matthews, or anyone else. The commission rec- 
ommended the Commissioners Court honor Sweatt with a plaque in 
the courtroom where his case to gain admission to the UT Law 
School was heard in 1946. Sweatt v. [UT President Theophilus] 
Painter opened the door to the first real desegregation efforts in 
Brown v. Board of Education. Commissioner Margaret Gomez, who 
voted for the motion, said she wanted to recognize the significance of 
education as the great equalizer, as well as the importance of break- 
ing those barriers for people of color. The motion passed 4-1, with 
Gerald Daugherty voting against. - Kimberly Reeves 

About half as many AISD students as originally reported were 
barred from graduating because of failure to pass all sections of 
the state-mandated TAKS tests. Earlier this month, AISD 
announced that 545 of the district's 3,500 seniors who had passed 
all their classes and fulfilled all their credits would not receive a 
diploma until they passed all their TAKS tests. Now, the district has 
announced that the real number is 292, or 8% of the graduating 
class; the reporting error was in the central office, not individual 
campuses, so no student missed out on graduation ceremonies 
because of the flub. The highest rate of nongraduation was among 
students classified as limited-English proficient, 12% of whom have 
yet to pass all their TAKS tests. They, and other students with tests 
to pass, can participate in summer "power workshops" for a final 
round of TAKS testing the first week of July. - Rachei Proctor May 

Two Austin icons went home last week with official documents from 
the city, which, as Threadgill's Eddie Wilson noted with cheerful 
relief, weren't police reports. Wilson and Antone's founder Clifford 
Antone picked up the framed honors from the City Council for their 
decades-old gifts to Austin's music scene and overall cultural identity. 
City plaques will also be installed at the original home of Antone's, 
at Sixth and Brazos, and on the spot where Wilson's famed 
Armadillo World Headquarters once stood, next to the much young- 
er Threadgill's World HQ at 301 Riverside. - A.S. 

The Travis Co. Sheriff's Department has found a few too many peo- 
ple are visiting the inn - that being the Travis County Jail - and 

the consequence is that the department is expected to be 
$960,000 over budget by the time the fiscal year ends on Sept. 
30. And that's not good for Travis Co. taxpayers. While the depart- 
ment is considering more alternatives - adding another out-of-coun- 
ty housing contract, speeding up the court process, requesting 
additional variance beds - it still means Travis County will spend 
more than expected on jail inmates, including a possible $350,000 
to send inmates to Limestone Co. once capacity is exceeded at the 
jail. A combination of "rainy day" funds and cuts within the depart- 
ment will pay for the additional cost. Christian Smith, who heads 
the county's Planning and Budget Office, indicated it would be diffi- 
cult for Travis County to reach its projected overall budget, with a 
slimmed-down 2% increase, if the jail crunch continues. - K.R. 

To gate or not to gate, that is the question in the Rob Roy subdivi- 
sion, and the Travis Co. Commissioners Court appears to be lean- 
ing toward gating the upscale 296-home community off Loop 360. 
Residents came en masse to Commissioners Court on Tuesday to 
argue that the large increase in cut-through traffic in their neighbor- 
hood has made it impossible to walk or bike in Rob Roy and created 
a public safety issue. Homeowners are so discomforted, a majority 
has agreed to ask the county to abandon the roads so they can 
gate the community and tax themselves to maintain the road. That 
view, however, is not universal. A small contingent, including 
Statesman Publisher Mike Laosa, consider gating the community a 
serious breach of their property rights unless the vote is unani- 
mous. County officials instructed the two sides to meet one last 
time, with the majority of commissioners indicating they were 
inclined to vote to abandon the roads next week. - K.R. 

Save Our Springs Alliance filed a petition with the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service to list the Jollyville salamander as endangered. 
The salamander lives in the northwest Austin section of the 
Edwards Aquifer and, like its kin the Barton Springs salamander, is 
extremely sensitive to changes in water quality. According to the 
SOSA petition, such changes are largely due to urbanization in the 
watershed, which increases the level of pollutants and sediment 
that wash into the creeks and streams the salamander calls home. 
The petition is part of an effort to force TxDOT and other highway 
planners to mitigate the effects of its roads by paying funds to pre- 
serve open spaces; on Monday, the group also announced its intent 
to file suit against the agencies to secure mitigation funds. - R.P.IVI. 



Beyond City Limits 

If he continues at this pace. Gov. Rick Perry's over-the-top court- 
ship of the conservative base could turn out to be his political 
undoing. After drawing heat for cavorting with gay-baiting evange- 
lists and insulting gay veterans a couple of weeks ago. Perry is now 
raising eyebrows over his ties to a new Texas Marriage Alliance Web 
site run by two indicted associates of U.S. House Majority Leader 
Tom DeLay. The site (www.txmarriage.com) features a video of Perry 
urging voters to support a proposal to "protect marriage from fringe 
groups and liberal judges." But it's the Web site's operatives - John 
Colyandro and Jim Ellis - that carry the heaviest baggage, as the 
Fort Wortli Star-Telegram first reported on Saturday. The two are under 
indictment on money-laundering charges stemming from alleged 
illegal campaign finance activities in 2002. Perry is making stron- 
ger than usual overtures to the right-wing base on the possibility of 
facing either U.S. Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchison or Comptroller Carole 
Keeton Strayhorn in next year's GOP primary. Perry has also enlist- 
ed the aid of the Texas Restoration Project, a network of some 500 
conservative ministers. The group has committed to registering 
300,000 new voters in the new election cycle. - AS. 

The Texas Association of Business was dealt another legal set- 
back last week in a case that questions the role of corporate 
money in the 2002 state House races. The Texas Supreme Court 
rejected the group's pretrial attempt to avoid answering a series of 
questions brought by Austin lawyer Buck Wood, who sued TAB on 
behalf of James Sylvester of Austin, one of several Democrats who 
lost House races to GOP candidates backed by TAB'S campaign 
activities. Without comment, the all-Republican Supreme Court 
declined to consider TAB'S petition, meaning TAB must provide 
Wood with the information he has sought for more than a year. The 
answers may show how the group raised and spent $1.9 million 
from undisclosed corporate sources. Among other things, the 
money was used to bankroll a massive mailer campaign that 
sought to discredit certain Democratic candidates. But TAB argued 
it was not obligated to disclose who paid for the ads because the 
mailers passed the so-called "magic words" test by not explicitly 
urging a vote for or against a candidate. A recent district court rul- 
ing in a related civil case - this one involving Texans for a 
Republican Majority - found that the group broke the law by not dis- 
closing how it raised and spent money from corporate donors. Both 
groups are currently under criminal investigation. - AS. 

Texas Campaign for the Environment is urging Gov. Rick Perry to 
veto HB 1609, which would delete requirements to hold public 
meetings when new hazardous waste sites and landfills are being 
permitted by the TCEQ. TCE says the bill, authored by Rep. Warren 
Chisum, R-Pampa, was originally intended to deal with small-scale 
West Texas landfills, but was broadened with an amendment late in 
the session by Sen. Kel Seliger, R-Amarillo. It now eliminates, state- 
wide, mandatory meetings for new hazardous waste disposal 
sites, major changes at existing facilities, sludge dumps, recycling 
plants, new construction on top of old landfills and new landfills for 
commercial, residential, and hazardous waste (such as asbestos). 
Meetings would only be held at the request of a state legislator, or 
if the TCEQ executive director determines there is significant public 
interest. TCEQ spokesman Terry Clawson confirmed reports that 
the agency itself requested the changes. He said, "Thirty percent of 
the time TCEQ staff and the [permit] applicant are the only ones 
there; it's often a waste of resources," but added that public notice 
and appeal policies wouldn't change. The Travis Co. Commissioners 
Court also passed a resolution June 7 urging Perry to veto the bill.

Gov. Rick Perry last week named Texas Department of Insurance 
Deputy Commissioner Mike Geeslin to head up the agency. 
Geeslin, a former Perry policy advisor, will replace outgoing Commis- 
sioner Jose Montemayor, who announced his resignation in January. 
Montemayor served as head of TDI since 1999 and was captain of 
the ship during the insurance industry's mold hysteria, during which 
time Texas policyholders saw premium rates skyrocket. While the 
mold crisis is, thankfully, over, Geeslin will nonetheless take over at 
a time when insurance rates are still bloated (activist group Texas 
Watch says consumers were overcharged by $4 billion last year), 
and will inherit the drawn-out legal wrangling with State Farm over 
premium rates that the state says are too high. - Jordan Smith 
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Pro-Kim/Anti-Clarke 
Crowd Celebrates 



Aside from a few enthusiastic little old 
ladies and Texas Monthly Publisher Mike Levy, 
this election party was about a new, young 
generation coming into its own politically. Behold 
the newly prominent thirtysomethings aglow 
with confidence at the South Congress Cafe: 
Victorious candidate Jennifer Kim, firefighters 
union President Mike Martinez, Democratic 
state Rep. Mark Strama ... and Marc Levin? 

Okay, one of these things is not like the 
other. First off. Levin has another year before 
he becomes a thirtysomething, but more 
importantly, his politics are pretty far to the 
right of most of the party's attendees. And 
thus begins a deep-seated mistrust of Kim by 
Austin's environmental community? 

Kim will certainly have some work to do to 
overcome doubters after defeating former 
Sierra Club and League of Conservation 
Voters staffer Margot Clarke for Place 3 on 
the Austin City Council. Having rabid right-wing- 
er and Republican Party loyalist Levin walking 
around her party crowing, "I think we pulled 
her over the line" won't help. 

Kim seemed a bit baffled by support that 
came not only from Levin but also from a 



widely circulated spam e-mail from some luna- 
tic accusing Clarke of pushing everything from 
Bolshevism to homosexuality. 

Kim was quick to say that, while she was 
glad for any votes she got, anyone on the radi- 
cal right viewing her as one of their own may 
be sorely disappointed. "I didn't like that let- 
ter," said the council's first-ever minority 
female and Asian-American. "Frankly, I didn't 
finish reading it, it was just so inflammatory. 
It's a free country, but people know where my 
values are: that I'm a progressive Democrat 
... I believe in protecting the environment, I 
believe in helping small businesses, I believe 
in diversity, I believe in a woman's right to 
choose; all those things are very essential to 
having a good quality of life." 

Levin, who said he was planning to head over 
for a "Republicans for Kim" party, said, "Jennifer 
has a more practical approach to government. 
I heard her talk about police response times 
in Oak Hill, low water pressure in the north- 
west, and she went to Republican events, she 
spoke to us, she reached out. She said the 
same thing she said at Democratic events, 
which I thought was very pro-business and 




pro-environment, balanced the two." Asked 
what happens if a more bona fide Republican 
runs against Kim in three years. Levin said, 
"Well, I can tell you, having run for [the] city- 
wide Austin Community College board ... 
that's not gonna happen." 

It's a positive spin, but one has to think 
conservative support was more anti-Clarke 



than pro-Kim - i.e., an over-the-top letter that 
Levy blasted out on May 26 that never men- 
tioned Kim by name but begged readers to 
"please vote against Margot Clarke" because 
she "will place a higher priority on silly pro- 
grams over the basic, core services ..." 

Those core services may well be what truly 
pulled Clarke over the line - the Austin

for that realignment. As has now been true for umpty-ought council elec- 
tions, the candidate anointed by central-city progressives, that being Margot 
Clarke, cleaned up among those self-same progressives. And has now been 
true twice for Clarke, she tanked everywhere else. She did better than she 
did in 2003, but not better enough. 

None of this would be surprising except that back in May, Clarke benefit- 
ed from the split field to come in first (though well below 50%) in the 
Northwest and Southwest suburbs. While it was fairly foregone that, in this 
round, Clarke would again take the central city and Jennifer Kim would 
again prevail in North Austin (with its sizable Asian community), the west-of- 
MoPac boxes seemed to be at least moderately in play. As it turned out, not 
so much - even in places like Circle C, where Clarke's Toll Party connec- 
tions were supposed to be meaningful, Kim vacuumed up every available 
spare vote. Now, for the details:

Basically a little more than half of May's figures across the 
board, except in the Northwest, which in itself explains about half of Kim's 
margin of victory. The Northwest's share of the total vote cast grew 3% from 
May to June, while other sectors' share remained flat or decreased.

Margot vs. Jennifer, then and now: Clarke's mar- 
gins against Kim declined everywhere, even in the sectors where she won 
this time, and even in Central, where she got above 50% last time. (By the 
way, Clarke's victory in the Southeast this time came entirely from three 
78704 boxes.) But the size of the decline in the Northwest and Southwest, 
in particular - or Kim's ability to make up a hell of a lot of ground in those 
areas - is pretty stunning. The Northwest's share of Kim's total vote 
climbed nearly 7% from May to June, from 21% to 27.8%.

Getting 50%: Another way of looking at this is to compare what each candidate needed to get 
to 50% in each sector, and then compare those marks to what they actually got. For example, Clarke 
needed to gain 11.5% in the Southwest to hit 50%; she got 0.3%. Kim needed a 21.1% increase to win; 
she got 32.3%. And so on.

Mandy and Gregg: Of course, that 0.3% and 32.3% combined are the total percentage that 
Mandy Dealey and Gregg Knaupe (in the case of the Southwest, mostly Knaupe) got in the first round. So 
comparing those lines on the chart tells you how Clarke and Kim actually split the votes up for grabs. 
Overall, four out of five of those votes went to Kim, verifying the perception of the race as a contest 
between Margot and three Not-Margots. (We're assuming for arguments' sake that the turnout decline 
between May and June applied equally to each candidate's voters, which is a big assumption.) 

Another illustration: In boxes where Knaupe performed well in May, Clarke did 10.5% worse (and Kim 
did 10.5% better) than her citywide average. Or, put another way, in Knaupe's best boxes Kim won with 
64%; in Knaupe's worst boxes, Clarke won with 56.2%.

New llrumps Old in Run-Off 



Fred McGliee didn't expect Margot 

Clarke's election night party to be so mellow 
by the time he got there Saturday night. "I 
expected to come here and have a victory 
party. That's why I came at 9 instead of 7," 
said McGhee, puffing on a cigar in solitude in 
the dim street light outside La Zona Rosa. It 
was about 10pm. For over an hour, disap- 
pointed Clarke supporters had been saying 
their goodbyes and giving their condolences 
to their candidate. "Girl, I'm so sorry," said 
campaign volunteer Toye Goodson, arms 
wrapped around Clarke's purple suit jacket, 
head on Clarke's shoulder, on her way out the 
club's patio gate. 

Although Jennifer Kim was the underdog 
going into Saturday's run-off, she led the con- 
test all day, ultimately taking 54% of the vote. 
This was a slap in the face to Clarke, who 
came out of the May 7 general election with 
40% of the vote, compared to 27% for Kim. "I 
know we're all disappointed, but we all worked 
very, very hard," said Clarke, who inside, brief- 
ly spoke into a microphone on stage in front 
of a purple Margot Clarke sign outlined with 
little yellow Christmas-tree-type lights. "Let's 
keep fighting for our city. Let's keep fighting 
for our sense of community." She then 
stepped down onto the concrete floor and 
scooped up her blond, 5-year-old niece. 
Sierra. After that, she plopped down in a chair 
in the front row, turned to a com pad re next to 
her, and said, "All right, Where's my tequila?" 

Back on the patio a little later, campaign 
volunteer Griffin Davis hugged Clarke and 
said, "Run again." Clarke's response: "You're 
asking me to open a wrist." She was referring 
to the fact that the Place 3 run-off got more 
than a little nasty. Attacks came from numer- 
ous directions. Among other blows, defeated 
Place 4 candidate Joiin Wickiiam and con- 
servative lawyer Marc Levin started Austin 
Taxpayers for Fiscal Responsibility, which 



filed ethics complaints against Clarke, charg- 
ing that her campaign received Fair 
Campaign Finance Ordinance funds illegal- 
ly. Texas Monthly Publisher Miice Levy e- 

mailed and mass-mailed a scathing letter 
about Clarke. And as recently as Friday, vot- 
ers were receiving an automated phone mes- 
sage from defeated Place 3 candidate Mandy 
Dealey, urging voters to support Kim. 

Clarke's response was considerably more 
moderate when asked by a reporter if she 
would run again: She said she wasn't thinking 
that far ahead yet. Meanwhile, campaign 
manager Elliott McFadden was cutting a 
mean rug to the upbeat cumbia tunes of 
Austin band Cerronato. He and his dance 
partner were among the first pairs to hit the 
floor "Run-offs are a funny thing. It's about 
who gets out to vote," said McFadden, out on 
the patio a little later "We didn't do as well in 
the south and southwest as we thought we 
would." Like Clark and many of her support- 
ers, he blamed this largely on the negative 
jabs thrown at the campaign. After a couple 
of years, developers began to see Mayor Pro 
Tem Jacicie Goodman's place on the council 
"as a pickup seat," and they did everything 
they could to get the more pro-development 
Kim in Goodman's seat, McFadden concluded. 

Davis - who also helped with Clarke's 
unsuccessful 2003 City Council run against 
Brewster McCraciien - said Kim has the 
potential to be a good council member: "We 
hope for the best with Jennifer She said a lot 
of good things about Austin, the environment, 
and the progressive community. I hope she 
sticks to her word." Like many an old-school, 
grassroots Austinite, McGhee was basically 
thinking about the same thing while he puffed 
on his cigar out by the curb. "What does 
Jennifer Kim mean when she says she repre- 
sents 'New Austin'?" he asked. Only time will tell.

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Rocha's Death Involved 
Taser Confusion 




Protesters and friends of Daniel Rocha have expressed anger 
toward APD with a memorial at the scene of the shooting. 



Austin Police Officer Julie Schroeder fatal- 
ly sin ot 18-year-old Daniel Rocha on June 9 
during a car stop connected with a drug inves- 
tigation in Southeast Austin. Details of what 
happened near the intersection of Pleasant 
Valley Road and Quicksilver Boulevard are still 
sketchy as police conduct their investigation - 
first, an inquiry by homicide detectives (the 
results of which will be forwarded to the 
Travis Co. District Attorney's Office for pre 
sentation to a grand jury), then an internal 
affairs inquiry to determine whether the offi- 
cers involved followed department policies 
and procedures. According to the official story, 
officers Schroeder and Michelle Borton were 
in the Bitter Creole area working a narcotics 
investigation as part of the APD's Southeast 
Street Response Unit when they pulled over 
a silver and blue Suburban carrying three sus- 
pects in that drug inquiry. Apparently, the 
Suburban had been seen leaving a nearby 
house that was a target location in the inves- 
tigation. Sources tell us that Sgt. Don Doyle 
was following the Suburban and that Borton 
and Schroeder were in the area as backup, 
riding in an unmarked car. The two female offi- 
cers met Doyle and the Suburban at the cor- 
ner of Quicksilver and Pleasant Valley, where 
the Suburban stopped on its own. As the offi- 
cers approached, one passenger jumped out, 
hopped a fence, and fled on foot. Borton was 
able to get the driver into custody (at press 
time, the driver's name had not been 
released), but Schroeder was not as success- 
ful in subduing Rocha, who the department 
says was resisting and fighting with her. 
Sources close to the investigation say 
Schroeder thought Rocha was going to sur- 
render voluntarily, but Rocha instead pushed 



his way out of the rear door of the SUV and 
into Schroeder, in part by wrapping his arms 
around her waist and on top of her equip- 
ment belt. 

As Schroeder struggled with Rocha, the 
sources say that Doyle tried to help, but was 
unsuccessful and was knocked to the ground 
by the 5-foot-6-inch, 132-pound Rocha; Doyle's 
right tibia was broken just above his foot dur- 
ing the altercation. Schroeder had also been 
knocked to her knees and, as she was rising, 
sources say she noticed that her electro- 
shock Taser gun was missing from her belt. 
Rocha was facing away from Schroeder, his 
hands out of sight, in a crouched or hunched 
position over Doyle. Thinking Rocha might be 
poised to use the missing Taser on Doyle 
(which could afford Rocha an opportunity to 
seize Doyle's gun or further injure the downed 
officer), Schroeder pulled her Clock pistol and 
fired a single 9mm shot into Rocha's back. 

APD spokeswoman Toni Chovanetz said 
that she could neither "confirm nor deny" any 
"aspects of the case" except those that were 
summarized in a June 10 press release. 

According to the Travis Co. Medical 
Examiner's Office, the round was fired at 
close range, with the muzzle of the gun held 
up against Rocha's shirt, but not pressed into 
his back, said ME Roberto Bayardo. The 
autopsy report also noted that Rocha was car- 
rying a pair of "black steel 'knuckles'" in his 
front pocket at the time of his death; and an 
APD detective told the ME's office that police 
found a "baggie with a green leafy substance" 
on the ground near the passenger door of the 
Suburban. According to APD, Rocha was 
known by the Southeast officers and by 
Schroeder in particular. Indeed, Rocha had 



been arrested as recently as May 31 for 
stealing an elderly woman's wallet inside a 
local McDonald's; he had also been arrested 
for marijuana possession earlier this year and 
was on probation for burglarizing a home in 
Onion Creek last year. 

Protesters gathered at APD headquarters 
on June 13 to decry the shooting at a demon- 
stration organized by PODER's Young 
Scholars for Justice, who are asking that 
Schroeder be tried for murder. "Because a 
youth of color has a criminal record for nonvi- 
olent incidents it doesn't justify his murder," 
YSJ's Erika Gonzalez said in a press release 
announcing the Monday demonstration. But 
attorney Tom Stribling, who is representing 
Schroeder, said that he's "very confident that 
the facts justified [Schroeder's] use of force." 
(Still unclear is whether Rocha was a known 
gang member or whether the narcotics activi- 
ty the officers were investigating had any 



gang connection. Officers at the scene 
Thursday night said there were many people 
flashing the "44" gang sign - adopted from 
Austin's 78744 ZIP code and allegedly used 
by members associated with the local Bloods 
gang - and repeating the word "payback" so 
that officers investigating the shooting could 
hear them.) 

Unfortunately, although sources originally 
said that there would be video and audio of 
the incident, it appears that is not the case. 
Sources say Doyle's camera did not have vid- 
eotape in it, and that Schroeder and Borton 
tried to activate their recorder but failed to 
put the switch fully into the "on" position. 
Although the department is supposed to be 
retrofitting all police cars so that the record- 
ers go on automatically when the overhead 
lights are turned on, Borton and Schroeder's 
car had apparently not yet been retrofitted.

TxDOT Goes Green, Sort Of 



In last year's movie / ^ Huckabees, the giant 
retail chain honored environmental stewardship by 
preserving a patch of wetlands located at the site 
of their latest Huckabees. The patch, about 10 feet 
square, consisted of one very large rock. 

In the some-may-wish-it-were-only-a-movie devel- 
opment of State Highway 130, the $1.5 billion toll 
road project that will slice through eastern Travis 
Co., TxDOT has decided to preserve not a rock, but 
a whole wetlands that would otherwise be paved 
over. TxDOT's vision of preservation? Digging up 
about 5,000 rare wetlands plants and then paving 
the whole thing over. "This is one of those excep- 
tional moments," said Rene Barrera, preserve 
manager coordinator for the city of Austin. "The 
agency has taken the high road and decided to 
move these plants somewhere else." 

The digging was in full swing Monday afternoon 
on a sunflower-covered field out on FM 969. The 
site was just to the east of Elm Creek, which the 
four lanes of SH 130 will one day span with a bridge. 
Surrounded by ragweed and dodging fire ants, a 
team of AmeriCorps volunteers in their late teens 
shoveled clumps of pink smartweed into baggies. 
From there, Barrera will move the plants indoors and 
tend them until fall, at which point he will use them 
in restoration activities in other city preserves. 



Justin Keener, spokesman for Lone Star 

Infrastructure, the company with the contract for 
SH 130, said the plant-moving effort is only part of 
the company's commitment to preserving wildlands 
that lie in the path of the 49-mile highway stretch- 
ing through eastern Travis Co. The company has 
already moved a patch of otherwise-doomed cedar 
elms to local elementary schools, and rescued a 
baby owl that had fallen out of a tree. Keener said 
Lone Star Infrastructure is always on the lookout 
for other sites with plants in need of saving, but 
that for the time being, the Elm Creek site is the 
only plant-salvage operation going. "Not every place 
has plants that are worth salvaging," he said. 

Lest anyone romanticize the doomed wetlands. 
Keener pointed out that this particular site was not 
a natural marsh - it had only developed a popula- 
tion of wetlands plants because area residents had 
been using the field as a dump. As their pile of 
trash grew, he explained, it altered drainage patterns 
from the nearby creek just enough to trap water. 

Romantic or not, Barrera said the plant-transfer 
effort is worthwhile. "We're not losing a wetlands," 
he said, standing beside the growing pile of bagged 
smartweed, wilting in the heat. "We're transferring 
all this wealth to another place."

SupREMES Overturn 
Miller-El Conviction 

After considering the case for a second time, the Supremes on 
June 13 overturned the conviction of Texas death row inmate Thomas 
Millei^EI, who was sentenced to die for the 1985 murder of Irving 
hotel clerk Douglas Walker. Dallas prosecutors engaged in race- 
based jury selection at Miller-El's trial, striking 91% of eligible black 
jurors from the pool - a "disparity unlikely to have been produced by 
happenstance," Justice David Souter wrote for the six-justice majori- 
ty. And prosecutors engaged in so-called jury shuffling, rigging the jury 
pool to push black potential jurors to the back of the pack, cutting 
down on the possibility they would be called to duty. "The prosecu- 
tion's broader patterns of practice during jury selection also support 
the case for discrimination," Souter wrote. "No racially neutral reason 
for the shuffling has ever been offered, and nothing stops the suspi- 
cion of discriminatory intent from rising to an interference." 

The Supremes shot down the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
for twice ignoring the High Court's order that they review, in a manner 
consistent with their opinion, all of the available evidence before rul- 
ing in the case. Souter wrote that "[T]he Fifth Circuit's conclusion that 
Miller-El failed to show by clear and convincing evidence that the state 
court's no-discrimination finding was wrong is as unsupportable as the 
'dismissive and strained interpretation' of his evidence that this Court 
disapproved" the last time the justices considered the case. The court 
remanded the Miller-El case back to Dallas Co., where prosecutors will 
have to decide whether to retry the case. (To read the entire opinion, go 
to www.supremecourtus.gov/opinions/04slipopinion.html.)

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UT Courting Mueller Site Developers 



Not a single building has opened its 
doors on the former Mueller munici- 
pal airport site, yet consider the 
bounty of opportunity that is spread 
out before developer Catellus when it 
comes to the future of Austin's most 
ambitious master-planned community. 

First came the announcement of 
the brand new Dell Children's Hos- 
pital, a major coup for Mueller, along 
with a new Ronald McDonald House 
across the street. Now the 
University of Texas has begun to 
court the Mueller neighborhoods, 
angling to put a 30-acre, privately 
funded, 1.5-mi 1 1 ion-square-foot health 
science complex next door to the 
hospital off 51st Street, creating cov- 
eted research and training facilities 
for allied health professionals. 



That doesn't sound bad. In fact, it 
sounds a little like Catellus' Mission 
Bay project, which just happens to 
be anchored by a 43-acre campus for 
the University of California-San 
Francisco, the premier biomedical 
research facility for the UC system. 

The UT-Health Sciences Centei^ 
Austin, a possible precursor to a 
medical school in Austin, would 
employ up to 1,800 people, with sala- 
ries of up to $150,000 per year for 
faculty members. At this early stage, 
UT estimates a net impact of $1.3 
million for the city's coffers each year. 

The worst criticism of the UT project 
neighbors could offer at a hearing with 
university officials last week, as 
voiced by Jim Walker, is that the new 
complex could cannibalize some of 



the proposed single-family housing 

in the large-scale development. Project 
Manager Greg Weaver assured 
Walker that the number of single-fami- 
ly units lost - about 100 homes - 
would fluctuate throughout the life of 
the Mueller project, but that Catellus 
would keep its eye on the goal of 
4,600 single-family homes. 

Walker praised UT officials' willing- 
ness to meet with neighbors to 
address traffic, expansion, and hous- 
ing issues, even bringing in the proj- 
ect architects to discuss neighbor- 
hood preferences in the planning pro- 
cess. Now all UT has to do is come 
up with the private funding sources 
that would make the health science 
center a reality.

MEDI-POT 

Weed Watch 



At press time, just one week after the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled that the Constitution allows the 
feds to enforce the federal Controlled Substances 

Act by arresting and prosecuting sick medi-pot users, 
the U.S. House of Representatives is preparing to vote 
on a bipartisan amendment to the Justice 
Department appropriation bill that 
would end the practice. The so-called 
Hinchey-Rohrabacher Amendment, 
sponsored by Reps. Maurice Hinchey, 
D-N.Y, and Dana Rohrabacher, R-Calif., 
would forbid the DOJ from using federal 
resources to enforce the government's 
drug prohibition laws against sick patients 
in the 10 states that have legalized medi- 
pot. In their ruling last week, the U.S. 
Supreme Court wrote that the medi-pot 
question was one for Congress to answer. 
While there may be other legal recourse. Justice John 
Paul Stevens wrote for the six-justice majority, "per- 
haps more important ... is the democratic process, in 
which the voices of the voters allied with [medi-pot 
patients Angel Raich and Diane Monson] may one 
day be heard in the halls of Congress." Raich and fel- 
low California medi-mari patient Monson - who sued 



the feds in 2002 seeking an end to the enforcement 
actions - did just that by traveling to D.C. this week to 
lobby for the amendment. Raich joined former Clinton- 
era Surgeon General Jocelyn Elders, Jim Winicler of 
the United Methodist Church, and Don Murphy, execu- 
tive director of Republicans for Compassionate 
Access, for a press teleconference on June 13 urging 
lawmakers to vote for the amendment. "I am very, very 
ill," but "not a criminal," said Raich. The federal gov- 
ernment, she said, needs to "stop locking up sick, 
dying, and disabled patients." 

As a GOP state assemblyman. Murphy authored 
Maryland's medical cannabis law, making medi-pot 
possession punishable by a $100 fine only. Murphy 
told reporters that the medi-pot question is being 
embraced by increasing num- 
bers of Republicans in various 
states - including Texas, where 
Rep. Terry Keel, R-Austin, filed 
the state's first medi-mari bill in 
2001. (So far, Texas' attempted 
medi-pot measures have all died 
in committee in spite of polls 
that show overwhelming voter 
support for medi-pot protec- 
tions.) Banning federal intrusion 
into state-decided medi-pot mat- 
ters should appeal to "Republicans in particular 
because that is consistent with everything we say we 
believe," said Murphy - specifically, the notion of a 
smaller, less-intrusive federal government. "I find it 
odd that we trust law-abiding citizens with the right to 
carry weapons, but not the right to medicate. That is 
odd and inconsistent." - Jordan Smith 




Budget Blues 



June may be a great time to be a teacher, but it's a lousy time 
to be an AISD administrator. Down at central office, those long 
summer days mean not beaches and barbecues, but budgets. 
And in Texas right now, that means tight budgets: The district 
reached its state-mandated property tax cap four years ago and 
cannot raise local taxes; the Legislature failed to fix a school 
finance system that has AISD sending $136 million to other dis- 
tricts; and new legislation just shifted greater teacher retirement 
and health insurance costs to local districts. Meanwhile, the per- 
centages of AISD students who are poor or immigrants - and 
who therefore require extra services that make them more 
expensive to educate - continues to rise. 

When Superintendent Pat Forgione on Monday night present- 
ed his recommended budget to the board of trustees, who 
have ultimate authority over its contents, he was careful to run 
through this bleak context before unloading what many will con- 
sider the really bad news - there's no money in the $755 million 
budget for teacher raises. He pointed out, however, that the 
budget includes $6 million to cover teacher health insurance 
increases, and $540,000 for retirement. Admitting that the $6.5 
million could have instead been put toward a 2% raise, Forgione 
said the move is strategic. That is, the district hopes the Legis- 
lature will make good on its promise to come up with a school 
finance plan that includes across-the-board raises, so teachers 
will end up with both higher salaries and full health insurance. 

"We knew the Legislature would never do health insurance," 
said Forgione. "If they did anything, it would be teacher salaries." 

Even without raises, the recommended budget only balances 
because the district has proposed pulling $13 million out of its 
fund balance, which is basically a savings account. The fund 
balance was at about $100 million before AISD decided to pull 
$37 million out last year, in part to cover teacher raises. Unless 
the Lege changes the school finance system in a way that 
increases AISD's revenues, Forgione warned that next year AISD 
would have to pull another $13 million out to meet its 2006-07 
budget. After that, he said, the balance would be down to about 
$40 million - below the board of trustees' target minimum of 
$50 million - and the district would have no choice but to cut 
programs that are already "down to the marrow" for the 2007-08 
year. "If you don't have the dollars, you've got to say that some- 
thing's not important, and golly, it's all important," Forgione said. 

At Monday night's presentation, trustees indicated a desire to 
scrounge around for money for raises. The budget does include 
about two dozen minor spending increases - most well under $1 
million - that will go toward software, nurses, moving portables, 
and other minor needs. Nearly $2 million will go to "interven- 
tions" to help struggling learners pass state-mandated tests. 
Because the presentation was the first time both trustees and 
school watchdogs like Education Austin had seen budget 
details, however, the real debate will start next Monday, when 
both groups have had time to analyze the numbers and stake 
out their positions. Whatever those positions may be, Forgione 
indicated he'll stand by the district's recommended budget. "It's 
very tough at this point, but we need to be realistic," he said.

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The Future of Sixth and Lamar 



Whole Foods Market and Schlosser Development 

have changed course in their plans to redevelop the old 
Whole Foods building at Sixth and Lamar, announcing 
Monday that they would scrap plans to build a 120-foot 
tower with a ground floor theatre and would no longer 
seek the Planned Unit Development zoning change 
such an expansion would require. Nearby residents and 
businesses had sprung into action against the project, 
creating NoSixthAndLamarPUD.org, where they accumu- 
lated more than 450 petition signatures within two 
weeks. Opponents felt the planned tower development 
was too substantial for its proximity to the adjacent Old 
West Austin communities, would bring too many cars to 
the already clogged intersection, and overwhelm local 
businesses, not to mention obstruct neighbors' coveted 
city views. 

The new plans include shrinking the proposed tower 
down to 80 feet (which will require an overlay under cur- 
rent zoning) and decreasing the overall square footage 
from 280,000 to 195,000. Schlosser's David Vitanza 
says that, along with a decreased office space compo- 
nent, eight to 10 new "unconfirmed" retail or restaurant 
tenants will occupy the redevelopment and the proposed 
theatre will be relocated to another part of the district. 
The former Whole Foods-BookPeople building will remain 
unchanged and will be joined by two new buildings, a 
two- to three-story structure along Lamar, which will 
replace the "unsalvageable" KVET building with about 
35,000 square feet of new development, plus the 
scaled-down tower, now 60,000 square feet and five sto- 
ries, at the back of the site on Henderson Street. All 
the buildings will center around the current parking area 
that opens to Lamar, according to Vitanza. "The move- 
ment among stakeholders and city public policy has 
been to create more downtown density. Now, this is 
much lower density, but it still makes sense for the 
site," Vitanza said. 

Old West Austin Neighborhood Association Zoning 
Committee Chair Steve Colburn said the project, with 
its fluctuating size and zoning specs, has been a "mov- 
ing target from the beginning," but that neighbors' con- 
cerns haven't changed. "We want to keep the area liv- 
able and minimize congestion," Colburn said. "There's 
nothing we can do to stop growth, but we can manage it 
such a way that doesn't make existing problems any 
worse." He added that a downtown planning project 
designed to guide development in inner-city neighbor- 
hoods and business centers is within months of begin- 
ning: "We want to have the growth built to the plan, no[t] 
the other way around." Colburn said that adding many 
more cars, pedestrians, bikes, and buses to the inter- 
section now creates the prospect that it will become 
"one of those places that's so crowded no one goes 
there, and that's not an option for us." 

"Whole Foods shares the same concerns as neigh- 
bors. The changes were made because of neighbors'

plans for the already congested Sixth and 
Lamar intersection, but neighbors still worry. 

concerns," said Whole Foods spokeswoman Ashley 
Hawkins. "We don't want crazy traffic in the area. It'll 
affect our business and our shoppers trying to get out of 
the lot." A city traffic study based on the original plans 
projected an additional 10,000 car trips to the intersec- 
tion per day. Hawkins said the project "will definitely not 
require a zoning change," but that "nothing's firm right 
now." Plans to bring outdoor supplier REI and women's 
clothier Anthropologie to the corner are still intact, with 
the likelihood of more national retailers to come. 

But the notion of new national retail neighbors seems 
to have area business owners concerned less about the 
encroachment of competitors than about parking and 
traffic. "All local retailers welcome a level playing field of 
competition," said Kevin Lewis, general merchandise 
manager for local outdoor shop Whole Earth Provision 
Co. He said his main concern is whether the benefit of 
additional retail is worth the cost of increased traffic and 
the gridlock's impact on future business and residents. 
As a founding member of the Austin Independent 
Business Alliance, a 300-member association of local 
operations, Lewis makes the case for shopping local by 
highlighting the benefits of hometown businesses' great- 
er contribution of taxes, jobs, and wages back to the 
community vs. national retailers. 

Vitanza said, "We are a development company that 
relies on development for national retailers as well as 
local business." He said their entire Market District 
project - which includes the redevelopment of the old 
Whole Foods, the new Whole Foods headquarters, and 
the complex just east of Lamar and Fifth that currently 
houses Pure Austin Gym, Starbucks Coffee, and Office 
Max - will probably have "between 25 and 30 percent 
local businesses, including the local businesses already 
on site, the new Whole Foods, BookPeople, and Pure 
Austin gym." 

"Well that's 30% right there. We're it," said 
BookPeople co-owner Steve Bercu. "Personally, I would 
prefer to see local businesses, but then again I don't 
own the property." - Daniel Mottola 



The Lege and 
THE Environment 

Here's a look at what the 79th Legislature did in the area 
of environmental policy. 

One bill that the entire environmental community suc- 
cessfully battled to keep from surfacing would have limited 
or eliminated citizens' rights to request Texas Commis- 
sion on Environmental Quality-contested case hearings, 
according to Tom "Smitty" Smith, director of Public Citi- 
zen's Texas office. He said the hearings have historically 
made a big difference in regional air quality. 

Another "all hands on deck issue" was the proposed 
"takings bill," HB 2833, which mercifully died. Had it not, 
city and county governments would've been required to 
compensate developers for lost value on their land due to 
regulations such as water quality measures, zoning, or 
transportation planning. The bill was seen by some as a 
shot at Austin's environmental coherence; Smith said it 
could've cost the city hundreds of millions of dollars based 
on some of the development issues in Southwest Travis Co. 

The state's West Texas wind power resources, capable 
of meeting a significant share (some advocates say all) of 
the state's energy needs, will be maxed out if more power 
lines to the area aren't built by early next year. The legisla- 
tion that could have provided the fix, SB 743, stalled over 
telecommunication policy disputes, "held hostage in battle," 
says Smith. An increase to the state's Renewable 
Portfolio Standard, from the 2,000 megawatts of renew- 
able energy currently used to 7,880 megawatts by 2017, 
was killed along with it. 

SB 712, dealing with Public Utility Commission energy 
efficiency program grants, was among the totally bogus 
bills to pass. The legislation changes the programs' broad 
focus to only deal with peak energy usage, "merely shifting 
the time energy is used" and "heavily impacting the cost 
savings and effectiveness of the efficiency programs," 
said Smith. 

A boon in several areas for greens was HB 2912, which 
makes it easier to figure out how much renewable energy 
affects pollution reduction, requiring studies of both 
building efficiency codes and certain commercial applianc- 
es' efficiency. The bill also requires that reports of acciden- 
tal or unpermitted "upset" emissions from facilities like 
chemical plants and refineries be submitted in a single, 
easily understandable version. 

So what's next? If a special session on education and 
school finance is called. Smith says, "we're hoping that the 
governor will choose to address advances in renewable 
energy development as well. Wind generators raise signifi- 
cant funds for schools through property taxes, thus school 
finance would be an appropriate place to address an 
increase in the Renewable Portfolio Standard." Currently, 
the 2% of wind in the state's energy portfolio earns nearly 
$16 million for Texas pubic schools. - Daniel Mottola

CREATING ENEMIES FOR 
AMERICA 

The first George W. to be president, George 
Washington, sagely warned against America's 
getting caught up in "entangling alliances" 
in foreign affairs. The current W, however, 
seems to think he's smarter than the original. 

As a result of Bush's arrogance or ignorance 
or both, our country is now entangled in 
some very ugly and messy alliances that put 
us on the wrong side of history, morality, and 
the worldwide yearning for democracy.

Amazingly, the Bushites are still stand- 
ing behind their buddy, characterizing these 
democracy-fighters who rose up against 
Karimov as militants and terrorists. Bush's 
secretary of state, Condi Rice, sympathized 
with the oppressor, saying that no govern- 
ment should have to "deal with terrorists." 

Guess who has armed and trained Karimov's 
troops? The Bushites! Using the Foreign 
Military Financing program, they have entan- 
gled our country with a thoroughly repressive 
regime, creating new enemies for America 
among the people who should be our friends.

Attention, class, we're now going to study 
the new and improved concept of "free enter- 
prise," which has been redefined by modern 
corporate executives as the availability of 
free government money to make their enter- 
prise profitable. 

Let's turn to the sterling example set by 
Cabela's Inc. This giant retailer of hunting, 
fishing, and other outdoor products recently 
graced the state of Texas with one of its 
megastores, but only after demanding and 
receiving a rucksack filled with government 
subsidies, including $600,000 cash, $36 
million in road and construction costs, and 
$20 million in highway improvements. 

What we have here is the giveaway of 
roughly $57 million of Texas taxpayers' 
money to an out-of-state corporation to bribe 
it to come to our state and compete against 
local businesses that, ironically, are taxed to 
pay for Cabela's subsidy - a subsidy that will 
allow the megastore to undercut the prices 
charged by the locals, thus driving them out 
of business. Our governor, who's dimmer 
than a burned-out flashlight, hails this as a 
triumph of free-enterprise. 

For its part, Cabela's is unabashed about 
its dependence on corporate socialism, even 
declaring in its annual report that grabbing 
public money is key to its business plan. But 
while it thrives on government giveaways, 
the retail chain has added a new twist to 
the game by demurely declaring that, as a 
private, for-profit company, its privacy rights 
would be violated if details about its public 
subsidy were revealed to the public. Thus, 
Cabela's has sued our state attorney gener- 
al, claiming that it would suffer "substantial 
competitive harm" if the terms of its deal 
with the governor were publicly disclosed. 

So, class, let's review: A private corpora- 
tion is funded by the state to give it a leg up 
on its local competitors, but it declares that 
it must be exempt form the state's public 
disclosure law in order to protect its competi- 
tive advantage. Are we clear now on the new 
definition of "free enterprise"?

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Who Killed Father Ryan? 

A 1981 Odessa murder haunts crime researchers, the Catholic Church, 
and an ex-con determined to prove his innocence l»i jukuAN SMITH 



On Dec. 4, 1982, a deeply suntanned man, about 40 years old, walked into the 
Sacred Heart Catholic Church in Boise, Idaho, and readied himself for confession. 
He never got a chance to recount his sins to the priest. As he waited - perhaps not 
realizing it would be several minutes before the confessional was available, or per- 
haps despairing of the condition of his soul - the man swallowed a cyanide capsule. 
A few minutes later, he was dead. 

When police came to investigate, they found that the man had no identification. 
A note in his pocket said only that the $1,900 he carried should be used for his 
burial, with any remainder donated to the church. The note was signed with what 
turned out to be a false name. To this day, no one has been able to identify the man, 
nor to determine why he had come to the church to absolve himself of his sins. 

On the answers to that mystery may hang the fate of a small, quiet, meticulous 
man who now lives in South Austin, and who spent 20 years in a Texas prison for 
a murder he says he did not commit, but which investigators believe may be con- 
nected to the dead man at the Boise Sacred Heart Catholic Church.

ast year, James Harry Reyos moved into a 
small room just east of 1-35, at a transi- 
tional living facility owned by the 
state's corrections department. 
Although he is free of prison bars, his 
movements and activities remain 
restricted. His whereabouts are deter- 
mined by a weekly schedule, strictly account- 
ed for and subject to the approval of his 
parole officer. It is a rigid life, but one that 
seems to mesh fairly well with Reyos' per- 
sonality. Indeed, his personal wall calendar 
- given to him by aides to El Paso Democratic 
state Rep. Paul Moreno, who has taken an 
interest in his case - reflects the same atten- 
tion to detail, cataloging his meetings with 
state representatives, reporters, and others 
who call or come to visit. 

Reyos spends his days looking for work, 
attending Alcoholics Anonymous meetings, 
and keeping appointments with his parole 




officer. At night and on weekends he is not 
allowed to leave his small room - not even 
into the courtyard that runs the interior 
length of the building. If he were to try, the 
electronic monitor strapped to his ankle 
would set off an alarm. But Reyos doesn't 
try; he is not a rule-breaker - nor, despite 
his prison record, has he ever been. 

It is hard to find anyone who now 
believes that Reyos murdered Father Patrick 
"Paddy" Ryan in an Odessa motel on Dec. 
21, 1981 - although he was duly convicted 
of the crime. Everyone familiar with the 
details of the case agrees that it would have 
been physically impossible for Reyos to have 
murdered Ryan, primarily because Reyos 
could prove, through a series of time- 
stamped receipts as well as a traffic citation 
issued by a New Mexico state trooper, that 
he was approximately 200 miles away from 
Odessa at the time of the murder 

But in 1983, an Ector Co. jury found 
Reyos guilty of murder and sentenced him 
to 38 years in prison. During the 20 years 
that Reyos lived behind bars in a maximum- 
security prison in Tennessee Colony, the 
Jicarilla Apache Indian from Northern New 
Mexico steadfastly maintained his inno- 
cence. And since finally being paroled in 

2003 - first to El Paso, then in January 

2004 to the transitional living facility in 
Austin - Reyos, now 49, has earnestly 
sought to clear his name. Along the way he 
has earned strong support of a wide range 
of people - including a former Ector Co. 
prosecutor, a former bishop of the Amarillo 
Catholic Diocese (once Eather Ryan's supe- 
rior), a retired police detective, and a 
recently deceased investigative reporter 
from The Dallas Morning News, Howard 
Swindle, who spent years looking for Ryan's 
real killer 




Reyos' current goal is that the Board of 
Pardons and Paroles and Gov. Rick Perry 
grant him a "pardon for innocence," which 
would expunge his record, restore his civil 
rights, and finally declare that he was not 
responsible for the brutal beating death of 
Eather Ryan. After nearly 24 years, with the 
latest addition to his team of supporters - 
Lubbock criminal attorney Jeff Blackburn - 
Reyos may at last be on a road that could 
eventually lead to a pardon. 

His request is no simple matter, in part 
because, nearly 1 1 months after the murder, 
he voluntarily confessed - a confession 
recanted within hours, but thus far upheld by 
the courts. Within a week of Ryan's murder, 
Odessa police had originally used Reyos' 



careful collection of documentary evidence to 
clear him as a suspect. But it took little more 
than Reyos' "sloppy" confession (as his attor- 
ney John Cliff describes it) to prompt prose- 
cutors to try Reyos for the crime. Reyos had 
dmnkenly told police that he'd beaten Ryan 
and sliced the priest with a razor inside Room 
126 of the Sand and Sage Motel. Despite the 
lack of any physical evidence connecting 
Reyos to the murder, the brief and general 
confession was all that it took to seal his fate. 
Although false confessions are in fact quite 
common, even a nuisance to police. Cliff says 
the Odessa jurors chosen to determine Reyos' 
fate simply could not believe that a person 
would ever voluntarily confess to a serious 
crime he did not commit. 
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Reyos had done exacdy that - and moreover, 
the reason he gave to explain why he'd done so 
only hirther alienated the jurors. According to 
Reyos, on Dec. 20, 1981, one day before the 
priest was murdered, he accepted an invitation 
to visit Ryan at his apartment in the rectory at 
St. Williams Church in Denver City, Texas, the 
tiny Panhandle town 94 miles Northwest of 
Odessa where both men lived, so that Ryan 
could look through a photo album of pictures 
from Reyos' childhood on the New Mexico 
Apache Indian reservation. At the apartment, 
Reyos said, the two began drinking beer and 
when that ran out, Ryan began mixing vodka 
drinks. Then suddenly, Reyos said, the priest 
grabbed him by the shirt collar and pushed 
Reyos to perform oral sex. Reyos complied. 

Afterward, Reyos was shocked, ashamed, 
and frightened. "1 didn't even grab my stuff" 
before hurrying out of the rectory, he recalled 
recently. "I was walking down the street think- 
ing, 'That didn't happen; that couldn't happen 
with 'Father [Ryan].'" The next day, Reyos said 
he had a hangover, and in his hazy mind, the 
incident was surreal: "It was like a dream - but 
it did happen." 

WITHIN A WEEK OF 
RYAN'S MURDER, ODESSA 
POLICE HAD USED REYOS' 
CAREFUL COLLECTION OF 
DOCUMENTARY EVIDENCE TO 
CLEAR HIM AS A SUSPECT. 

The incident was a turning point for Reyos. 
He was 25 years old, lonely, out of work, and 
ashamed of his sexuality. He'd known he was 
gay since childhood, but he'd never admitted it, 
in part because in the conservative Native 
American culture in which he was raised, homo- 
sexuality was a sin and a weakness. His discom- 
fort with being gay - his "dys tonic homosexual- 
ity," as a psychologist categorized it at trial - had 
already led to other problems, primarily alcohol- 
ism. Indeed, by the time Reyos met Father Ryan 
in Denver City in early December 1981, he'd 
already been arrested 30 times on alcohol-relat- 
ed charges - for being drunk in public or for 
drunk driving - and had lost a field job with 
Mobil Oil because of his addiction. (Despite his 
numerous arrests, Reyos had never been charged 
with any violent crime.) 

Ryan's abrupt death sent Reyos into a tail- 
spin. Less than 24 hours after their sexual 
encounter, Ryan was violently murdered in an 
Odessa motel room he'd checked into under 
an assumed name. "I feel a lot of guilt about 
that," Reyos told the Houston Chronicle. "I was 
still in the closet and in denial about myself . . . 
and he was a priest." 

The guilt ate at Reyos for the next few 
months. On Nov. 18, 1982, he was living in a 
room at the rundown Bow and Arrow Lodge in 
Albuquerque, N.M. After days of drinking and 
downing several Quaaludes, he stumbled out- 
side to a pay phone and called police. "He said 
that he wanted to talk to the proper authori- 
ties," Albuquerque 911 dispatcher Dolly 
Woody testified at Reyos' trial. "And so I asked 
him what it was about, and he said, 'The killing 
of a Catholic priest in Odessa, Texas,' . . . And I 
asked him . . .'Who are you?' And he said, 'You 
are talking to the killer.'" 



Police picked Reyos up at the Bow and 
Arrow and took him into custody; although 
the officers testified at trial that they only 
detected a slight odor of alcohol on Reyos, an 
Albuquerque public defender called to coun- 
sel Reyos that afternoon said that he was 
clearly intoxicated. He couldn't answer ques- 
tions directly and instead kept repeating the 
same things over and over - notably, a protes- 
tation of innocence: "In the name of God, I 
didn't do this." 

Nonetheless, Reyos' taped confession was 
entered into evidence at his trial and was the 
lynchpin to his conviction - one juror told the 
Odessa American that they convicted Reyos 
"based on his confession and characteristics" 

- presumably, that he was gay, perhaps also 
that he was an alcoholic and an Indian. The 
drunken and recanted confession was enough 
to override the obvious documentary evidence 
that exonerated him - including 10 receipts for 
various items, like gas and a new tire for his 
pickup truck, and even a copy of a speeding 
ticket he received near Roswell, N.M., all gath- 
ered during the time when the murder was 
committed. To Cliff, it was a combination of 

prejudice and incredulous indignation 
toward Reyos' allegation that his victim. 
Father Ryan, was gay that swayed the 
jurors. Cliff now thinks that perhaps he 
and his former law partner, John Smith 
(now the Ector Co. district attorney), 
miscalculated by trying to prove Reyos' 
innocence instead of simply raising the 
requisite doubt about the state's flimsy 
case. "We shouldn't have taken on that 
burden, to convince them of his inno- 
cence, but I don't know what else we 
could've done," he said. With Reyos' convic- 
tion. Cliff lost interest in criminal law; Reyos' 
case, he said, simply "soured my stomach." 

Since then the courts have summarily dis- 
missed Reyos' claims of innocence. Cliff han- 
dled Reyos' direct appeal, but failed to raise 
any real issues for El Paso's 8th Court of 
Appeals. The only issue he raised was whether 
the state's evidence - that is, Reyos' confession 

- was sufficient to support the guilty verdict. In 
November 1984, the court ruled that the con- 
fession was enough in that it provided the 
necessary evidence to support the legal princi- 
ple of corpus delicti - specifically, the fact that 
Ryan was dead and that he'd been murdered 
was all that needed to be corroborated by the 
confession. However, the court noted, it could 
not rule on whether the confession itself was 
legally admissible evidence since Reyos' appeal 
did not raise that question. In 1994, Texas 
Civil Rights Project Director Jim Harrington 
filed Reyos' writ of habeas corpus with the 
Court of Criminal Appeals, again raising the 
issue of sufficiency, challenging the El Paso 
court's interpretation of the corpus delicti rule, 
and arguing that Texas law provides insuffi- 
cient protection against wrongful convictions 
based on false confessions. That appeal was 
also denied - without a hearing and without a 
written ruling - by postcard. That was the end 
of Reyos' appeal to the courts for help, and it 
has left him with apparently one final option to 
clear his name: getting the Board of Pardons 
and Paroles to recommend, and Gov. Perry to 
grant, a pardon. 

By law, the BPP is charged with making 
parole decisions and pardon recommendations 
to the governor (Only the governor can grant a 

continued on p. 30 
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pardon, and can only do so if the board 
recommends it.) In order to consider a par- 
don for innocence, such as Reyos is seeking, 
the board must first receive a request for 
review from the governor, then it requires 
the petitioner to offer evidence of his inno- 
cence - meaning either a positive court rul- 
ing or order, or the affirmative support from 
at least two of the original trial officials (the 
prosecuting attorney, presiding judge, and 
the chief of the investigating law enforce- 
ment agency). Reyos filed a pardon request 
with former Gov. George W Bush in late 
2000, but it was ignored and forwarded to 
Perry in 2001; to date. Perry has not said 
whether he will ask the board to review the 
Reyos case. As it stands, even if Perry were 
to ask, the board would likely find that 
Reyos lacks the "evidence" they convention- 
ally require to review a case. 

The circular situation is a catch-22 for 
Reyos and his defenders. Although it might 
be possible, few think Reyos could get his 



case back in front of a court. And so far 
none of the trial officials in Ector Co. has 
responded to requests for support - not 
even Reyos' former defense attorney, Ector 
DA John Smith. "Since he's been DA he has 
refused to be interviewed in connection 
with the case. He thinks it's not right for a 
DA to be doing that," Cliff said. "But John 
will tell you privately, over a glass of scotch, 
that [James] was his only innocent client." 

Indeed, virtually everyone who has 
reviewed the case has become convinced of 
Reyos' innocence. A few people - notably. 
The Dallas Morning News' Howard Swindle, 
his colleague Tim Wyatt, and retired Boise 
Police Detective Frank Richardson - were so 
convinced that they have gone out of their 
way to try to provide the evidence that Reyos 
needs by trying to answer the lingering ques- 
tion in the case: Who killed Eather Ryan? 
Without an answer to that original question, 
Reyos may forever remain unpardonable. 



Chronology of a Murder: Dec. 21-22, 1981 

1) ll:30am-l:30pm - Hobbs, N.M.: Father Ryan leaves James Harry Reyos at the bondsman's 
house. Reyos retrieves his truck, visits a bar with a friend, buys a gas cap at an auto parts store 
(receipt). Reyos drops his friend off at home around 1:30pm. He then leaves Hobbs, picks up a 
hitchhiker, and drives to a Roswell, N.M., bus station. 

2) 4:30pm - Artesia, N.M.: At 4:30pm, Reyos buys gasoline in Artesia (receipt). 

3) 6-8:30pm - Roswell, N.M.: Reyos drives around Roswell, buys beer at a convenience store 
(receipt). He meets a friend, David Myer; they drink and talk at Myer's house until about 8:30pm. 

4) 7:30pm-midnight - Odessa, Texas: Under an assumed name. Father Ryan checks into the 
Sand and Sage Motel in Odessa between 7:30 and 8pm. The state's forensic pathologist con- 
cludes that Ryan was murdered sometime between 7pm and midnight; though the crime scene 
indicated a violent struggle, a guest next door heard nothing from Ryan's room after 9pm. 

5) 8:30-lpm - Tatum, N.M.: Reyos says he drove to Bottomless Lake State Park. Receipt dated 
Dec. 21 shows he bought gasoline in Tatum, 60 miles east of the park. 

6) 12:15am - west of Roswell: Reyos ticketed for speeding by a state trooper, 15 miles west of 
Roswell. The trooper noted nothing about Reyos' appearance - such as bloody clothes or cuts on 
his hands or face - that would be expected if he had just committed a brutal murder in Odessa. 

7) 4am - Roswell: Reyos drives his truck into a ditch east of Roswell; a time-stamped receipt 
shows that his truck was towed into town at 4am. 

NOTES: 

• Reyos was with witness David Myer in Roswell, N.M., until approximately 8:30pm. 

• Ryan was murdered between 7pm and midnight in Odessa, Texas, a little over 200 miles from 
Roswell. 

• If Reyos drove to Odessa immediately upon leaving Myer's house, he had to average approxi- 
mately 127 mph for the round trip over two-lane roads in order to get to Odessa, kill the priest at 
about 10:15pm, clean up, drive 215 miles back to west of Roswell, and turn back, heading east 
again, in time to be pulled over by the state trooper at 12:15am. 

Texas is in the Central time zone; New Mexico is in the Mountain time zone. To avoid confusion, 
all times have been changed to Central time. 



New Mexican Highways 

Father Patrick Ryan was an Irish-born 
priest who reportedly spent a decade as a 
Pallottine missionary in Africa before being 
reassigned, in 1979, to St. WilUams Church 
in Denver City under Bishop Leroy Matthi- 
esen of the Amarillo Diocese. Ryan often 
picked up hitchhikers along the 30-plus 
mile stretch of road connecting Denver City 
to Hobbs, N.M., and on Dec. 6, 1981, the 
49-year-old priest was driving that stretch of 
road in his red-and-white Chrysler when he 
stopped to pick up Reyos, who was hitch- 
hiking to Hobbs to look for work. The two 
men drove into town and spent the evening 
at a local bar, drinking beer and vodka, 
before Ryan drove them back to Denver 
City. Reyos says Ryan introduced himself 
only as "John," and he only learned Ryan 
was a priest later that night when Ryan 



dropped him off outside the St. Williams 
rectory. Reyos says he never knew Ryan's 
real name until he saw television news 
reports of his murder in Odessa. 

The two had several friendly encounters 
over the next two weeks, until the evening 
of Dec. 20, when Reyos says that Ryan 
assaulted him in the rectory living room. 
When Reyos fled the apartment, he left his 
backpack behind him in the rectory. It con- 
tained his photo album and several audio 
cassettes of country music he'd taped off 
the radio that he thought Ryan, an accom- 
plished accordionist, would enjoy. 

The next morning, Reyos found a $750 
check from his father waiting in his mailbox 
- Reyos' share of the royalties from mineral 
rights on the Apache reservation. The wind- 
fall meant Reyos could retrieve his pickup 
from a bail bondsman in Hobbs to whom 
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he'd handed over the vehicle as collateral after 
he was arrested for driving without a license. 
But Reyos needed a ride to Hobbs. "The only 
person I could think of to help me out," he 
recalled recently, "was Father Ryan." 

Reyos nervously returned to the rectory. 
" [Ryan] came to the door and the first thing he 
said was, 'I am sorry about last night, I don't 
know what got into me,'" Reyos recalled. "I 
said, 'Forget about it. The reason I am here is 
to see if you can drive me to Hobbs.'" Ryan 
agreed and the two got into the Chrysler and 
headed toward New Mexico. Along the way, 
Reyos says, Ryan stopped to pick up a middle- 
aged black man hitchhiking west. The three 
arrived at the home office of bondsman Charlie 
Bostick in Hobbs around 11:30am. Although 
Reyos asked Ryan to wait for a few minutes 
while he went inside to talk, Ryan drove off 
while Reyos was inside talking to Bostick' s 
daughter - an account she confirmed at trial. 
According to Reyos, that was the last time he 
ever saw Ryan. Approximately nine hours later, 
Ryan was dead. 

It took about an hour for Reyos to get his 
truck. Reyos stopped at Tipp's, a nearby bar, 
where he bought beer and bumped into an old 
friend named Harold. (Harold died before 
Reyos' trial.) The two men headed to Levi's 
Auto Parts Center where Reyos bought gas and 
a new gas cap - for which he retained, as was 
his habit, the time-stamped receipt. Reyos 
dropped Harold off at his home around 1 :30pm 
and turned the truck north, heading to 
Albuquerque where he planned to visit his 
family over the Christmas holidays. 

On his way out of Hobbs, Reyos happened 
upon the same black hitchhiker that he and 



Ryan had picked up that morning. Reyos said 
that the man - who has never been identified 
- told him that Ryan stopped abruptly several 
blocks from Bostick's, dropped him off, and 
then drove away. The two drove to Artesia, 
where Reyos bought gas at a Mobil station 
around 4:30pm, before arriving in Roswell 
around 6, where Reyos dropped the man at 
the bus station. From there, Reyos took a spin 
around the Fastem New Mexico University 
campus where he'd been a student a year 
before. At a nearby Minit Mart, Reyos ran into 
an old college friend, David Myer. The two 
drove to a local bar, bought a case of beer, and 
headed to Myer's house where they drank and 
talked until about 8:30pm, Myer testified. 
After leaving Myer's place, Reyos took a drive 
15 miles southeast to Bottomless Lake State 
Park before turning around and heading east 
to Tatum, where he stopped for gasoline - 
again, leaving with a receipt, which he later 
gave to Odessa police. Reyos drove around, 
drinking beer, until 12:15am, when he was 
pulled over by a state trooper 15 miles west of 
Roswell, and issued a speeding ticket. 

On his way back to town, Reyos drove his 
truck into a ditch where he remained until 
passing motorists stopped to help him out. 
Realizing that Reyos was drunk, one of the 
passersby drove Reyos in the truck to Sambo's 
restaurant in Roswell. At the restaurant, Reyos 
discovered that he had a flat tire so he went 
inside and called a wrecker service - the 
receipt from the wrecker indicated the time as 
4am. The truck was towed to a nearby truck 
stop; after the tire was replaced, Reyos fell 
asleep in his truck.

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Approximately three hours later, around 
Sam on Dec. 22, Reyos woke up and headed 
out, stopping first at an Allsup's Convenience 
Store to buy some beer About 30 miles out- 
side Roswell, he got another flat tire. He 
hitchhiked back into town to a Chevron sta- 
tion, where he arranged for the truck to be 
towed again. It took most of the day for the 
truck's wheel and tire to be fixed, and Reyos 
finally headed out around 7pm - according 
to yet another receipt - finally making his 
way to Albuquerque. 

The Sand and Sage 

Meanwhile, the man later identified as 
Father Ryan had checked into Room 126 of 
the Sand and Sage Motel in Odessa, just 
before 8pm on Dec. 21. He signed in using 
an assumed name, and a fake address and 
license plate number - deceptions that would 
later make his body difficult to identify. 

When a cleaning woman opened the door 
to Room 126 the next day, the place was in 
shambles. There was dried blood on the 
walls, some of it in and around the gaping 
holes that had been punched through them. 
The air conditioner was broken and dangling 
from the wall. A coffee table was overturned, 
as was the bed, and the frame was broken; 
there were clothes strewn around the room, 
along with several beer cans and cigarette 
butts. The phone had been ripped from the 
wall, and the television smashed. Right 
inside the door was a wristwatch with a bro- 
ken band and next to that a naked, bloody 
man, lying face down, his hands tied behind 
his back with a sock, his body covered with 
abrasions; across his buttocks was a long, 
superficial slice wound. (A guest had checked 
into the next room at 9pm and heard noth- 
ing, leading Reyos' attorneys to conclude 
that the murder occurred between 8 and 9.) 

The room had obviously been the scene of 
a violent struggle. "1 wouldn't say it was a 
scuffle, 1 would say it was an out-and-out 
fight," Odessa Officer Philip Miles, the first 
at the scene, told the court. And according 
to Officer Kevin Jones, from the OPD's Iden- 
tification Unit, there was plenty of evidence 
that could lead investigators to the killer. 
There were hairs on the body and on the 
carpet; there were bloodstained fingerprints, 
stained bedding, and smoked cigarette butts 
among the items he collected. But investiga- 
tors could not find any identification for the 
dead man, and the name and address he 
used to check in were quickly determined to 
be fake. Ryan remained in the morgue, 
tagged as a John Doe, for four days. 

Back in Denver City, Ryan's parishioners 
were getting nervous; no one had seen the 
priest for several days. When Ryan failed to 
show up to St. Williams for Christmas Eve 
mass, and was again a no-show on Christmas, 




Angel Perez, the head of the church men's 
group, climbed through a window in the 
rectory to see if he could find any paper- 
work that would help police find the priest 
and his two-toned Chrysler Inside, Perez 
found several puzzling clues. On the stove 
was a fully cooked meal of steak and pota- 
toes. They had obviously been there for a 
while, he said; the food was cold, and the 
grease in the pan around the steak had 
turned white. On a chair Perez found a 
backpack with a photo album inside, but he 
could not find any papers that would help 
ID Ryan's car 

It turned out those papers wouldn't be 
necessary; a missing persons alert put out by 
Denver City law enforcement was quickly 
answered by Odessa cops who said they had 
an unknown Doe on ice. On Dec. 26, sev- 
eral members of the church made the trip 
south to check out the body they identified 
as their beloved Father Ryan. Denver City 
was reeling, and parishioners immediately 
began a vigil in the freezing cold outside St. 
Williams. Later that day, backpack in hand, 
police came calling at Reyos' apartment, 
where he'd returned the night before from 
his sojourn in New Mexico. Odessa Detective 
Jerry Smith questioned Ryan for four hours 
about his whereabouts and why his back- 
pack had been at the rectory; Reyos told 
them everything and gave Smith his bundle 
of receipts. The police asked Reyos to pull 
up his shirt so they could look for cuts and 
bruises. Aside from a small scratch on his 
hand, Reyos was uninjured. On Dec. 27, 
Smith took Reyos to Hobbs to see Ryan's car, 
and at 5:30pm, Reyos passed a polygraph 
exam. And that was that, or so it seemed. 

Reyos is still plagued by guilt - perhaps, 
if he hadn't gone to Ryan's looking for a 
ride, he says, the priest might not have been

murdered. "If I hadn't called [on] 
him that morning, he'd still be 
alive," Reyos says. "I had guilt 
over the sexual assault - that 1 
had been there; that I was gay." 



Physically Impossible 

Given the documentary evidence that 
Reyos was able to provide to account for his 
whereabouts on the night of Dec. 21, 1981, 
Reyos' attorneys determined that, in order 
for him to get from Roswell to Odessa, kill 
Ryan, clean himself up, and get all the way 
back - 2 15 miles to the west side of Roswell, 
in time to get the speeding ticket - Reyos 
would've had to travel approximately 127 
miles per hour for four hours along several 
twisting two-lane highways. Not likely. 
Indeed, six days after the murder, Odessa 
investigators had considered that same evi- 
dence and cleared him as a suspect. 

But provided with Reyos' belated drunk- 
en confession, prosecutors simply ignored 
the evidence and insisted that Reyos was the 
killer "The confession was pretty much it. I 
mean, how much more clearer can you get 
than that?" former Ector prosecutor Anthony 
Foster told reporters from the television 
show American Justice in 2002. "We were 
able to prove that he knew Father Ryan; he 
was relatively familiar with Father Ryan, and 
we had the confession. We thought we were 
good to go." 

Yet there were several other odd things 
that didn't - and still don't - fit with the 
prosecution's version of events. For exam- 
ple, Ryan's Chrysler was not at the Sand and 
Sage when his body was found; the car 
wasn't located until Dec. 27, outside the 
Moose Lodge in Hobbs, where witnesses 
said it had been parked since the morning of 
Dec. 22. If Reyos had killed Ryan, how did 
he get the Chrysler to Hobbs and then get 
himself, in his truck, back to Roswell? When 
police searched the car, they discovered 
there was money in the trunk, but Ryan's 
accordion and his silver chalice, which he 
always carried when traveling, were both 
missing. Neither has ever been found. 
Further, none of the physical evidence found 
inside Room 126 - fingerprints, hairs, fibers, 
semen, and saliva taken from Marlboro ciga- 
rette butts - matched Reyos. In fact, Reyos 



Reyos' supporters suspect that this man, 
who commited suicide inside the Sacred 
Heart Catholic Church in Boise, Idaho, in 
December 1982, is quite likely connected 
to, or in fact responsible for, the murders 
of Fathers Patrick Ryan in Odessa and 
Benjamin Carrier in Yuma, Ariz. Although 
Boise Detective Frank Richardson 
traced the dead man's distinctive belt 
buckle back to one Arizona gift shop, 
investigators have never been successful 
in identifying the man who remains known 
only as the Boise John Doe. 

recalled that after forensic testing, 
three different law enforcement 
agencies - including the Texas 
Department of Safety and the FBI 

- excluded him as a suspect. 
But the state stopped searching 

for the real killer on Nov 18, 1982, 
and tied their case almost exclu- 
sively to Reyos' drunken confession 

- and it worked. At least for a time 
-just over nine years, in fact, until 
the pieces finally began to unravel. 
Interestingly, it was Fetor Co. 
Assistant DA Dennis Cadra who 
pulled the first string. 

In 1984, Cadra had been the assis- 
tant Fetor Co. DA when he was 
assigned to handle the Reyos appeal. Since 
Reyos only raised one issue for the court to 
decide - whether there was sufficient evi- 
dence to sustain his conviction - Cadra 
didn't read the entire court transcript. "I 
skimmed through it briefly," he said recently. 
"I saw the receipts [that showed Reyos travel- 
ing] north and northwest, and I asked one of 
the prosecutors, 'How did you account for 
that stuff?' He said, 'Oh, we didn't.'" 

Cadra found that a little odd, but put it 
out of his mind until late 1991, when he 
retrieved the transcripts from routine docu- 
ment destruction. "I read them cover to 
cover several times," he said. He outlined the 
evidence and charted Reyos' receipts. In the 
end, Cadra was convinced that Reyos was, in 
fact, innocent. So much so that on Dec. 31, 
1991, he wrote an extraordinary eight-page 
letter to then Gov. Ann Richards, outlining 
the evidence to support Reyos' innocence 
and asking the governor to request that the 
Board of Pardons and Paroles review the 
case. It was the only such letter of its kind 
that Cadra wrote in his 30-year career as a 
prosecutor "I began reading the seven-vol- 
ume transcript on a Sunday night and ended 
up studying, reading, indexing and outlining 
it several times through that night and the 
next day without even going home," he 
wrote. "Based on my having done so, and 
despite my sixteen years' experience as a 
prosecutor, I came to the firm conclusion 
that it was physically impossible for Mr Reyos 
to have committed the crime for which he 
was convicted and for which he has been in 
the Texas penitentiary for almost eight years." 
Cadra wrote that he agreed with a defense 
psychologist who testified that Reyos 
would've been incapable of committing such 
a brutal murder and that he believed Reyos' 
"confession" to police in 1982 was bom of 
great guilt. "I am somewhat ashamed that I 
did not fully investigate this matter when I 
first developed doubts about Mr Reyos' 
guilt" back in 1984, Cadra confessed. "I 
know the demands on your time are over- 
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whelming, but I feel 1 would be remiss in my 
duties as a citizen and as a public official if I did 
not pass this information on to you," he wrote. 

Cadra's letter was stunning - it is rare that a 
Texas prosecutor ever writes such a letter with- 
out hard physical evidence, like DNA, on 
which to issue a regret for a wrongful convic- 
tion. The letter caught Richards' attention; in 
1992, she asked the BPP to review the case. 
The board did so, but denied Reyos any relief 
- perhaps in part because none of the other 
Ector Co. officials stepped up to the plate. 

Nonetheless, the Cadra letter set off a chain 
reaction. According to Dallas Morning News 
reporter Tim Wyatt, the letter fueled his col- 
league Howard Swindle's interest in the case. 
On July 4, 1993, the paper ran a lengthy page 
one story, charting Reyos' relationship with 
Ryan and his travels in New Mexico on the 
night of Ryan's death. But he didn't stop there, 
Wyatt said. Swindle was convinced, as was 
Wyatt, that the only way Reyos would ever find 
relief was if someone could actually find Ryan's 
killer "[Swindle] decided he would have to 
prove it was someone else [that killed Ryan] 
before the state would do anything," Wyatt 
said. That's what the two men set out to do, 
and they soon found an unlikely ally in Boise 
Detective Frank Richardson. 

Desperate for Priests 

The reporters were not only convinced of 
Reyos' innocence, they also suspected there 
was some connection between Ryan's death 
and the Catholic Church. Wyatt constructed a 
complex database of priests, scouring the U.S. 
Official Catholic Directory - an annual year- 
book of clergy that lists diocese, assignments, 
and deaths, among other things - for the five 
years leading up to and after Ryan's death. "I 
put everyone into the database," Wyatt 
recalled. The reporters were looking for pat- 
terns, and they found one. "There were clearly 
some [priests] that were killed; there were 
clearly some that were missing," he said. The 
team also scoured old wire reports, and found 
a string of priest murders stretching from 
Texas, New Mexico, through Arizona, and up 
into the Pacific Northwest. While several of 
the cases had produced viable suspects, sev- 
eral others had not - significantly, a murder in 
Yuma, Ariz., remained unsolved, Wyatt said. 
And the Yuma murder was eerily similar to the 
murder of Father Ryan: In early November 
1982, 54-year-old Father Benjamin Carrier 
was found in a Yuma motel room, face down, 
naked, his hands tied behind his back, dead 
from asphyxiation. 

There was a further coincidence. In 1993, 
Boise Police Detective Frank Richardson hap- 
pened to see a story on Reyos' case on the 
television program A Current Affair. The story 
nudged Richardson's intuition. Although he 
didn't have any hard evidence to support his 
instinct, Richardson suspected that there was a 
connection between Ryan's death and an 11- 
year-old cold case that still nagged at him. On 
Dec. 4, 1982, just three weeks after Reyos was 
arrested, a suntanned man walked into the 
Sacred Heart Catholic Church in Boise, Idaho, 
for confession. In his pocket was a folded note 
and $1,900. But as he waited his turn in the 
confessional, the man swallowed a cyanide 
capsule and died. The note in his pocket said 
only that the money he carried should be used 
for his burial, and the rest donated to the

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church. The note was signed with a pseud- 
onym, "Wm. L. Toomey," which Richardson 
said he later discovered was the name of a 
company that manufactured priest and nun 
garb. There was no doubt in Richardson's 
mind that his Boise John Doe was intimately 
connected to the Catholic Church; for that 
reason, the story of the Ryan murder aroused 
his suspicions. 

Richardson contacted Reyos' lawyers, and 
word of the Boise John Doe soon reached 
reporters Swindle and Wyatt. Additional 
clues from the Boise case solidified Swindle, 
Wyatt, and Richardson's now shared belief 
that the man was connected to the murders 
of Ryan and Carrier Specifically, Richardson 
was intrigued by the man's suntan - hard to 
come by in December in Idaho - and by the 
unique bolo tie and belt buckle that he 
wore. "We traced the belt back to one gift 
shop in Phoenix," Richardson recalled 
recently. Yet Richardson and the BPD were 
unable to find a positive ID for their John 
Doe. They ran his fingerprints through sev- 
eral databases without results. Swindle and 
Wyatt also tried and failed. "We got a cop to 
run them in certain places, and this was 
kind of off-the-books," Wyatt recalls. "He 
didn't find much." 

The absence of a match meant that the 
researchers could rule out several possibili- 
ties: John Doe was never charged with a 
crime, he never served in the military, and he 
was not a member of a licensed profession. 
That left few possibilities, and the one that 
nagged at the men was that John Doe was a 
priest. "Catholic priests move in circles and 
travel gratis and can literally pop up in plac- 
es," says Wyatt. "For example. Father Ryan 




never had a driver's license, [and] we never 
found any [other] documentary evidence." 

Indeed, exactly how Father Ryan popped 
up in West Texas isn't entirely clear. 
According to reports in the Odessa American 
at the time of his death, Ryan was bom in 
Ireland and entered the seminary there in 
1949. Reportedly he traveled with the 
Pallottine Society of priests for several years, 
before heading to Africa to do missionary 
work. He then reportedly took a furlough 
back to Ireland before he was reassigned to 
Denver City - although no official record 
appears to exist concerning how, under 
what circumstances, or even when Ryan 
came to Texas. Ffforts by the Chronicle to 
trace Ryan's movements from Ireland were 
unsuccessful, despite several communica- 
tions with church officials in Dublin. Bishop 
Leroy Matthiesen, now Bishop Fmeritus in 
Amarillo, oversaw Ryan's work in Denver 



Howard Swindle, Reporter 



Howard Swindle liked a 
good mystery. He liked alias- 
ing bad guys. In his 30-plus 
years as a journalist, he 
reported stories that 
exposed corruption and mur- 
der and put criminals behind 
bars; he directed three 
Pulitzer Prize-winning stories 
for The Dallas Morning News 
and, in his spare time, wrote 
works of both fiction and 
nonfiction. "My view was that 
he was the best investigative 
reporter in Texas in the 
Seventies and Eighties," said 
DMN president and editor 
Robert Mong. "He was a 
first-class journalist ... artis- 
tic talent and a real Texas 
character." 

Swindle was born in 
Houston in 1945, but grew 
up on a farm outside the 
rural community of Indian 
Gap. He attended the 
University of North Texas and 
served in Vietnam as a Navy 
signal intelligence communi- 
cations specialist. He began 
his journalism career at the 
Lubbock Avalanche-Journal, 
where he solved his first 




murder, retired A-J Managing 
Editor Burle Pettit told the 
Morning News last year. A 
local woman told the paper 
that her barber stepfather 
had killed her mother with a 
pair of barber shears and 
had stolen a television to 
make the murder look like a 
burglary gone wrong. Swindle 
solved the crime by matching 
the serial number of the sto- 
len set with the television in 
the stepfather's house. "I 
didn't ask how he managed 
to do that," Pettit told the 
daily. "I don't think I wanted 
to know." Police subsequent- 
ly arrested the stepfather. 



"Howard was a young 
reporter, but he had the 
attitude of an old-time 
police beat journalist," 
said Will Jarrett, the former 
editor of the now-defunct 
Dallas Times Herald, where 
Swindle worked in the mid- 
Seventies before leaving for 
the Morning News in 1979. 
"He loved chasing mysteries 
and loved chasing stories to 
find out who the bad guys 
really were." 

Swindle was diagnosed 
with cancer in 1998 but con- 
tinued working at the 
Morning News until shortly 
before his death in June 
2004. "He stayed until the 
end and was working on 
important stories through 
the end of 2003," Mong said. 
It seems there were no mys- 
teries that eluded Swindle's 
dogged reporting except for 
one, the murder of Father 
Patrick Ryan. "We'd spend 
hours talking about [the 
Reyos case]," Swindle's col- 
league Tim Wyatt says. "It 
never left his mind."

City, but is also vague about Ryan's past. 
"He came from Ireland," he said. "They sent 
missionaries to South America and then 
they came up here." When asked how it was 
that Ryan ended up in West Texas , Matthiesen 
said he couldn't remember. (Prior to 1979, 
neither the U.S. Catholic directory nor any 
other publicly available diocesan record 
makes mention of Father Ryan, who is then 
listed until his death in 1981.) 

Matthiesen's memory loss doesn't sur- 
prise Richardson or Wyatt, who say that the 
Church offered very little help to them as 
they tried, along with Swindle (who died of 
cancer last year), to get information that 
could point to the identity of the Boise John 
Doe or to help determine who killed Ryan 
and Carrier "[Swindle] came from Dallas, 
and we went to the . . . [Boise] church and 
questioned the priest," Richardson recalled. 
"All we got out of him when we confronted 
him with our suspicions was a big, old 
grin." Richardson has since retired from the 
force, and the John Doe case remains 
unsolved. "It's ironic that the cyanide kicked 
in before he could get into the confessional. 
He was about to make a huge gesture, to 
croak in the confessional," said Wyatt, who 
said the dead man had apparently miscalcu- 
lated the time he would spend waiting for 
confession. "He died without absolution." 

Nonetheless, Richardson, Wyatt, and 
Swindle all agreed on the basics of what 
they believed happened to Fathers Ryan and 
Carrier. "What I can prove and what my gut 
feeling is are different," Richardson said. 
They believe Ryan knew his attacker - 
maybe the Boise John Doe - with whom he 
had planned a rendezvous for sex. Inside 
the Sand and Sage motel room, something 
went very wrong, erupting into a violent, 
sexually charged killing. That scenario is 
also plausible to retired prosecutor Cadra 
and trial attorney Cliff, neither of whom 
believes that Ryan's death was a random 
event. Perhaps, Cliff posits, Ryan met his 
attacker through the church, possibly at 
Jemez Springs in New Mexico, the infa- 
mous, and now bankrupt. Catholic facility 
for alcoholic and pedophile priests. 

That's also what Cliff's trial partner John 
Smith, the current Fetor Co. DA, thought. 
"He had a theory that Father Ryan [was at a] 
... retreat hidden [in New Mexico] where 
they would send wayward priests, and then 
send them to small counties," Cliff said. 
Indeed, Swindle and Wyatt considered the 



same theory, and that perhaps John Doe also 
spent time at Jemez Springs. In November 
1993, Swindle wrote a letter to one of the 
Paraclete fathers, who minister to their way- 
ward brethren and who worked in Fastem 
New Mexico, asking him to look at a sketch 
of the Boise John Doe, to see if he could iden- 
tify the man, but he never got a response. 

After Ryan was killed, two young men 
came forward to say that Ryan had approached 
them in a Hobbs parking lot - the priest, they 
testified at Reyos' trial, propositioned them, 
saying that he was "looking for a young stud 
to fuck him." And had Ryan come to Denver 
City with a problem, that would also fit into 
what is known about Matthiesen, who 
researchers say "shopped" for priests at the 
facility in Jemez Springs to fill the small out- 
post parishes dotting West Texas. "One quar- 
ter of the priests in [the] Amarillo [Diocese] 
were from Jemez Springs. [Matthiesen] basi- 
cally told them that they'd take anyone," said 
Leon Podles, a Maryland-based writer whose 
book on the Catholic church sex scandals is 
slated for publication later this year "They 
were desperate for priests in Amarillo." Gretta 
Wooley, of the Amarillo chapter of the Sur- 
vivors Network of Those Abused by Priests, 
says that although much has been revealed 
about the Catholic Church's handling of 
predatory priests over the past few years, in 
Amarillo they're "still scratching the surface. 
... In Amarillo [we're still working on figuring 
out] what has happened and [on trying] to 
get them to release the names of the perpe- 
trators that they know of" 



Dead End 

After hitting a wall with Church officials, 
Wyatt said that Swindle returned to Fetor 
Co. in an effort to get access to the physi- 
cal evidence from the Ryan crime scene - 
especially the fingerprints. It was the last 
obvious avenue to see if they could con- 
nect the Boise John Doe to Ryan's death. 
"Howard said, in the interest of justice, 
would you consider letting us examine the 
evidence?" he said. Surprisingly, Odessa 
officials agreed. "We got carte blanche to 
go ahead and look," Wyatt recalls. "And 
the evidence was gone - there wasn't a 
fingerprint, there wasn't a hair, there wasn't 
shit. And that was pretty much it at that 
point; we were screwed." Indeed, in viola- 
tion of their own internal policy, in 1993 
the Odessa police destroyed all of the 
physical evidence connected to the Reyos 
case. No one seemed to care, says Wyatt. 
"I think the Odessa police said, who cares? 
[We got] a drunk Jicarilla," he said. 
"Nobody was going to listen without new 
evidence, and with that evidence gone, 
that ended it right there." 

The reporters' quest had hit a dead end, 
but they never stopped thinking about the 
Reyos case. "Fven in the years after Howard 
got cancer, we'd always bring up the fact 
that we were kind of embarrassed that we 
couldn't bring it to conclusion - that we 
couldn't prove it," Wyatt said. "We were 
good enough to figure it out, but we couldn't 
prove it. " Wyatt said that even on his death- 
bed. Swindle was thinking about the case. 
"It never left Howard's mind. That was the 
one story he never got to see the end to. He 
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was still thinking of it until his death. And it 
may never end for James Harry either" 

Project Innocence 

For those who have spent any time with 
James Harry Reyos, it seems inconceivable that 
he could be responsible for the murder of 
Father Patrick Ryan. The deed itself was horri- 
bly violent: a loud, raucous, and bloody strug- 
gle that destroyed the room where it occurred. 
Reyos is gentle, quiet, and, even more strik- 
ingly, extremely neat and organized. His small 
room in South Austin is tidy in the extreme - 
cans of tuna fish are all lined up in perfect 
stacks, with the labels all facing the same way. 
There's hardly a speck of dust, and the bed is 
always made up with tight, flattened corners. 

Fven with his history of alcoholism, his 
defenders say they find it hard to believe that 
alcohol would've so drastically altered Reyos' 
personality that he would instigate and carry 
out such a violent, angry crime. Although Reyos 
had been arrested 30 times for drinking-related 
infractions, they note, he was never once cited 
for violent behavior, nor was he ever arrested for 
a violent crime. In fact, it is Reyos' attention to 
detail, in the form of cataloged receipts from his 
journey through eastern New Mexico, that 
should 've saved him from going to prison at all. 
Now, his future depends on the mercy of the 
Texas criminal justice system - hardly an 
encouraging prospect. Although the Board of 
Pardons and Paroles has recommended, and 
the governor has granted, 10 pardons for inno- 
cence since 2000, most of those have been 
granted on the basis of DNA evidence that con- 
clusively cleared the defendant of guilt. 

Reyos' situation is not completely hopeless. 
Last month, after being contacted by the 
Chronicle, Panhandle attorney Jeff Blackburn, 
director of the Innocence Project at Texas Tech, 
agreed to take on Reyos' case. Blackburn is 
probably best known for his work to exonerate, 
and to gain pardons for, the infamous Tulia 
defendants, who were wrongfully convicted as 
the result of a scandalous 1999 Swisher County 
drug sting. "I think we can do a total turn- 
around here," he said. "This case is constitu- 
tionally reprehensible. When there's this much 
injustice, there must be a way to get it over- 
turned. It may be tortuous, but we'll do it." ■

CONSPIRARE SINGS OF DEEP HOPE 
IN THE MIDST OF GREAT SUFFERING 
BY ROBERT FAIRES 

History is full of events that testify 
to man's capacity for both great evil 
and great good, and in its closing 
concert of the current season the 
esteemed local chorus Conspirare 
reflects on this aspect of human 
behavior. Shadow and Light fea- 
tures its performance of Sir Michael 
Tippett's A Child of Our Time, a work 
for chorus, orchestra, and soloists 
inspired by Kristallnacht, the brutal 
"Night of Broken Glass" in which the 

Nazi persecution of German Jews escalated into a campaign 
of terror and, ultimately, the Holocaust. Tippett weaves into 
the score African-American spirituals that connect the work 
to oppressed peoples throughout history. In balance, the 
concert will close with the final two movements of Gustav 
Mahler's Second Sympliony, which Conspirare director Craig 
Hella Johnson calls "some of the most hopeful music ever 
written." Here he offers some thoughts on the concert's 
music and message. 

Austin Chronicle: You've pointed out tlie relationship that 
A Child of Our Time bears to the Holocaust, but is there any 
significance to you in performing it on Juneteenth? 
Craig Hella Johnson: When we first planned for this con- 
cert, there were mostly practical concerns we addressed in 
choosing a date: when the hall is available, when we could 
collaborate with the Victoria Bach Festival Orchestra, etc. 
Shortly after we decided on the 19th, it hit me that this was 
Juneteenth, and I was thrilled. It is particularly appropriate 
since Tippett includes five Afro-American spirituals in A Child 
of Our Time. "Steal Away," "Nobody Knows the Trouble I've 
Seen," "Deep River," "By and By," and "Go Down, Moses" 
are thoughtfully placed within the work to create moments 
of reflection, relief, and drama. Their inclusion strengthens 
the piece significantly and makes it clear that this is not 
only a piece about the Holocaust but also a universal state- 
ment about "man's inhumanity to man." 
AC: Your program and Ballet Austin's recent work based in 
the Holocaust both reflect on profound darkness in human 
history and yet the titles of both talk about light. How do the 
works you're performing lead us out of that shadow? 
CHJ: In A Child of Our Time, Tippett offers us his idea for 
moving out of the darkness. He wrote the text for the piece, 
and the central theme of the work is a line which comes 
near the end of the work: "I would know my shadow and 
my light; So at last I would be made whole. Then courage, 
brothers - here is no final grieving, but an abiding hope." So 
the title for this concert. Shadow and Light, comes right out 
of Tippett's words. 

The Tippett asks some big questions and even ends, for 
me, with a question. The Mahler provides something of a 
musical answer, a balancing. It expresses a bold confidence 
in the possibility of transformation and deep hope. One of 
the things powerful music of this kind can do is to remind 
us of the possibility of light and hope with a dramatic musi- 
cal vision. It is a bold statement and deeply satisfying to 
experience. It is a pairing that just feels right. ■

You just couldn't get away from the 
thunderous sound of step-dancing in the 
mid-Nineties, and it was all the fault of 
Riverdance.

Drawn to Be Funny 

AT CAMP FIG'S NEW SHOW, FORGET THE ART HISTORY AND 
JUST LAUGH AT THE ODDBALL IMAGERY Y RACHEL KOPER 



Are skateboarders just funnier than average? 

"A Clever Name for a Drawing Show" 
opened last Saturday at Camp Fig. Hopefully 
everyone knows that Michael Sieben, the 
guy who put the show together and co- 
founded Camp Fig, curates, paints, draws, 
and skateboards. Does he live in a bubble of 
Eighties nostalgia? Well, sure, but in a good 
way. He's managed to curate an exhibit that 
hints of a socially broad skater community, 
complete with a dose of strong female art- 
ists but no fake coastal rivalries. While 
Sieben didn't waste much brainpower on 
a title for the show, his artworks make up 
for this blatant disregard for nomenclature. 
One drawing by Sieben is of a little hoofed 
animal whose fur is indicated by little cloud- 
like puffs - not what you would expect on a 
deer In another piece he drew a little mon- 
ster peeking upward with a quizzical expres- 
sion. This little guy is on a $2 check from 
Arthouse, a payment from his participation 
in its show "Lounge." The phenomenon of 
framing really small checks is something 
I've previously noticed only among actors 
with tiny royalty checks, but it seems to 
apply to visual artists also. 

What I like about this show is that it's 
straight-up visual communication via pen 
to paper It doesn't try to make you rethink 
the art history of drawing. Instead it fills 
your head with funny, oddball imagery. To 
generalize, in this world the monsters and 
animals are cute and fluffy and talk to us, 
while the people are creepy and sad. Many 




of the drawings use the figure small on the 
page, with a text caption. Several of the 
artists here work as commercial illustra- 
tors and take great pleasure in devising 
sassy captions of their own. I looked up 
Mike Aho's Web site at the L.A. skate shop 
Volcom and cracked up. A simple black 
ink-wash painting of a man about to toss 
a football has a caption that reads, "Hey, 
lifetime of regret, go long." The humor in 
Aho's new work is comparable with and 
perhaps influenced by the artwork of Sam 
De La Rosa and Francesca Russo. These two 
left Austin for Brooklyn, but they continue 
to share their collectively wry wit with us. 
Russo 's technically clean graphite drawings 
are twisted as usual; her main device: Draw 
someone attractive and just add drool. 

With humorous art, there is always a risk 
of seeming childish, but it's a risk worth 
taking, as it's much better to laugh and 
laugh and occasionally appear naive than 
to wallow and stew in contrived art world 
pretensions. Comedy and tragedy are sides of 
the same coin, and the comic artist is refresh- 
ingly honest. The artists here do not ask 
the viewer to lower the head in Puritanical 
reverence to a bowl of flowers. (Well, actu- 
ally, D.H. Pendleton did contribute a still 
life of vases, but he put cute eyes on them.) 
These drawings have an emotionally flippant 
and spontaneous nature that could make 
you smile even while you're flossing. These 
artists are prolific, personable, and savvy. 
They take the cake for adding invigoratingly 
personal humor to Austin's art 
scene. Here's what Sieben has to 
say about them and the show. 

Austin Chronicle: Your artwork 
includes paintings, silhscreens, 
and graphics. What do you Uke 
about just plain oV drawing? 
Michael Sieben: I guess when 
I'm drawing I feel a little more 
freedom to experiment than I 
do with my paintings. Probably 
because I have less invested 
in them. I get nervous when I 
paint. I don't like fucking up my 
paintings. It makes me sad. 
AC: I know you make illustra- 
tions for Thrasher Magazine. Are 
they mostly pen and inks? Are 
those drawings like the ones in 
this show? 

MS: Yeah, almost everything I 
do for Thrasher at least starts 
out as pen and ink. Sometimes 
my computer lends a hand with 
the coloring. The drawings I'm 
including in this show don't 
really look much like my com-

mercial work. I think they're a little more 
delicate than what I do for the magazine. 
AC: It looks like Mike Aho will come hack to 
visit Austin. What has he been up to? How do 
you stay in touch with so many folks? Dont tell 
me My Space ... 

MS: Mike's been out in California doing 
artwork for Volcom Stone. He's also been 
making a lot of music and painting and 
skateboarding. I stay in touch with so 
many folks through the United States Postal 
Service, the telephone, e-mail, ... and, yeah, 
MySpace. MySpace is kind of like drinking 
Sparks. It's kind of embarrassing, but it's 
also kind of awesome. 
AC: What makes you stoked about this show? 
MS: I'm stoked that Volcom is sponsoring 
the show, and I'm stoked that all of the good 
people I invited to be in the show were able 
to contribute. And I'm stoked that Camp Fig 
has been open for almost three years. And 
I'm stoked that I didn't get a Mickey's hornet 
tattoo on my ankle when I was 17. ■

MUSIC OF THE MILL 

by Luis J. Rodriguez 
Rayo, 308 pp., $24.95 

Luis Rodriguez's 
insider knowledge of 
East L.A. gang life has 
produced several well- 
received books of poet- 
ry, prose, and nonfiction 
With his new novel, he 
shifts to a broader, but 
no less gritty, examina- 
tion of labor culture 
and activism within the walls of the 
Nazareth Steel Mill. Spanning 60 
years, Rodriguez delivers a sweeping 
tale anchored by the Salcido family: 
patriarch Procopio, his son Johnny, 
and Johnny's daughter Azucena. 

Split into three parts, the opening, 
"Procopio's Prelude," is a daunt- 
ing but necessary read, describing 
the mill and the work done there in 
detail, but more importantly, laying 
out the key players in Nazareth's 
soon to be contentious labor his- 
tory: the early days when young men 
with strong backs could get "hon- 
est work" for a better than decent 
wage, ticking off the days to their 
retirement 40 years later. Part II, 
"The Nazareth Suite," is when the 
book gains some loft, zeroing in on 
Johnny's unionizing efforts. The politi- 
cal fistfighting between the Nazareth 
management and especially among 
the laborers is where much of 
the book's drama lies, even when 
Rodriguez's apparently prodigious 



research on labor activism 
and social history get in the 
way. The history is crucial, 
and it's clear Rodriguez is 
passionate about including 
it. Unfortunately, it tends 
to crowd the core narrative 
instead of infusing it. 
Rodriguez's talent as a poet 
reveals itself in "Azucena's 
Finale," the last section of 
the book. In this, Rodriguez 
elegantly captures the music 
of Azucena's now adult voice, in 
what turns out to be a glissando-like 
read when compared to the earlier 
sections. Until "Azucena's Finale," 
she was only a speck on the male- 
centered telling of the story. So, 
it's particularly shocking when the 
details of her backstory are revealed. 
Rodriguez returns to his earlier 
themes of gang life in this portion of 
the book, this time offering a some- 
what cautionary look at la vida loca. 

An ambitious and valuable work. 
Music of the Mill could benefit from 
more of the lyricism Rodriguez saves 
for last. Even so, his passion for tell- 
ing his story propels readers to its 
evocative and touching conclusion.

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THE COMPLEX, NUANCED, UNMISTAKABLE TASTE OF JUNETEENTH, 139 YEARS LATER

Tourists snap photographs. Health care providers offer 
cholesterol and blood-pressure screening. Insurance com- 
panies check car-seat safety. Corporate sponsors pass out 
free goodie bags brimming with logo -emblazoned bro- 
chures, pencils, flashlights, Frisbees, visors, and discount 
coupons. Vendor booths hawk everything from smoked 
turkey legs to purses made from kente cloth. 

As I wheeled my picnic basket full of black-eyed peas, 
roasted red peppers, cornmeal, tofu, and cookbooks 
through the merchant's pavilion, past the barbecue 
stands, and into the health and fitness exhibition area 
inside Givens Recreation Center, I rechecked my motives 
to remind myself what I was doing here. At first glance, 
such a commercialized landscape didn't at all capture the 
kindred spirit of the first Juneteenth celebration I expected 
to experience in Austin. 



At the time, I was promoting my first cookbook, A Taste 
of Heritage: The New African-American Cuisine, and the way 
I saw it, African-American cooking was in jeopardy of 
being lost - like blacksmithing and other black artisan 
crafts associated with slavery and poverty. Food was an 
expected part of the Juneteenth celebration, an event orga- 
nized to celebrate, preserve, and promote African-American 
history. What better way for me to share my passion for 
African-American culture and foodways than to brag on 
the relative status of the plantation cook, and to share my 
belief in the truism "you can't know where you are going 
until you know where you've been." 

Freedom profoundly influences the choices (yes, even 
the food choices) we make every day, I told the audience, 
quoting the work of Charles A. Taylor. Taylor is one of a 
handful of scholars who expands the notion of freedom 



beyond the search for lost loved ones and economic 
opportunities to include pursuit of important family val- 
ues and kinship in his book, Juneteenth: A Celebration of 
Freedom, when he writes: 

Freedom meant far more than the right to travel freely. It 
meant the right to name one's self, and many freedmen 
gave themselves new names. County courthouses were 
overcrowded as blacks also applied for licenses to legalize 
their marriages. Emancipation allowed ex-slaves the right 
to assemble and openly worship as they saw fit. 

During the Juneteenth Expo that year, the audience 
heard motivational speeches from Debbye Turner, a CBS 
news correspondent and doctor of veterinary medicine

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who emphasized education; they attended 
self-improvement workshops; and I showed 
them ways to make a slave invention - 
African-American cuisine - fit into their 
busier, healthier lifestyles rather than dis- 
card it like spoiled milk. This was 
Emancipation Day in the new millennium. 
Newcomers to the region might find it dif- 
ficult to believe, but the traditional historic 
threads of the first Texas Emancipation Day 
celebrations were indeed woven within the 
rich tapestry of the Miss Juneteenth talent 
show, gospel concert, fine arts festival, beau- 
ty pageant, battle of the bands, and, yes, 
even in the empowerment seminars on 
health and fitness. 

Anyone who makes the effort to carefully 
consider the melange of elements and look 
beyond the fence surrounding Rosewood 
Park (the heart and soul of Austin's 
Juneteenth), past the corporate banners and 
festival fare, will recognize the familiar 
American virtues of gratitude and pride 
much in evidence when families commemo- 
rate independence on Cinco de Mayo and 
the Eourth of July, and see a vibrant, thriv- 
ing Juneteenth culture. It is difficult and 
painful through the prism of contemporary 
living, with its high tech conveniences and 
modern-day liberties, to recall and compre- 
hend what life must have been like for 
enslaved black people, but the overarching 
intent of Juneteenth requires that we try. 
Ereedom certainly didn't mark the begin- 
ning of family values for African-Americans, 
but the self-respect and dignity that came 
with the ability to manage even the most 
mundane aspects of life definitely helped 
them to flourish. 

Upon deeper consideration, the image of

day tradition: a contemporary picture of the 
spontaneous reaction of slaves who shrieked, 
prayed, and sang as Union soldiers brought 
news of their freedom to Galveston Bay, on 
June 19, 1865. 

On that day. Gen. Gordon Granger 
brought an end to the system that had 
forced them into the backbreaking labor 
that built this country's railroads and cities, 
tended its crops, cooked its meals, and nur- 
tured its children when he read General 
Order Number 3 : 

The people of Texas are informed that in 
accordance with a Proclamation from the 
Executive of the United States, all slaves 



are free. This involves an absolute equality 
of personal rights and rights of property, 
between former masters and slaves, and 
the connection heretofore existing between 
them, becomes that between employer and 
free laborer. 

The first Freedom Day was held in 1866 
as the newly freed, taking cues from the 
myriad celebration ceremonies they wit- 
nessed among the planter class, congregated 
in acknowledgement of the anniversary of 
their liberty. They arrived on farm vehicles 
and horseback and dressed in their finest 
clothes. The children played games together, 
and everyone listened attentively as preach- 



ers and orators recited special prayers and 
lectured against idleness and on the topics 
of business and education. The women 
brought favorite family dishes to share. The 
men barbecued. "Eating high on the hog" 
was not just a tradition; it was a ritual, 
according to this account, discovered by 
author and scholar William H. Wiggins Jr.: 

The dinner was free. And you got all you 
want to eat. You know how they used to 
bring those long, long tables, they had 
rows and rows of long, long tables and 
then they had waitresses. The young men 
served as waiters and the young ladies 
were grouped locally in a circle. And they 
would go down and ... they'd have these 
trays, these big, large trays, and set the 
tables. And when they got the tables set 
they would call the people to dinner. 

The reverential mood was not lost on the 
mainstream press, which seemed a bit con- 
fused by the behavior of the folks they had, 
until recently, depicted as "savages." Despite 
pre-Civil War attitudes against slaves, the 
Union, and Emancipation, the media car- 
ried constructive reports of "colored pic- 
nics" among the regular news features as 
well as advertisements for "Sunday best" 
shoes and apparel and "big red ripe" water- 
melons and this one, for Mrs. Baird's bread, 
also unearthed by Wiggins: 

For Emancipation Day Parties and 
Picnics ... [serve] MRS. BAIRD'S BREAD. 
Mrs. Baird's bread, baked in the South's 
newest, most modern bread plant, tastes 
better because it's made right by Mrs. 
Baird's special slow-baking process. It's 
just the thing for sandwiches and it goes 
mighty fine with barbecue. ... When plan- 
ning your Emancipation Day picnics and 
parties, don't forget to ask your grocer for 
Mrs. Baird's Bread. ... You'll like it better

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In 1869, the Daily Austin Republican 
described the "amazing sight" of black ex- 
slaves and ex-masters commingled in a bar- 
becue celebration: "There was not a trace of 
unkindness visible in people's faces or in 
words uttered when the splendidly equipped 
colored military company moved to martial 
music through the streets." 

□ 

From the very beginning, praying, preach- 
ing, playing, singing, storytelling, and eating 
were Juneteenth canons, but within a very 
short time, as blacks moved away from the 
city, the program lineup expanded to draw 
an assortment of interests. By 1900, the 
Austin community had split its festivities. 
"Unioners," who had served in or otherwise 
supported the Union army, celebrated June 
19 at Wheeler's Grove, while former slaves 
who saw Juneteenth as the way to honor 
their ancestors and thank the Lord for the 
victory remembered at Govalle. Apparently, 
the ex-slaves didn't believe the "young 
folks" born after slavery appreciated 
Emancipation Day as much as they did. 

Divisions of this sort persisted into the 
20th century and probably gave way to the 
proprietary wrangling over venues and rele- 
vant activities that dog celebrations to this 
day. In 1904, feeling disillusioned and aban- 
doned by institutions like the Freedmen's 
Bureau, which were set up to support and 
protect them, Juneteenth devotees took 
charge of the fight to establish official cere- 
monial grounds for June 19 activities. 



Evidence collected by Karen Riles at the 
Austin History Center reveals the pioneer- 
ing spirit of the Emancipation Organization 
of Travis County, led by Thomas J. White, 
which purchased five acres of land on 
Rosewood Avenue, and named the location 
Emancipation Park. A year later, the celebra- 
tion scene enlarged with the addition of a 
3-acre site near Walnut and East 12th. 

William Kerley, a retired postal worked 
raised in Hutto, who was a member of the 
Emancipation Celebration Association, 
recalled the grand-scale festivities and some 
of the early food traditions that epitomized 
Juneteenth celebrations in Emancipation 
Park at the turn of the century. 

"We used to really look forward to that 
day," Kerley told an Austin American- 
Statesman reporter in 1975. "We used to dig 
a big hole in the ground, put wood in it and 
cover it with iron pipes and wire. That was 
our barbecue pit. The whole town used to 
come out to the park, including plenty of 
whites. ... In fact, many of the white mer- 
chants furnished food and money for the 
picnic." 

And why not? An unexpected outcome of 
the merriment among Austin's black popu- 
lation was the impact on its white-owned 
business community. According to newspa- 
per reports, manufacturing in city plants 
came to a screeching halt and local busi- 
nesses closed the doors for the day because 
"the Negro laborers were all celebrating 
forcing whites to take the day off too."

Rozena Hoard, a 99-year-old woman 
whose life story was captured by the Federal 
Writers' Project, also recalled the camarade- 
rie and homecoming spirit of the early days 
with "folks arriving by wagon with tubs of 
food served on makeshift tables [planks of 
lumber] spread with red tablecloths. 
Everyone shared." 

Virgie Collins Garrett, a retired guidance 
counselor and teacher whose family cele- 
brated Juneteenth at their homestead in 
Littie, Texas, then trekked by the carload to 
Austin to attend the ceremonies in Rosewood 
Park, has vivid memories of the pre-civil 
rights years. 

"My family believed in celebrating every 
year," says Garrett, a descendant of the 
Collins clan, one of the noted black families 
featured in an exhibit at George Washington 



Carver Museum. "Friends with large fami- 
lies came out and ate with us. My mother 
and her friends would cook all morning. " 

Despite such deeply rooted tradition, the 
rigors of sharecropping, Jim Crow segrega- 
tion, lynching, social and civil unfairness by 
angry white Americans eventually took its 
toll on the annual freedom celebration. In 
the post-World War II years, a confluence of 
events began to push Juneteenth into the 
background. The trend started with the vio- 
lent murders of Fmmett Till and four little 
girls in a Birmingham, Ala., church, and 
gained momentum as students and nonvio- 
lent protesters campaigned for the right to 
eat in restaurants, ride on city buses, and 
vote in elections. It culminated in the 
notion, described by Ada Simond, a news-

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paper columnist with a long history of 
involvement in black heritage projects in 
Travis County, that integration meant it was 
"bad to speak about slavery" Austin fami- 
lies adjusted their priorities, joined the 
Direct Action campaign against segrega- 
tion, and forgot about Juneteenth. 

J. Mason Brewer, chair of the Division of 
Language and Literature at Huston- 
Tillotson, longed for the "huge fish fries 
where the old folks were fed first. " He cap- 
tured the disheartened outlook in an eight- 
stanza poem (captured in part here) titled 
"No More Juneteenth Like It Used to Be": 

Ain't no more "Juneteenth" 
Like it used to be; 
When Abe Lincoln writ a letter 
Settin all the black folks free. 
Ain't no more big picnics, 
By the riverside, 

Where we sung 'Swing Low Sweet Chariot' 
'Til we all broke down an' cried. 

A few celebrants managed to hold small- 
scale events throughout the civil rights era, 
despite headlines that loudly proclaimed 
"Juneteenth Is Dead." Eventually, those 
years between the sit-ins of the movement 
and the Voting Rights Act spawned a com- 
manding race pride that reinvigorated 
Juneteenth festivities. By 1975, the same 



sally beloved as the icon of cool summer 
refreshment but disdained among the 
black community's upwardly mobile as a 
remnant of minstrel-era stereotypes, was 
among the casualties. 

Then, along came State Rep. Al Edwards. 
In 1979, during his first year at the 
Capitol, he scratched and clawed to pass 
House Bill 1016: legislation that estab- 
lished June 19 as a legal state holiday. 
According to his Web site, he also formed 
Juneteenth USA, a nonprofit organization 
he hoped would grow Texas into a state 
that "embraces all." The group focused its 
efforts on exposing youth to the June 19 
story and supported the development of 
Juneteenth organizations throughout 
Texas, the nation, and abroad by its 
endorsement of annual celebration events 
for the community at large. 

Observances exploded. In addition to the 
preaching, praying, and praising that charac- 
terized original celebrations, neighborhood 
commemorative activities mushroomed to 
include baseball, basketball, tennis, golf and 
card tournaments, political receptions, chil- 
dren's programs, seminars, free concerts, 
fireworks, and parades. Chittlins went back 
on the menu, along with barbecue beef, 
sausage, black beans, com bread, "soul" 
burgers, red soda water; watermelon even 
surfaced on the list of iconic African-

authorities that had eulogized Juneteenth

In the minds of 
Austin's older generation, Juneteenth was 
more than tradition, it was requisite - like 
asking who cooked the greens or made the 
potato salad before you ate any of it. 

A few short years later, however, in part 
because of improving social conditions 
and a rising middle class, a new paradigm 
of black consciousness emerged among 
the younger, more educated folks who 
wore Ralph Ellison's Invisible Man like a 
badge of honor It was perhaps inevitable 
that post-civil rights children, eager to 
shed the underclass images that dogged 
their parents and grandparents, would 
lose their appetites for elements that they 
believed no longer represented them. 
Watermelon, a Juneteenth staple univer- 



American food traditions. Spectators were 
struck by the large assortment of "good 
food." An area teenager told interviewers 
that Juneteenth was "a good chance to come 
out and eat some barbecue."

Since that time, despite a highly tran- 
sient population and urban sprawl, 
Juneteenth in Austin has been known as a 
weeklong pursuit with multiple organizers. 
Event planners say this year's celebrations 
will keep an eye on tradition, but will 
appeal to a broad, multicultural audience 
as they attempt to stay relevant. 

The activities at historic Rosewood Park, 
for instance, will be guided by the theme 
"Embrace the 21st Century - Celebrate 14 
Decades of Freedom" and will include a 
kickoff dance and auction at Doris Miller 
auditorium; the Rosewood parade, featur- 
ing government officials, area churches, 
clubs, families, businesses, and marching 
bands; and a community program featur- 
ing a commemorative ceremony to honor 
the late Donald Spence, gospel singing. 



praise dancing, contemporary singing, cre- 
ative movement, arts and crafts, vendors, 
information booths, a carnival with rides, 
and live musical entertainment. Gospel 
Eest Explosion, featuring praise dancers, 
solo artists. Christian drill teams, and a 
gospel concert culminates the celebration 
on June 19 at the AISD Delco Center. 

The Carver Branch Museum and Cultural 
Center will augment its core Juneteenth 
exhibit, which highlights the people, activi- 
ties, and traditions associated with local 
celebrations, along with several days of 
activities. Among other capital city 
Juneteenth activities are the Congress 
Avenue Parade, the Oxygen Ereedom Run 
and Walk, the third annual Tyrone Johnson 
Basketball Showcase, and the second annu- 
al Alvin Patterson Battle of the Bands and 
Dmmline Competition. 

By the time the gates at Nelson Eield 
swing open, and dusk and a cooling breeze 
finally settle over the sweltering crowd 
gathered in the Northeast Austin grand- 
stands for the battle of the bands competi- 
tion, there will be a crescendo of delicious 
memories of remembrance, reverence, and 
revelry as locals and visitors alike reflect on 
what it means to be free. 

To embrace the reminders of slavery and 
poverty - including the gastronomic ves- 
tiges like red soda water, watermelon, cat- 
fish, barbecue, and the sweet treats of 
childhood - can be hard, but to do so is to 
honor the suffering and affirm the contri- 
butions made by generations of freed 
African-Americans. When nurse practitio- 
ners explain ways to be in good health, 
Juneteenth attendees will understand what 
it is like to no longer be subjected to 
inspections of one's body or home; the job 
fair will make them appreciate the opportu- 
nity and the decision to get an education; 
and merchants hawking African garb will 
help partakers value the right to choose 
how they dress. And, with any luck, the 
families who share a homemade picnic in 
the park will recall the artistic spirit and 
selfless determination of generations of 
African-American cooks who were finally 
able to decide how they would prepare 
vegetables and set the time and manner in 
which the family ate its suppers; they can 
cheer the restaurateurs who for so long 
were denied the opportunity to serve. 

"We all ought to rejoice in the positive 
celebration of what this holiday repre- 
sents," says Wilhelmina Delco, a dedicated 
leader, committed community activist, and 
former Juneteenth speaker "But every time 
we celebrate Juneteenth it is a reminder 
that there are still obstacles to our full par- 
ticipation in the American dream." ■

"Cinematography, in general, refers to the visuals of the 
piece," PJ. Raval explains. "I say piece, because it could be film, 
it could be video, it could be Pixelvision, but cinematography is 
the visual expression of whatever idea in whatever form." 

He should know: The Austin-based director of photography 
on Kyle Henry's highly anticipated, Sundance-premiered Room 
has been busy of late, traveling with Henry to Cannes, shooting 
Steve Collins' coming-of-age comedy Gretchen, and, at this par- 
ticular moment, attending the Sundance Filmmaker's Lab, which, 
for cinematographers, is an invitation-only workshop that pairs 
directors and DPs with editors and crew in a fully immersive cre- 
ative environment. 

Sundance moments aside, Raval's work behind the camera 
has already netted him the kind of resume most beginning film- 
makers would kill for, including a Charles B. Lang Jr. Heritage 
Award from the American Society of Cinematographers this past 
February, and a SXSW Competition Award for Collins' "Gretchen 
and the Night Danger," the short-form springboard for the cur- 
rently cutting Gretchen. And, oh yeah, in his spare time he's 
been lecturing at UT, and he's just been picked to shoot Bryan 
Poyser and Jacob Vaughn's upcoming The Cassidy Kids. 

Beyond the obvious questions - when does he rest? could 
he be some sort of cinematic superbeing? - Raval, who apart 
form his DP duties also directs his 
Jg» own films, has refreshingly con- 

^ M0 Crete ideas about what, exactly, a

adding that one aspect too often

ive of the director. 
"The director has a lot of decisions to make and they have 
many options open to them, and part of your job is to help find 
the right way to visually express that idea. You can disagree with 
something - that's fine - but, at the same time, you have to 
always understand that you need to be supporting the director. 
You might have a whole other idea that's completely different 
from what the director wants and so you need to figure out what 
that director's seeing and see it with them. And see it better 
for them." 

In film, as in all artistic disciplines, influence is often a tan- 
gible thing, and Raval counts Jane Campion DP Dion Beebe and 
Wong Kar Wai's frequent collaborator Christopher Doyle as chief 
among them. 

"When I watch the films of Wong Kar Wai that [Doyle] shot," 
Raval says, "it's just amazing. He'll go from handheld, very color- 
ful, very grainy, wide-angle lens, like in Fallen Angels, and then 
he'll do something like In the Mood for Love or even something 
like Hero, which is completely different. I think there's a ten- 
dency sometimes for everyone to think that cinematographers 
do one look specifically, and I love the fact that he can go from 
wide angle to long lens and from extreme wide space, handheld, 
to compressed, smaller spaces." 

Ultimately, though, it's all down to Raval's well-honed philoso- 
phy of cinematography. "Good cinematography is something 
that enhances the story, the directing, the acting, the produc- 
tion design," he says. "It doesn't overtake it. In a way it should 
be invisible. People should walk away and say, 'Wow, that was 
a really awesome scene,' or 'That was a really awesome film.' 
They shouldn't be saying, 'Those shots were really cool.'"

PING PONG 

Panorama (Japanese import),

The sports movie genre is 
one sorely lacking in innova- 
tive filmmaking, well-developed 
characters, standout acting 
performances, and artistry in 
general. Sure, everybody loves 
Hoosiers and the original Longest 
Yard, but while acknowledging the

and comic classics Caddyshack 
and Slap Shot, the field is over- 
run with such dreck as last 
year's Mr. 3000 and the current 
Adam Sandier-led remake of The 
Longest Yard. So, is it possible 
that one of the greatest (if not 
the greatest) sports-related films 
of all time is not only from Japan, 
but also about pingpong? Director 
Fumihiko Sori's 2002-birthed Ping 
Pong is a cleverly crafted buddy 
film focusing on childhood friends 
and polar opposites Peco (Yosuke 
Kubozuka of Go and Laundry) 
and Smile. Peco is a brash young 
hipster not interested in practice 
or protocol, only in winning and 
being the best. His comrade 
Smile has earned his nickname 
by never cracking one. Studious 
and serious. Smile is gifted with 
unlimited talent but lacks the 
desire, killer instinct, and love of 
the sport of Peco. This aggravates 
his less-talented peers to no end. 
Sori allows the story to move at 
a pace that gives the audience 
enough time to really get to know 
the characters, and the special 
effects are on par with such 
American films as The Matrix, 
but he avoids abusing them for 
simple oohs and aahs. The ping- 
pong action is nothing less than 



thrilling (don't laugh: it really is 
impressive), and even novices will 
appreciate this cinematic treat. 
If there's not some room on your 
DVD shelf for Ping Pong, you must 
make some posthaste, or forever 
be doomed to repeated viewings 
of For Love of the Game.

when most of us see younger versions of 
ourselves in pictures or home movies, it's in 
the privacy of our own home in the company 
of friends and loved ones. For Shelby Knox, 
some of those images will be seen across the 
nation, in prime time, when The Education of 
Shelby Knox (directed by Rose Rosenblatt and 
Marion Lipschutz) launches the 18th season 
of the POV documentary series on PBS. If that 
weren't enough, Knox's education is about one 
of the most controversial issues 
in U.S. culture today: discussing 
sex in the public schools and 
attitudes toward sex in general. 

Bom and raised in Lubbock 
and reared as a Southern Baptist, 
Knox soon found that abstinence- 
only sex education was the rule 
in the Lubbock Public School 
System. However, at the time of 
the filming (when Knox was 15), 
Lubbock had one of the high- 
est teen pregnancy and STD rates in the state. 
Apparently, the abstinence-only message was 
not working. So, Knox, as a member of the 
Lubbock Youth Commission, began to advocate 
for a comprehensive sex education program. It is 
in this campaign that the real education begins. 

Filmed over a period of three years, viewers 
see a young woman's formation as a commu-

nity activist. It's also a fascinating study of a 
young person having her personal world-view 
challenged, reshaped, and finally redefined 
and accepted - but not without shedding a few 
tears along the way. 

Now an 18-year-old junior at the University 
of Texas at Austin, Knox has no regrets about 
seeing the more vulnerable 15-year-old version 
of herself. 

"I spend a lot of time crying in the film," 
said Knox in a recent phone inter- 
view from her home in Lubbock, 
"being upset about what people 
thought of me. Not everyone is 
going to like me, but you need 
to deal with that if you want to 
make change. Now, I realize that 
if people are not upset [with me] , 
I'm not doing something right." 

If taking on the Lubbock School 
administration were not challeng- 
ing enough, things get even tough- 
er when Knox decides to stand behind a group 
of gay students who have decided to sue the 
Lubbock School Board. When an anti-gay group 
claiming Christian values stages a protest against 
the gay students (their picket signs read "God 
Hates Fags") Knox participates in a counter- 
demonstration, an important public gesture that 
brings The Education of Shelby Knox full circle. 



"I think God wants you to question," she 
says in the film, "to do more than just blindly 
be a follower, because he can't use blind fol- 
lowers. He can use people like me who realize 
there's more in the world that can be done." 

The Education of Shelby Knox airs Tuesday, 
June 21, on KLRU. Check listings for addi- 
tional airdates. 

Other POV films this summer include: 

June 28: Big Enough (D: Jan Krawitz): 
Producer-director Krawitz picks up where her 
Fmmy-nominated film Little People left off. 
Twenty years earlier, the subjects of her first 
film were children and young adults, learning 
to live as dwarfs in a world that is definitely 
not designed for them. A clear-eyed view of 
growing up as a little person in spite of the big 
obstacles makes Big Enough a standout. 

July 5: Street Fight (D: Marshall Curry): And 
you thought Texas politics were dirty. Curry's 
film follows the 2002 mayoral race in Newark, 
NJ., where Sharpe James, Newark's mayor for 
16 years, finds himself challenged by a charis- 
matic, newly elected councilman Cory Booker 
Newark's poorest neighborhood, the Central 
Ward, becomes the arena where the campaign 
unfolds in front of the camera, but it's the 
offscreen infighting, underhanded maneuvers, 
and shameless truth-polishing that provides a 




lesson in fighting - against astonishing odds 
- to do the right thing. 

July 13: The Fire Next Time (D: Patrice 
O'Neill): Free speech, economic development, 
environmental activism, and anti-government 
sentiments come together in Kalispell, Mont., 
an idyllic place where tensions between old 
Kalispell and newcomers have reached a dan- 
gerous, and potentially deadly, breaking point.

Even before the 2002 hit movie Drumline, marching 
bands were a huge part of the black college experi- 
ence at schools like Prairie View A&M, Southern, and 
Grambling; afterward, Destiny's Child (RIP) and 50 
Cent took that funky staccato sound to No. 1 on "Lose 
My Breath" and "In Da Club." To increase local interest 
and participation in this burgeoning African-American 
art, Austin's Eastside Story Foundation is hosting a 
Battle of the Bands this Friday and Saturday at Nelson 
Field, next to Reagan High School at 290 East and 
Berkman. All-star bands of high-schoolers from Houston, 
Dallas/Fort Worth, Beaumont, Louisiana, and Memphis 
will compete for both full-band and drumline honors, 
and march in two parades: up Congress Avenue at 2pm 
Friday, and the Juneteenth parade through the Eastside 
that starts 10am Saturday at MLK and Comal. Although 
a band of Austin ISD students is entered, event coordi- 
nator Derricic Norris says the district's adherence to 
the UIL model, marching-band arrangements of classi- 
cal works and pop-rock hits practiced by schools like 
UT, is costing local youth educational opportunities. "A 
lot of kids are losing out on scholarships to black col- 
leges because they're not prepared to play that style of 
music," he says. Norris calls this weekend's activities, 
which brought 14,000 people to Nelson last year and is 
expected to sell out again, a "first step," and notes that 
the district is exploring hiring a band director to teach 
"SWAC-style" marching (named for the athletic confer- 
ence of Grambling and Prairie View) at Reagan. "They're 
at the tables talking, so that's a good sign," he says. 
Tickets are still available ($25) at Mitchie's Fine Black 
Art and Gift Gallery, Pizza Hut, and the Eastside Story 
Foundation's offices at 2209 Rosewood Ave. 

Wax Museum 

Austin's Damnations recently wrapped their first col- 
lection of new songs since 2002's Where It Lands at 
Bruce Robison's Premium Recording studio. Robison 
produced the album, which drummer Conrad Choucroun 
calls "organic, but not conspicuously so," and empha- 
sized the sisterly harmonies of vocalists Amy Boone 
and Deborah Kelly. "Bruce worked really well with 
the girls, and with everybody," says Choucroun, who 
also plays in Robison and wife Kelly Willis' band. 
The Damnations plan to shop the disc around, adds 
Choucroun: "I just hope it comes out soon." So do 
Moonlight Towers, who lack only distribution and/or

Besides vintage sound 

equipment, publicity stills, and ticket stubs, there's a complete 
mock-up of the ACL set, complete with the Frost Bank Tower in 
the faux skyline (the KLRU backdrop has yet to be updated). The 
behind-the-scenes documentary offers revealing commentary on 
both the show and the ACL Festival - which just added Lone Star 
legend Roky Erickson for his first official concert appearance in 
20 years - as do Scott Newton's annotations to his resplendent 
photographs. Newton's recounting of Ray Charles' encounter 
with a Mexican free-tail bat in his dressing room is hilarious, while 
George Strait's 1982 ACL debut "marked his graduation from the 
clubs and honky-tonks to the concert stage." 
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For this weekend's anniversary festivities, the Hole 
in the Wall is updating its Wall of Fame, the collection 
of caricatures that line the 31-year-old Guadalupe bar's 
interior, for the first time since 1990. Joining the ranks 
of regulars and reprobates captured in eraser-proof 
pencil are current booker Paul Minor and bar- 
tender Waldo, former owner and Swishbuckler 
Jeff Smith, Two Hoots & a Holler frontman 
Ricky Broussard, ex Sincola guitarist Greg 
Wilson (the "Wendal Stivers" of Spoon's first 
album Telephono), and several others including 
TCB himself. (Words fail me.) The induction 
is 7pm Saturday, before music from Troy 
Campbell, Walter Tragert, and Beaver 
Nelson, and a Free for All reunion of 
sorts Sunday with Minor's Superego All- 
Stars, the Small Stars, and Conrads. 

Countryman, the Willie Nelson z 

reggae album that's spawned almost ^ 
as many prospective release dates ^ 
as cheap pot jokes, has cleared its 
last bit of red tape and will be out 
Aug. 2 on Lost Highway records. 
Appropriately for an album begun 
nearly a decade ago, it includes a 
cover of Jimmy Cliff's "Sitting 
in Limbo," plus songs co- 
written with pals Ray Price 
and Hank Cochran, and 
a duet with Maytals main 
man Toots Hibbert. In fur- 
ther Willie news, Andy Klier of Things That Go Pop and 
some friends, including members of Halley, will perform 
Nelson's 1975 homicidal-preacher horse opera Red 
Headed Stranger 7pm this Friday and next at Cafe Mundi. 

The Texas Music Office has just released its 2005 
Texas Music Industry Directory, your guide to anything and 
everything musical in the Lone Star State: recording stu- 
dios, management companies, instrument manufacturers, 
media outlets, and the rest of Texas' 8,000 music-related 
businesses. "Texas artists represent the rich diversity 




and culture of our state," writes music-loving Gov. Rick 
Perry in the greeting. Unless, obviously, those artists 
happen to be gay.

HONKY-TONKER JASON ALLEN CATCHES FIRE 



Jason Allen is standing in Gmene Hall. 
Not long ago, he walked into New Braunfels' 
historic (and surprisingly small) honky-tonk 
and got so nervous he could barely take the 
stage. After all, this is hallowed ground for 
country and roots musicians the world over: 
Selling out Gruene Hall is a rite of passage 
on par with packing the Fillmore in San 
Francisco or Blue Note in New York City. 
Most of Allen's heroes and predecessors, 
from Willie Nelson to Pat Green and Kevin 
Fowler, have graced this room of low ceil- 
ings and long tables. 

Then Allen topped the Texas Music chart 
with 2002 breakout single "Lucky Arms" 
and the more recent "Your Heart Turned 
Left (& I Was on the Right)," and his play- 
ful, energetic, self-deprecating stage show 
helped him become one of the hottest 
performers on the Lone Star C&W circuit 
and beyond. One of his Gruene shows last 
year was even taped for a Tonight Show seg- 
ment starring Freddy Got Fingered spaz Tom 
Green. These days, when Allen steps onto 
the hall's hardwood stage, a stone's throw 
from the Guadalupe River and not much 
farther from his home nearby, the butterflies 
are there for an entirely different reason. 

"Now 1 get nervous if I don't bring peo- 
ple," admits Allen. "A lot of people shoot 
for way bigger things. They'll shoot for a 
million-seller But seeing where I was when 
I first started in this area, nobody knowing 
who I was, being able to pack out Gruene 
Hall right now is just amazing." 

Allen sits at the head of a pack of cow- 
boy-hatted roustabouts - Deryl Dodd, Jason 
Boland, Jamie Richards, Randy Rogers, Allie 
Danielle - who have turned the native 
revival started by Green, Fowler, and Cory 



Morrow about a decade ago into a com- 
mercially vibrant industry. Thanks to new 
media like XM Satellite Radio, Allen is dis- 
covering fans and frontiers far beyond the 
Sabine River; next month, in the space of a 
week, he'll play both Banita Creek Hall in 
Nacogdoches, Texas' oldest city, and the Mr 
Banjo's Country Music Festival in Barcelona, 
Spain. No matter how many orders for his 
albums Something I Dreamed and Wouldn't 
It Be Nice pour in from Washington state, 
Florida, and France, however, Texas will 
always be paramount in his mind. 

"I'd love for Texas to just go crazy," says 
Allen, "because my family's from Texas, my 
ancestors were all from Texas. I'd like to be 
able to say I made it first in Texas and then 
go from there. The rest of America, the rest 
of the world, if they don't catch on, at least 
I can say I made it in Texas." 

For all intents and purposes, he has. Allen 
draws as many people to urban honky-tonks 
like Blanco's in Houston and Hill's Cafe in 
Austin as he does to rural dance halls in 
Coupland and Port Aransas. "Lucky Arms" 
and "Your Heart Turned Left" pop up on 
KVFT as often as Toby Keith or Brooks & 
Dunn. Furthering his Lone Star bona fides, 
Allen's late mother was a fifth cousin of 
Western swing godfather Bob Wills, and 
some of his earliest memories are of her ser- 
enading him with Wills' songs ("That's all 
she would ever sing"). His record label, the 
Houston-based D Records, helped launch 
the careers of Willie Nelson, George Jones, 
and George Strait before folding in the 
early Fighties. When Wes Daily, grandson 
of founder H.W "Pappy" Daily, revived the 
label a few years ago, Allen was the first 
person he signed. 



JASON ALLEN 

Wouldn't It Be Nice (D Records) 

Forget that the title of Jason Allen's new 
album is a Beach Boys song. The East 
Texas native was "born in a John boat with 
a cane pole in his hand/' and has been 
burning up the honky-tonks and dance halls 
across Texas ever since. Allen learned 
his lessons well, judging fronn sophomore 
effort Wouldn't It Be Nice, matching vin- 
tage originals with boot-scooting classics 
from Jim Lauderdale ("Everything but 
the Words"), Clay Blaker ("Make Up Your 
Mind"), and perennially overlooked Harlan 
Howard ("Your Heart Turned Left (& I Was 
on the Right)"). Allen's own composi- 
tions two-step between chart-climbers 
like "Must Have Been Meant to Be" and 
the Marty Robbins-style Western balladry 
found on "Devil's Destiny." Allen does 
more than simply tip his cowboy hat to 
traditional country - he puts in the right 
players, calling out to guitarists Randy 
Corner and Redd Volkaert on the irresist- 
ible "Chicken Pluckin'." Like all good coun- 
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try boys, Allen writes and sings about his 
childhood ("John Boat Blues") as well as 
where his heart leads him ("My Favorite 
Song"). That might not be the hippest 
territory out there, but he isn't looking 
to blaze new trails. Jason Allen's happy 
enough making sure the old ones are still 
wide open and well-traveled.

Allen was born in 1976 in the indus- 
tro-chemical Houston suburb of Pasadena, 
where the gargantuan nightclub Gilley's 
sparked the Urban Cowboy craze a few years 
later But by the time John Travolta mounted 
that mechanical bull, Allen's family was 
long gone. His bricklayer father, who joins 
Allen for a medley of spirituals on Wouldn't 
It Be Nice, took various jobs in the East 
Texas lakeside town of Onalaska, where 
Allen acquired the lifelong passion for fish- 
ing he sings about on "John Boat Blues"; 
Virginia, where they lived for a year and a 
half; and Albuquerque, N.M., where Allen 
listened to Hank Williams Sr over and over 
in the family's motel room and "thought it 
was the coolest sound in the world." 

By his teens, when he decided that play- 
ing music was all he wanted to do, Allen's 
family had settled near Conroe, on the for- 
ested northern fringe of the Houston area. 
His guitar had been his constant companion 
for a number of years ("I'd fall asleep with 
it in my bed"), and Allen was used to tag- 
ging along with his folks when they went 
honky-tonking, busking for a few spare 
dollars here and there. As much as he loved 
Hank Williams and Bob Wills, Allen had 
fallen just as hard for early rock & roll: the 
hiccupy drawl of early Elvis, Little Richard's 
jive-cat hoodoo, the otherworldly voices 
of Roy Orbison, the Everly Brothers, and 
Platters, not to mention the magical myster- 
ies of the Beatles. Allen's parents backed 
him wholeheartedly. 

"They told me, 'If you want to do this, 
we'll put 100 percent of our time into trying 
to make you what you want to be.' 

"And I did, man. I wanted to be Elvis right 
there." 

Allen's dad hooked him up with an old 
high school buddy of his, A.V Middlestadt, 
who helped Southeast Texas singers Mark 
Chesnutt and Clay Walker on their paths to 
stardom. Middlestadt kept Allen in his stu- 
dio for hours, cutting demos and woodshed- 
ding vocals. Schooling him on guitar was 
local go-to guy Randy Cornor, who trades 
licks with Austin stalwart Redd Volkaert on 
Wouldn't It Be Nice's "Chicken Pluckin'." At 
19, Allen moved to Nashville, bunking with 
his buddy Rocky Wimberley, learning the 
ins and outs of Music City. 



"I remember waking up about 9am, walk- 
ing downstairs and looking around, and 
Rocky's like, 'Hey, how's it going? Let's 
write a song,'" recalls Allen. "I'd be like, 
'OK,' and he'd fix a red drink and hand it to 
me. I was like, 'You've got to be kidding me. 
I've never drank this early' Just every morn- 
ing, that's what we did. It was natural." 

Natural, maybe, but not so productive. 

"That right there taught me the best les- 
son in the world - that I can't drink and 
write at the same time," he continues. "If I 
drink more than one beer and try to write 
songs, I get lazy. I'm like, 'Let's go party. I 
want to go float the river'" 

Allen sits at the head of 
a pack of cowboy-hatted 
roustabouts - Deryl 
Dodd, Jason Boland, 
Jamie Richards, Randy 
Rogers, Allle Danielle. 

While in Nashville, Allen says he "signed 
more deals than I could shake a stick at," 
but he managed to escape without any 
permanent damage. Much wiser, he came 
back to Houston, where he met his wife and 
current road manager. Holly, spent another 
six months in Nashville, and wound up 
back home in time for "Lucky Arms" to 
jump-start his career Now, when he's not 
fishing, floating, playing golf, producing his 
friends Texas Renegade, or going to church 
with Holly, he's thinking about recording a 
live album or maybe making a gospel album 
with his dad. There was a spell lately when 
he felt like he was foundering a bit, but 
breaking in a new band has given him a 
second wind. 

"I'll have one really good night, and it 
changes everything," says Allen, who's fond 
of making up songs onstage (and good at it). 
"I might get a new song idea, and it totally 
refreshes me. It's like drinking a glass of 
water after you haven't had any in a week. 
One little idea, man, sets me on fire." ■

WHERE MUSIC STILL MATTERS 
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ERIC JOHNSON 

Bloom (Favored Nations) 

Perhaps Eric Johnson needs to record 
an entire album of sentimental love songs, 
like Bloom's "Sunnaround You" and "From 
My Heart." It might just open up the veteran 
Austin guitarist's subsequent albums for 
other sounds, thus getting the, "Where's 
the next Ah Via Musicom?" monkeys off his 
slender back. Johnson's 1990 platinum and 
Grammy-winning breakthrough is now 15 
years old, and with the renown ace having 
recently passed the half-century mark, it's 
only natural for his focus to change over time. 
Then again, Johnson doesn't make things any 
easier with his timeless quest for perfection, 
which bogged down AVM's follow-up, 1996's 
multifaceted, but ultimately diffuse and 
overproduced Venus Isle. Don't let the nine- 
year hiatus between Venus Isle and Bloom 
be misleading, however. Johnson's strung 
gold has chimed four times in that span: 
digitizing the Electromagnets' 1975 fusion 
powerhouse debut; the subsequently stinging, 
sometimes corny (and originally unreleased) 
Seventies solo debut Seven Worlds; studio 
vault sampler Souvenirs; and Alien Love 
Child's blues power trio Live and Beyond 
from 2000. Where does Bloom land? As 
with Venus Isle, the vocals are highly treated, 
the vocoder working overtime here. Luckily, 
smokin' instrumentals ("Summer Jam," "12 
to 12 Vibe," "Bloom") and crystalline acous- 
tic numbers ("Tribute to Jerry Reed," "Ciel") 




also work overtime. Playing other cards in his 
hand, Johnson's poignant lyrics elevate "Sad 
Legacy," "Magnetized" is an instrumental jazz- 
funk nod to the Electromagnetics, and Wes 
Montgomery comes alive in the cocktail jazz 
of "Hesitant." Too bad Johnson didn't stop 
there. Dylan's "My Back Pages" suffers from 
too much studio think (solo vox and acous- 
tic would be more fitting), and the length of 
the overly long romantic tunes somehow got 
switched with the too-short instrumentals. 
That love song album is sounding better 
already, but then maybe Johnson's already 
segmented his talents. Fans pining for the 
silken, saturated stringwork of 1986's Tones 
or follow-up AVM are better sated by Alien 
Love Child, as Bloom follows in the footsteps 
of Venus Isle. With more spontaneity and less 
gravitas. Bloom is better.

THIS MICROWAVE WORLD 

Red States (Tight Spot) 

It's all about the bass isn't it? It is for This 
Microwave World, Austin's premier post-apoca- 
lyptic dance quintet. Maybe not all about the 
bass. Brandon Loe's low end might not be half 
as fierce without Sean O'Neal's powerful vocals. 
Red States is TMW's first full-length, although 
its fourth release, a collection of ideas, revela- 
tions, and riots belted out by O'Neal and driven 
by Kevin Bybee's always-immediate drumming. 
Opening with the vintage "December Was a 
Sham," O'Neal instills anxiety and impulse that 
continues throughout, with pixie keyboardist Erin 
Mikulenka's 
backing 
vocals mock- 
ing response. 
Shouting back 
to the Eighties 
with zeal, the 
Rapturesque 
"You Are a 
Riot," Britt 
Daniel-backed 
"The Party 

Line," and organ-driven "She's Insecure" all 
stand on their own as summer dance party 
hits. But next to the darkness of "The Year of 
Living Enviously," "A Model Life," and closer 
"The Hours," the ass-shakers seem almost 
trite: crowd-pleasers vs. boundary-pushers. This 
Microwave World is combustible, both on album 
and on stage, and while they have a lot of fun 
with the upbeat numbers, the drug-addled edge 
of romance shines a lot brighter. That combus- 
tion is what makes a great band ... and often- 
times breaks it, too.

TAMMANY HALL MACHINE 

The greatest risk in channeling the classic 
pop sounds of the Sixties and Seventies is 
winding up with nothing more than tuneful deri- 
vation. The Tammany Hall Machine expresses 
earnest reverence with just enough distinc- 
tion to avoid falling into that trap. Augmenting 
solid pop songcraft with strategic dashes of 
psychedelia and twang, the local quartet's taut 
11-song debut sounds familiar in a unique way. 
THM has a discerning ear for arrangements, 
having the sense to pile on or pull back at all 
the appropriate junctures. Opener "Intro" tricks 
you into thinking this is an idyllic, Wilco-leaning 
road trip, then "Apple Moon" pops its happy way 
toward a confluence of the Move and Cheap 
Trick.

Floyd, a chubby fellow with the voice of Janis 
Joplin, schooled the rosy-faced if sparse 
audience as his fourpiece dropped thick, 
warm riffs and he got low for guttural roots 
by Memphis Minnie, Roky Erickson, and 
old-school punk. Lifting songs from Black 
Kali Ma, Floyd's last band, the Buddha boys 
bled through a set that was both Germs and 
Muddy Waters. Japan, apparently, is irrigated 



with LSD as Green Milk From the Planet 
Orange took the stage next and bugged out 
with pregnant prog rock. The baby-faced trio 
sounded like the Boredoms cracked out on 
Mogwai at 78 rpm, playing 20-minute hail 
storms from their recent disc. City Calls 
Revolution. Jumping into the crowd screaming, 
laughing maniacally, and taking a page from 
Gibby Haynes' megaphone manual, GMFTPO's 
yelps and hardcore thrusts demonstrated 
that Gary Floyd's punk ethos remains alive 
and well. Another hardcore with a debt to 
the Dicks, the Butthole Surfers' King Coffey, 
materialized next with his new band Rubble, 
a fivepiece earthquake shaking down Texas 
psych into a black hole of guitars. Coffey's 
masterful thumps aside. Rubble sounded like 
Acid Mothers Temple on Robitussin - sonic 
gas without discernible form. The singer 
screamed the short set into a dead mic 
before the band ground to a silent halt at the 
stroke of 2am. A holy Sabbath, where punk 
history rubbed elbows with rock's future.

Anyone who's followed Michelle Shocked over 
the years knows she can be just a little, let's say, 
unpredictable. So it should come as no surprise 
that the native Texan decided to release three 
very different albums on the same day - avail- 
able separately, or together as Threesome. While 
each has a concept of sorts, they're tied togeth- 
er by Shocked's elemental love for all brands of 
American roots music and a particularly turbu- 
lent period of her life that included a divorce. 
Don't Ask Don't Tell is the Michelle Shocked 
that originally attracted an audience; in fact, she 
refers to the LP as "Short Sharp Shocked all 
grown up." Containing some of her best work. 
Don't Ask is an intriguing listen that darts from 
rock, blues, and folk to punk and border-flavored 
songs with a seductive charm that counters the 
caustic subject matter - the nasty breakup of a 
marriage. Got No Strings, meanwhile, reimagines 
songs associated with the films of Walt Disney 
as Western swing. It works in part because of 
the smart ensemble play of producer/guitarist 
Nick Forster, of Hot Rize and ETown fame, lap 
steel master Greg Leisz, Gabe Witcher on fiddle, 
and David Jackson on bass. Shocked crooning 
"Wish Upon a Star" and getting frisky on "To Be 
a Cat" reveals a new side of her artistry. Five 
Latin-tinged tunes followed by five Texas blues 
shuffles, Mexican Standoff is the least success- 



ful of the trilogy. The Latin sides seem affected, 
even with the production assistance of Los 
Lobos' Steve Berlin and the appearance of Joel

Sporting endorsements 
from Aceyalone and Del tha Funkee Homosapien, The Growth elevates Tee Double's artistry 
beyond the mundane sameness seemingly expected from such an accessible staple of the 
local rap scene.

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Russian ''astrologist" Marina Bai has filed a lawsuit in the Presnensky district court in 
Moscow against the U.S. government's NASA, claiming that her business will be ruined if 
the agency is allowed, as planned, to crash a rocket into the Tempel 1 comet on July 4 to 
see what can be learned from the experience. Bai said the collision will ''interfere with 
the natural life of the universe," which will in turn harm her ''system of spiritual values," 
and she seeks 8.7 billion rubles (about $311 million, which is the reported cost of the 
entire mission). 



LEAD STORY 

In an era of tight education budgets, one 
category of Texas school spending seems 
unrestrained, according to a May Houston 
Chronicle story: high school football stadi- 
ums. More than 20 new or planned facili- 
ties ("gridiron cathedrals") resemble those 
of professional teams, with luxury suites, 
plush locker rooms and weight rooms, 
or even climate-controlled indoor prac- 
tice facilities. The $20 million stadium in 
Denton, Texas, which includes a $900,000, 
three-story scoreboard with instant replay, 
is barely better than the state-of-the-art 
fields in Waco, Southlake, and Mesquite, 
but may not hold up to the $27 million 
facility in Round Rock. Critics bemoan the 
terribly misplaced priorities, but defenders 
say the stadiums may eventually pay for 
themselves and that construction bonds are 
more accessible than the tax money neces- 
sary to raise teacher salaries. 

THE LITIGIOUS SOCIETY 

• Rhonda Nichols, 40, filed a lawsuit in April 
against a Lowe's Home Center in Alton, 111., 
seeking a minimum of $50,000 for injuries 
she says she suffered when a bird about the 
size of a pigeon flew against the back of her 
head while she was shopping in the store's 
outdoor gardening department. According to 
the lawsuit, the bird caused injuries to her 
head, brain, neck, muscles, bones, nerves, 
discs, and ligaments, and led to the loss of 
neurological functions and cognitive skills. 
Said a Lowe's assistant manager, "It's an 
outside garden area. What are we supposed 
to do?" 

• The courts of Madison County, 111. (near 
St. Louis), have a reputation in the legal 
community as friendly to plaintiffs who sue 
companies, and thus attorneys are eager to 
find lawsuits to file there. (Rhonda Nichols' 
lawsuit against Lowe's, above, is an exam- 
ple.) In 2002, lawyer Emert Wyss conceived 
a Madison County lawsuit on behalf of a cli- 
ent against a mortgage company for collect- 
ing what he thought were bogus fees on real 
estate transactions. Wyss' litigation stimulus 
(he received a referral fee and was part of 
the lawsuit) proved too clever: The litiga- 
tion team strategically added a local title 
company as co-defendant, only to discover 
that the title company is owned by Emert 
Wyss. Thus, in a rush to litigate in Madison 
County, Wyss had actually sparked a lawsuit 
against himself. (He eventually withdrew 
from the team.) 



GREAT ART! 

• In May, backhoe contractor and part-time 
sculptor Ricky Pearce created a 17-foot-high, 
40-ton concrete figure of the legs of a reclining 
woman in a grassy lot between two churches 
in a quiet neighborhood in Henderson, N.C. 
The legs, bent at the knees, noticeably parted, 
and accompanied by landscaped foliage "stra- 
tegically placed" (according to a report from 
WNCN-TV in Raleigh), are supposedly in trib- 
ute to Marilyn Monroe. Asked one neighbor, 
"Why do they [sic] just show the legs?" 

• The project "Sleeping With the Enemy," 
at the Jack the Pelican Presents gallery in 
Brooklyn, N.Y., involves two gay Israeli artists 
(Gil and Moti) who have recently dated dozens 
of local Arab men and who announced in May 



that they are ready to select one of them to 
seduce, with the idea that their tryst take place 
at the gallery as a statement on defusing Arab- 
Israeli hostilities. 

• In May, at the annual spring auction at 
Christie's in New York City, Massachusetts 
artist Tom Eriedman managed to sell a piece 
consisting of an ink squiggle on a 12-by- 
1 8-inch piece of white paper (described in 
the Christie's catalog as "starting an old 
dry pen on a piece of paper"). It was sold 
for $26,400, according to a Washington Post 
report. Eriedman was less successful in offer- 
ing a 2-foot white cube that contained, on 
one surface, a tiny speck of his own feces, for 
which he expected an opening bid of $45,000, 
but got no takers. 



RECURRING THEMES 

Computer repairman Dennis Avner of 
Guatay, Calif., is perhaps the world's most 
extreme variation of a "furrie" (a person who 
adopts the persona of an animal). Avner has 
tiger-stripe tattoos covering most of his body, 
dental implants sharpened to points to resem- 
ble tiger teeth, and metal-stud implants around 
his mouth to hold his long, plastic whiskers. 
He has had ear and lip surgery to make his 
head more catlike and wears special contact 
lenses to make his eyes appear as ovals. He 
told the San Diego Union Tribune in May that 
Guatay folks are mostly tolerant of him but 
that he nonetheless has decided to relocate to 
Washington state.

2) And in April, an arbitrator ruled 
that Painesville, Ohio, poUce officer Stuart 
Underwood could not be fired merely for 
having sex while on duty because he was on 
his break at the time and kept his radio on to 
listen for emergency calls. 

UPDATE 

"News of the Weird" reported in 2000 and 
2003 on the proposal for a space "elevator," 
which its champions believe will be a way to 
place missiles into orbit at about 5% of current 
cost. The elevator would be a 60,000-mile- 
high flexible shaft, tethered to Earth, made 
of super-strong "carbon nanotubes," allowing 
objects to be raised and lowered within it. 
Supporters believe development is progress- 
ing, even though the longest nanotube so far 
produced is about 5 feet long. In May 2005, 
Bremerton, Wash., entrepreneur Michael 
Laine announced he would open, as LiftPort 
Nanotech, a nine-person factory to make 
nanotubes in Millville, N.J., and pronounced 
the project on target on a 13-year timetable.

The Lone Star Coffee Bar sits on the southern edge of Johnson 
City like a lone sentinel at the gate of the Hill Country. For those of 
US hooked on a double-lattes-in-a-short-cup-with-no-foam fix, the little 
espresso bar is either an opportunity for a snack on the road to 
Fredericksburg and beyond, or a pick-me-up on the way home. Either 
way, it's a caffeine oasis among the peach stands. 

The Lone Star isn't your cookie-cutter, chain coffee shop. To be 
a good coffee bar, a place has to have a living-room feel to it. The 
menu doesn't have to be extensive, but it does have to have the 
basic food groups of caffeine, bread, and a touch of fruit flavoring. 
Above all, a coffee shop has to make good coffee. 

Dora Brown, the owner and chief barista, has created a 
space that is comfortable and stocked with all sorts of earthly 
delights. Windows flood the small, indoor dining area with light 
that welcomes guests to slow down over a cup of coffee, a muf- 
fin, and a conversation. 

It doesn't take long to figure out the advantage of being a coffee 
bar next door to the Johnson City Visitor Center. "We get a lot of 
people out and about taking a tour of the Hill Country," Brown says. 
But a lot of the locals are becoming regular customers, too. 

One of Brown's biggest fans is Italian-born artist Benini, who has 
opened the Benini Foundation and Sculpture Ranch outside of town. 
"By far, the best cup of espresso this side of Austin," he says. "It 
has become a gathering place after lunch for members of the art 
community and friends." 

Besides coffee drinks and teas. Brown also serves smoothies, 
ice cream, and an assortment of baked goods. The brownies with 
extra chocolate chips, the biscotti, and the iced sugar cookies 
come from the Daily Bread Bakery in Dripping Springs. The pies 
are made by McCall Creek Farms. "All of the baked goods come 
from local bakeries," she says. "Everything is made from scratch 
and delivered fresh." 

Brown retired to Johnson City a couple of years ago after working 
for 10 years as a high school teacher and 17 years as a lawyer in 
the Dallas area. She even has three romance novels to her credit. 
"I was watching too much bad daytime TV," she jokes. Then the 
coffee Shop that she frequented came up for sale last February. 
Undeterred by her lack of retail experience, she says working at the 
Shop is a pleasant way to spend the day, "and it keeps me out of 
the pool hall."

Graffiti on bathroom stalls writ wisdom or stupidity on their walls. Colloquialisms and pop-cul- 
ture jargon mix chaotically with silly love notes and hearts inked with first names. A name and 
phone number for a good time evoke mysterious intimacy with paradoxical anonymity. Who are 
these people? Why would someone scribe "Henry Kissinger is a War Criminal" in a bathroom? 
Perhaps adjacent to those words on the dirty board is the offensive yet clever "Life's a dick. 

When it gets hard, fuck it." Both these phrases are fodder for original scripts in a 
B chick and a dude productions' audacious StallGraffiti ATX. Austin has ample wall 

II space in its ubiquitous relieving rooms in multiple music venues where the most 

II ■ I colorful language tends to appear. It is decidedly witty and appropriate then that 

B ^ a chick and a dude explores avenues of creativity inspired by the many voices

m ^^^33 Water bottles act as bladders with performers squeezing the liquid into the 
toilets on stage in sighs of relief. Between transitions, actors energetically 
push walls and plumbing resting on wheels. The backdrop is splattered with 
grimy gray-dark colors and scrawlings; the floor looks sticky and dank. Reminiscing on the ugly 
aesthetic of a public toilet, Melissa Livingston and Andrea Skola go plunging into an appropri- 
ately gross set design. 

Sharon Sparlin's opening scene with an obsessively long title has actors in lab coats spin- 
ning dialogue like a fast bullet as they discuss the scientific phenomenology of toilet bowl 
water movement. Robert Fisher's script reveals a slacker convenience store clerk's weed- 
influenced philosophical ponderings on the tactless "All y'all bitches got AIDS, dumb bitches." 
Dan Dietz's writing made Donald Rumsfeld into a rock star wannabe in punk rock uniform and 
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mohawk and President Bush a narcissistic woman proclaiming "hope is for little girls," not a 
national agenda. In Matt Hislope's "Metowksi vs. Muhn," we see an absurdist match between 
glittered masked men in underwear and offstage hear tap dancing noises and voices syncing 
with the action. Jason Tremblay's "Welcome to the Great Whatever" has actors Kelsey Kling 
and Brock England in a play of sexual power, tension, and release while under the guise of 
identities unlike their natural born selves. 

Presenting 11 playwrights' works in one night challenges the audience to switch gears every 
time actors perform a different script. Although we are probably used to the swift changes in 
media through channel surfing or fast edits, stage performances need some time to linger and 
process. I only mention this because a good number of the scripts are eloquent, dense, thought- 
fully written, and splendidly performed, and some are worth seeing again for their incisiveness. 
Under the holistic direction of Andrea Skola, we experience a night of bathroom profundity and 
bizarre inanity, not unlike the graffitied walls themselves. - Heather Barfield Cole

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Holes Before Bedtime 

The Vortex, through June 18 
Running Time: 1 hr, 30 min 

They say you can't make a silk purse out of a sow's ear. 
Never mind that this assertion has been, through arcane and 
contrarian taxidermy, repeatedly proved false; ponder, instead, 
the possibility of constructing a silk purse from the diseased and 
painfully distended genitalia of a sow. Then, after the pleasure of 
such pondering has sufficiently abated, imagine 
that the construction is not only of a silk purse 
but of an entire fall line of silk purses, shoulder 
bags, backpacks, and other such accessories that 
would be most effectively marketed to the inhab- 
itants of some Hieronymus Bosch nightmare. 

Dan Basila's Holes Before Bedtime ("a 
matricidal sodomic cancer riddle"), as present- 
ed by Rubber Repertory, is an unsettling work 
of art; but it is a work of art, as opposed to 
a mere vulgar spectacle, and that's the really 
weird thing about it. How can a play be a worthwhile, even 
pleasurable experience if it's trafficking mainly in 1) vigorously 
choreographed incest, 2) other, slightly less invasive forms of 
child abuse, and 3) violent murder and disfigurement? 

First, because of the staging - and "vigorously choreo- 
graphed" is a big clue. The direction provided by Matt Hislope 
and Josh Meyer is nothing short of impressive. With a mini- 
mal set, few props, and costumes consisting of exaggerated 
and compromised versions of what might be the players' own 
underwear, Hislope and Meyer's five actors provide dance 
numbers and song-and-dance numbers that trip the spectrum 
from sub-Ed Wood to just-sub-Busby Berkeley all over the 




Vortex's modest stage. These interstitial and intranarrative 
events are accompanied by live music (composed by Henna 
Chou and Josh Meyer), expertly rendered (on cello, banjo, toy 
xylophone, etc.) by Chou herself. 

Second, because of the actors. This dark sort of farce works 
best when the characters are grotesques, as they're classi- 
cally known, in appearance as well as in spirit. So it serves the 
twisted story's purpose that not only are Anthony Megie, Cole 
Wimpee, Susie Williams, Kristine Olson, and Frank Benge more 
than adequate at portraying such outlandish personalities, but 
that the latter two have a flopping abundance of adipose tissue 
with which to threaten an audience's aesthetics. (Especially, 
yes, as everyone's quite topless by story's end.) Also, the 
entire cast can at least get by while singing, and Olson - of 
professional opera background - does things with her voice 
that can, as necessary, set you near heaven's own jukebox or 
send you cowering under the inferno's least inhospitable rock. 

But third and foremost, it's the script. Holes Before 
Bedtime is no mere cartoon-colored cacophony of pedophilia 
and scatology with a slight social-critique veneer a la South 
Park. Dan Basila's writing - due to its verbal ingenuity and 
its infusions of pathos, and the ways in which the depicted 
sexual aberrations and horrifying connections mirror the 
emotional equivalents in families much less dysfunctional 
- evokes a strange feeling of sympathy, of uneasy familiar- 
ity, even while your intellect marvels at his wordplay and the 
fiendish symmetry of his construction. 

All the above is meant to suggest that you'll be witnessing a 
darkly comic work of complexity, perversion, and give-the-audi- 
ence-a-s/iow intent. As if someone were offering you a silk purse 
and you knew but didn't mind that it had been cobbled from the 
ear (or worse) of a sow, take the suggestion and, even with res- 
ervations, make your reservation. - Wayne Alan Brenner

Cynthia Camlin's new work takes her deeper into the explorations of perception and cultural 
paradigms. The works take on a philosophical emanation in their contemplative depictions 
of nature's changes, showing multifaceted crystalline formations on panels and three-dimen- 
sional cubes. The properties of a monad - modularity, flexibility, and isolation - are especially 
significant to Camlin's three-dimensional cubes. The crystalline forms on any 
given surface of a cube can mingle with similar yet separate crystalline forms 
on the other cubes. In isolation, the indivisible unit becomes the ultimate barer 
of self-containment, independent and unique with no beginning and no end, 
having the power of representation while reflecting the incorporeal activity of all 
other cubes. 

Camlin's earlier works depicted deer and elk engaged in combat while in complic- 
ity with the viewer. Her work since 1999 has turned outward to the conflict between 
man and nature, as well as inward in their impact. Utilizing the unique properties 
of an absorbent ground she developed over the years, each composition is built 
through the incremental layering of tiny geometric forms. By adding multiple layers 
of transparent color, Camlin achieves a luminous palette in each painting. A structural anthropolo- 
gist concerned with the relationship between nature and culture, Camlin is dactylic, immediate, and 
always challenging in the complexity of issues she entertains in her work.

D: Christopher Nolan; with Christian Bale, Michael Caine, Liam Neeson, 
Katie Holmes, Gary Oldman, Cillian Murphy, Tom Wilkinson, Rutger 
Hauer, Morgan Freeman, Ken Watanabe. (PG-13, 140 min.) 
... And it's about time. Christopher Nolan's vision of Bob 
Kane's seminal hero returns the character to the stripped- 
down 1939 proto-noir of Detective Comics No. 39, flaying 
away all but the name and the cowl from the previous big- 
budget outings by Tim Burton and Joel Schumacher. This is 
as close to the Depression-era Bat Man as films have yet 
ventured, and although Nolan's Gotham isn't sporting fliv- 
vers and tommy guns - to judge by the art direction, the film 
takes place in the sort of retro-futuristic metropolis reserved 
especially for Good, Evil, and assorted Minions - Batnnan 
Begins has the denuded color palette of a chiaro-sclerotic 

nightmare. This Gotham is diseased, afflicted 
with pathogens ranging from the minor cor- 
ruption of officialdom to a major influx of 
villainy in the form of Cillian Murphy's horrific 
Scarecrow, who by day is Arkham Asylum's 
twitchy and entirely unreliable director. Dr. 
Jonathan Crane. Nolan's film is the first to 
delve deeply into privileged young Bruce 
Wayne's radical, deeply Freudian transforma- 
tion into Batman. As an origin story it suc- 
ceeds admirably, showing us not only the mur- 
der of adolescent Wayne's parents at the hands of a jittery 
street thug (as they exit a performance of Die Fiedermaus, 
no less), but the reason for his fear and eventual mastery 
of those flying mice, and then a tidy, violent, extended 
sequence that reveals how he got to be such a badass in 
the first place. (He spent some quality time with Darkman.) 
Bale is here the fourth Hollywood Batman, after Michael 
Keaton, Val Kilmer, and George Clooney, and his performance. 





like the whole of the film, is subdued like a muzzled Alsatian 
eyeing you from the shadows. There's none of Schumacher's 
flashy, annoying quippery, and very little of Burton's playful, 
Gothic patina. This Bruce Wayne/Batman is, for better or worse, 
at home in this particularly benighted Gotham: He's sick, too, if 
only in the head. Bale has always been something of a cipher, 
and whether lopping off body parts in American Psycho or going 
without sleep in Ttie Machinist, the actor carries with him a 
quality of unreality that serves him well as Batman. Surrounded 
by a phalanx of some of the finest actors working today - Caine 
as trusty Wayne Manor manservant Alfred is particularly fine, 
as is Freeman's Lucius Fox, the source for all of Batman's 
splendidly utilitarian weaponry - Bale submerges himself in 
the role and comes up with something between The Shadow 
and Patrick Bateman on Prozac. It works. Batnnan Begins is 
thick with plot, but Nolan's crisp, economical direction keeps 
things from getting bogged down in explanatory set-ups 
(there's no mistaking, however, that this is the opening salvo 
in a brand-new Hollywood franchise). It's great fun, and a ter- 
rific relief, to see this iconic crime fighter back on solid the- 



matic ground, and David Goyer's watertight script is a marvel 
of the screenwriting craft. It moves with surprising speed 
(the film is more than two hours long) on slick tracks of eco- 
nomic dialogue punctuated by sudden outbursts of violence. 
Half the time Batman stalks his criminal quarry unseen, or 
as a barely glimpsed, utterly ominous shadow; there are 
echoes of Fritz Lang's Dr. IVIabuse series, not to mention 
IVIetropolis, and the cinematography by Nolan regular Wally 
Pfister is noir and then some. I'd be remiss not to mention 
Murphy's deliciously creepy turn as Dr. Crane/Scarecrow: As 
far as unhinged medicos go, he rivals Jeffrey Combs' Herbert 
West in the always-entertaining Gibbering Looney category. 
Batnnan Begins' only notable stumble is perhaps unavoid- 
able: At times it feels almost too busy with plotting. There's 
so much going on, and so much to take in, that it leaves you 
winded. But that's origin stories for you. No one ever said 
setting up a savior would be simple. - IVIarc Savlov

DOT THE I

We're told in the course of this film 
that a kiss "dots the i" in the word love. 
Well, that's not true in English, which is 
the language spoken in the London-set 
movie. Neither is it true in Spanish, which 
is the native language spoken by the film's 
lead Carmen (Verbeke). Nor is it true in 
Portuguese, which is the language that's 
native to the film's male lead. Kit (Bernal). 
It's not a big deal and I don't want to bela- 
bor the point, it's just that this example 
strikes me as typical of the labyrinthine 
dot the /: so in love with its own inventions 
and convolutions that it ignores all plausi- 
bility and audience acceptance. To share 
the details of the plot twists here would 
certainly ruin any chance of enjoying the 
experience of watching it. However, most 
of the twists don't occur until the second 
half, at which point they accumulate with 
a mad vengeance. Until then, dot the I is a 
perfectly interesting little love story, even 
though the character name Carmen (she's 
a dancer too) is a good tip-off of tragedy to 
come. A Spaniard with a vaguely referred- 
to past who now lives in London, Carmen 
has agreed to marry her wealthy boyfriend, 
Barnaby (D'Arcy). But at a hen party at a 
restaurant with her girlfriends, she kisses 



Kit (don't ask) and what should have last- 
ed mere seconds goes on and on and on. 
Now she's having doubts about her upcom- 
ing nuptials, and she and Kit meet on the 
sly, but still he fails in his attempt to pull 
a Graduate at her wedding. From this point 
on, the love triangle has more sides than 
it knows what to do with. Parkhill films it 
all with a rock & roll panache: lots of flash 
edits, temporal jumps, and jittery camera- 
work. Yet it just adds to the film's overall 
sense of contrivance. The actors are all 
good, although not much rapport is con- 
veyed, despite one hot sex scene. Made in 
2003, dot the I is Bernal's first English-lan- 
guage film, and would probably have gone 
straight to video by now if Bernal's star 
weren't on such an upswing. Fame, it can 
be a bitch. - Marjorie Baumgarten

HOWLS MOVING CASTLE 

D: Hayao Miyazal<i; with the voices of Christian 
Bale, Emily Mortimer, Jean Simmons, Billy Crystal, 
Lauren Baca II, Blythe Banner. (PG, 119 min.) 

The films of legendary Japanese ani- 
mator Hayao Miyazaki have often paired 
adult themes with the sort of whimsical 
lightness that Walt Disney, once upon a 
time, so effortlessly conjured, and this 
newest, the third-highest grossing film in 
Japanese history, is no exception. From 
Princess IVIononolie's bounding ecological 
storyline to Spirited Away's story of greed 
and redemption, Miyazaki constructs the 
most adult children's films around, and 
ones that are firmly rooted in a heady sort 



of Japanese mysticism that echoes and 
multiplies the films' pleasantly intoxicat- 
ing surrealism. (For my money, 1988's My 
Neighbor Totoro remains his most profound 
work, a giddy, sometimes somber examina- 
tion of childhood fears and magic that has 
propeled and informed all of the animator's 
films since.) Howl's Moving Castle is the 
story of Sophie (Mortimer), a teenager with 
body issues who lives in what looks like 
turn-of-the-century Bavaria. One day she's 
transformed into a 90-year-old woman by 
the Witch of the Waste (Bacall), which in 
an American film would be viewed as the 
gravest of curses but here acts as an 
emotionally and psychologically liberating 
experience. Nevertheless, the unfamiliar 
aches and pains of the aged send her out 
into the mountains in search of a cure and 
there she meets the young wizard Howl 
(Bale) and his titular castle. Powered by the 
friendly fire-demon Calcifer (Crystal), the 
peripatetic manse is the true protagonist 
of the film, and it's a doozy. Jouncing along 
on spindly, metallic chicken legs like some 
modern-day incarnation of Baba Yaga's 
hut, this perambulating homestead is an 
interdimensional marvel, existing in mul- 
tiple planes at once and allowing Howl to 
evade conscription into a war that's broken 
out between two rival cities. It needs to be 
said that much of the plot of Howl's Moving 
Castle lacks the forthright clarity of, say. 
Princess Mononoke (even that was a stretch 
for stateside viewers weaned on the emi- 
nently predictable plotting of most American 
animated films), and here it sometimes 



feels as if the story, adapted from Diana 
Wynne Jones' novel, is merely a contriv- 
ance from which to dangle an increasingly 
wondrous series of images. That would 
be deadly in most animated films, but 
Miyazaki 's visuals are so expressive and 
so organically warm that it's barely a con- 
sideration here. Only at the film's rushed 
afterthought of a finale does the vaporous 
storyline really annoy. Miyazaki's anti-war 
theme is handled with appropriately kidlike 
gloves, although by the film's end there's a 
real sense of jeopardy at work. The voice 
acting, from new Batman Bale to the almost 
unrecognizable Bacall, is fine - even Crystal 
reigns in his usual Borscht Belt bravado - if 
a little plain. It's not Miyazaki's best work, 
but it is leagues beyond any traditional 2-D 
animation out of 3-D-mad Hollywood lately, 
and more beguiling than anything Disney's 
done in ages. (A subtitled print is screening 
at the Arbor.)

LADIES IN LAVENDER 

D: Charles Dance; with Maggie Smith, Judi 
Dench, Daniel BrUhl, Natascha McElhone, Miriam 
Margolyes, David Warner. (PG-13, 104 min.) 

Any film in which grande dames Maggie 
Smith and Judi Dench share the screen is 
one worth seeing, if only to marvel at their 
deft skills in the art of acting. So, it's a 
shame that Ladies in Lavender isn't a more 
worthy vehicle in which to showcase their 
talents, which - while not entirely wasted 
- lie fallow for the most part here. Set on 
the English Cornish coast in 1936, the 
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film's central characters are two spinsterish 
sisters, Ursula (Dench) and Janet (Smith), 
who live an uneventful existence in a rustic 
cottage high above the rocky seashore. 
Their cloistered world is disrupted one 
morning, however, by the appearance of a 
young Polish man's barely breathing body 
on the beach, following a tumultuous storm 
the night before. In the process of nursing 
him back to health, the sisters become 
attached to the boyishly handsome Andrea 
(Bruhl) to the point of possessiveness, 
both fearing that he might leave their lives 
as quickly and mysteriously as he entered 
them. For Janet, the emotional attachment 
is plainly maternal, while the attraction is 
something more for the never-married (and 
possibly virginal) Ursula. At the outset. 
Dance's screenplay, which is based on a 
short story by William J. Locke, attempts to 
instill an element of mystery with respect 
to whether Andrea's presence in the small 
seaside village prior to the outbreak of 
World War II is mere happenstance or sin- 
isterly motivated. These suspicions grow 
stronger when he begins to fraternize with 
a beautiful painter on holiday, whose con- 
versations with him in German rather than 
his fledgling English cause more than a few 
stiff upper lips to quiver. (As the visiting 
landscapist, McElhone hasn't much to do, 
but her resemblance at times to a younger 
Meryl Streep is striking.) But while the film 
never sufficiently explains in detail how and 
why Andrea washed ashore, the only real 
suspense in the film is whether the increas- 
ingly obsessed Ursula will make sexual 
advances to a man at least a third her age. 
Indeed, the most affecting scene in the 
film occurs when Ursula breaks down upon 
being told that Andrea has left for London 
without saying goodbye. In an instant, 
your perception of her character as a fool- 
ish woman deluded by amorous fantasies 
changes to one of a lonely woman who has 
desperately yearned for love her entire life. 
It's too bad there aren't more moments like 
this in Ladies in Lavender. Dench and Smith 
surely deserve them. - Steve Davis

MAD HOT BALLROOM 

D: Marilyn Agreb. (PG, 110 min.) 

In the New York City public school sys- 
tem, fifth-graders are required to take 
a 10-week course in ballroom dancing 
that concludes with a citywide competi- 
tion. While learning to foxtrot, tango, and 
rumba, the kids also get some rudimentary 
experiences in facing the opposite sex 
and developing social skills and physical 
graces. Filmmaker Agrelo and writer Amy 
Sewell observe the process and pres- 
ent their discoveries in this documentary 
Mac/ Hot Ballroom. Unfortunately, there is 
more observation than discovery in their 
movie. The kids are delightful, although the 
students are most revealing when inter- 
viewed outside the classroom. They are 
10- and 11-year-olds, most of whom are 
uncomfortable with or uninterested in the 
opposite sex and are physically awkward 
with their suddenly developing bodies. 
Three diverse NYC classes were selected 
by the filmmakers to track: one class in 
trendy downtown and culturally hip Tribeca; 
one uptown with a largely Dominican stu- 
dent body in Washington Heights; and one 
in Bensonhurst, Brooklyn, with a student 
population that is half Asian. However, the 
material presented by Agrelo and Sewell is

such a jumble that by the time we listen to 
the kids' comments outside the classroom 
it becomes impossible to differentiate 
among them and remember who belongs 
to which classroom and their level of ability 
and poise on the dance floor. The hours of 
instruction all jumble together in an endless 
conga line of repetitive scenes and mount- 
ing anticipation of the looming competition 
- and although the kids are cute, it's true 
that a little can go a long way. What the 
filmmakers put onscreen is mostly super- 
ficial stuff: the cuteness, the tension of 
competition, the self-confidence that grows 
in relation to the learning and command of 
new skills. As is, this is Arthur Murray for 
tots. Topics that might have helped the film 
could be anything from a focus on how the 
cultural backgrounds of the kids affect their 
success in the program or how the program 
reinforces the sexual stereotypes of proper 
behavior for little ladies and gentlemen. And 
gaydar topic alert: Does anyone notice that 
some of the instructors are gay? Of even 
greater interest would be some investiga- 
tion into how the ballroom dancing program 
compares with other cultural enrichment 
programs in the city. Does one have better 
numbers than another in terms of keeping 
kids out of gangs and trouble? Is ballroom 
dancing a better socializer than orchestra or 
co-ed karate lessons? Is the nerve-racking 
attention given to the competition healthy 
for these young egos? Maybe the film and 
its viewers would be better served by an 
argument for the value of cultural enrich- 
ment and after-school programs in general, 
rather than ballroom dancing specifically. In 
contrast to its great title. Mad Hot Ballroom 
is anything but: Let's just say I was not 
spellbound. - Marjorie Baumgarten

MR. & MRS. SMITH 

D: Doug Liman; with Brad Pitt 
Angelina Jolie, Adam Brody, Kerry 
Washington. (PG-13, 120 min.) 

Whenever Mr. & Mrs. Smith's 
plotting starts to plod, or another 
clunking line of dialogue is let 
drop, director Doug Liman (Tiie 
Bourne Identity) has a way of wag- 
ging his two leads at the audi- 
ence, much like one would a rattle 
at a fussy baby. Liman, all crafty- 
like, knows another close-up of 
Brad's six-pack or Angelina's 
inflate-a-pout will go a long way in 
maintaining viewer good will 
toward his uneven, ineffective 
mash-up of sex comedy and artil- 
lery-heavy action. And he's right. 
The first half of Mr. & Mrs. Smith 
glides by purely on the pleasure of 
Pitt and Jolie's company (and, yes, 
the pleasure the actors obviously 
take in each other's company, 
too). But that pleasure, that good 
will, can't help but leak away in 
the face of dogged mediocrity. The 
premise, at least, is a corker: A 
couple on the brink of divorce dis- 
covers that they are rival assas- 
sins. There are two potentially 
lucrative storylines there - domes- 
tically, the Smiths have their mari- 
tal malaise, and professionally ... 
well, it's never a good day at the 
office when you're contracted to 
kill your spouse. But screenwriter 
Simon Kinberg (XXX: State of the 
Union) doesn't satisfactorily 
explore either idea, instead hitting 
the same punchline ad nauseam. 
Part of the problem is the script's 
constant seesaw between sincerity 
and glibness. First it tries to 
inspire sympathy for the frayed 
marriage, for a couple that seems 
not vengeful but rather frustrated, 
defeated, disillusioned. And then, 
in a quite violent about-face, we're 
meant to find it humorous when 
they turn homicidal on each other 
(it's not unheard of - Danny 
DeVito's The War of the Roses 
managed the trick quite nicely). 
Even if it weren't for the uneven 
tone, there's still very little humor 
to be had in zzzzz-ing zingers like 
"your aim's as bad as your cook- 
ing, sweetheart." As for the hired- 
killer angle, there's a thin trace of 
a plot involving Adam Brody as a 
spy in federal custody, but it's all 
just silly maneuverings to get Pitt 
and Jolie in place for one big 
honking shootout after another. 
Somewhere in there, they cease 
playing characters; they are but 



quip-makers, the pause button in 
a series of frenzied shoot-'em-ups. 
When Mr. & Mrs. Smith works - 
which it does only in fits and 
starts - it's entirely because of 
Jolie and Pitt's charisma. Sure, her 
man-eating m.o. isn't as novel as 
it used to be, but it still bests the 
grass-fed cheerleaders and waifs 
that are our movie stars today. 
Likewise, it's hard not to fall hook, 
line, and sinker for Pitt's loosey- 
goosey charm. Was I suckered? 
Sure. But the biggest suckers may 
be Pitt and Jolie, who are reduced 
to set dressing in their own star 
ve h i c I e . - Kim beriey Jones

If you love Hilary Duff - her

His planned exit runs into opposition from 
all corners, including top dog Eddie Temple (a perfect- 
ly sinister Gambon); add to this a cache of ecstasy 
pills stolen by bottom-feeding wannabe gangster 
Duke (Foreman) from a bloodthirsty Serbian assassin, 
plus the requisite femme fatale (Sienna Miller), and 
you've got all the makings of a ludicrously entertain- 
ing debut that echoes Ritchie's own bullet-riddled and 
laddish outings without ever actually stooping to their 
juvie-sur real level.

original so appealing. Sandler takes over for Reynolds 
as former pro footballer Paul Crewe, disgraced in a 
point-shaving debacle and current resident of a Texas 
penitentiary Once incarcerated, Crewe is forced by 
a sadistic, football-mad warden (Cromwell) to recruit 
the worst of the worst for an upcoming Guards vs. 
Cons football match. With help from Caretaker (Rock) 
and former pro Nate Scarborough (Reynolds), Crewe 
and his band of muscled misfits manage to finesse 
a real team into existence via nonstop practice and 
the occasional inspirational speech. Once the ramp- 
up to game day begins, however, the film asks you to 
buy the scrawny, overtly menschy Sandler as a former 
NFL champ, which is admittedly a bit of a stretch.

There's Marty the Zebra (voiced by Rock), who 
is weary of pampering at the Central Park Zoo and 
lusting for a life in the wild. There's his grab bag 
of wisecracking best friends: the self-centered 
showman, Alex the Lion (Stiller); sassy hippo Gloria 
(Pinkett Smith); and glum hypochondriac Melman 
the Giraffe (Schwimmer). Gently amusing stuff, sure, 
but nothing terribly inspiring - that is, until a book- 
ish primate makes a crack about throwing monkey 
poo at Tom Wolfe, and Madagascar dangles the pos- 
sibility of being something slightly nutter. Consider 
that possibility mostly realized: After its leaden 
beginning, Madagascar launches into a lunatic pace 
of left-field pop-culture references and physics-defy- 
ing physical comedy worthy of the Looney Tunes of 
yore.

The first-act 
breakdown by Fonda's character and her incessant 
drinking also have an oddly misogynistic feel about 
them.

From frame one, Sith has a palpable sense of rav- 
ening urgency, of cataclysmic events coming to a dark 
and deadly head. Lucas has wisely foregone the rafts 
of expository chatterboxing that marred the two previ- 
ous episodes. That leaves room for both the charac- 
ters and the audience to wallow in the series' great- 
est strengths: tightly choreographed light-saber battles 
(lots of 'em); an opening dogfight sequence that rivals 
the rebels' exhilarating, stand-up-and-cheer final run 
on the Death Star in the original Star Wars; and the 
ultimate battle between noble Jedi Obi-Wan Kenobi 
(McGregor) and the tragically flawed Anakin Skywalker

EMO'S, WEDNESDAY 22 

On In Case We Die, eight twentysomethings come to terms with 
their mortality: "Everyone you forgot, everything that you need 
- everybody gonna make it to the cemetery." For Architecture in 
Helsinki, it's a hop, skip, and jump from their caffeinated debut, 
2004's Fingers Crossed (Bar/None). 

"The last time we toured the States, I spent some time in 
San Francisco, just recuperating from exhaustion," says frontman 
Cameron Bird. "In that time I wrote a lot of the songs on the 
[new] record." 

In that time of transition, the Australian octet has diversi- 
fied their sound, drawing on more instrumentation, rocking the 
church choir harmonies, and still managing to do so in under four 
minutes. The songs are springboard, funky dance gems pitting 
all eight architects against xylophone, brass, bassoon, sitar, har- 
monica, steel drums, and piano, just to name a few. They're band 
geeks dancing off a sugar high. 

"The way we write is really random; there's a balance between 
spontaneous and intricate," Bird explains. "We recorded it 
through winter, with no windows, no doors. I started getting into 




a lot of existential questions, but I was also ridiculously tired, 
walking in front of cars and almost getting hit. So it was a time 
of heightened creativity, but it was also like, 'What would hap- 
pen if we died doing this?'" 

That hand on your heart is what makes AlH's live shows so 
affirming, with Bird singing in his whispered falsetto, while the 
rest of the group twirls around like marionettes to switch instru- 
ments. Unfortunately, their precocious nature has garnered 
them some unsavory labels. 

"Twee!" Bird laughs. "[That label] drives me insane. I think 
we're a little more than one thing. We've actually discussed 
inventing a glossary of adjectives you could use to describe us."

PERSONAL RNANCES - 
ATM CARDS & PERSONAL CHECKS 

Is there a limit on how much a hank can charge when I 
take money out from an ATM machine? 

No. Texas has no state law prohibiting or limiting 
ATM charges. Each individual bank is allow^ed to decide 
v^hether they vv^ould like to charge a fee and the amount 
of that fee. If a bank does charge a fee, it should provide 
full details on the standard charges when the account 
holder first receives the ATM card. 

While there is no limit to the ATM fee that you 
can be charged, federal lav^ does require that any ATM 
provider that imposes a fee on a consumer for an ATM 
transaction is required to provide notice of the fee in a 
prominent and conspicuous location on or at the ATM 
where the transaction occurs. The ATM operator is also 
required to disclose the amount of the fee, either on the 
screen of the ATM or on a paper notice, before the con- 
sumer has committed to completing the transaction. 
An ATM fee should not be charged if proper notice is 
not given. Although less common, an ATM fee can also 
be charged by a retail store if purchases are made vvath 
an ATM card. 

I wrote a check and post-dated it for several weeks. 
The person I gave the check to cashed the check within a 
few days. Is the hank allowed to accept and pay a post- 
dated check? 

Yes. Under Texas law, a bank may accept and pay a 
check that is otherwise properly payable. This is true 
even if when payment is made before the date of the 
check. Practically, this means that someone should 
not count on a post-dated check to delay payment on 
a check. 

One option for someone who does not want their 
post-dated check to be cashed is to give notice to the 
bank describing the post-dated check with reason- 
able certainty. This is very similar to issuing a written 
stop-payment order. The notice must be received by 
the bank with enough time to afford the bank a rea- 
sonable opportunity to act on it before taking action 
with respect to the check (i.e., paying the check). If 
after receiving the notice the bank still pays on the 
check, the bank will be liable for any damages result- 
ing from its act.

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A SECOND OPINION ON 
EFFECTS OF STOP-AND-GO TRAFnC 

Dear Tom and Ray : 

I was reading a hook about cars in which 
the author stated: "Stop-and-go rush-hour traf- 
fic is a prime candidate for spawning high 
automatic-transmission temperatures. Placing 
the transmission in Neutral during long stops 
will help dissipate some of that internal heat, 
because the clutches and other components 
aren't generating the necessary friction to keep 
the car at the ready This helps considerably 
in cooling the unit. " Please offer your second 
opinion regarding this driving practice. If you 
agree, comment on what you would consider a 
"long stop." I interpret it to mean stops of the 
duration that normally occur at intersections 
when the light is red. - Michael 

TOM: I make a "long stop" every morn- 
ing ... first thing when I get up. Is that what 
you're talking about? 

RAY: I don't think so. Michael, the author 
is correct that putting an automatic transmis- 
sion in neutral will help keep the transmis- 
sion a little cooler But the question is, at 
what cost? 

TOM: Every time you move the transmis- 
sion between neutral and drive, you torque, or 
"twist," the entire drivetrain. That means one 
thing slams into the next, which slams into the 
next, and on down the line. Every time these 
drivetrain components get slammed together, 
they get a little closer to wearing out or break- 
ing. In our opinion, that kind of wear and 
tear is more harmful than normal stop-and-go 
transmission temperatures - for which the 
transmission was designed. 

RAY: Now, if you really are stopped for 
a long time - and I don't consider a traffic 
light a "long stop" - then you should put 
the car in park, turn off the ignition, and 
read a book. I would consider a "long stop" a 
minimum of three or four minutes. You'd be 
hard-pressed to find a traffic light that lasts 
that long (although some of them sure feel 
like it). 

TOM: I know there's less and less for us 
tinkerers to do in our cars these days. We're 
reduced to just putting it in drive and step- 
ping on the gas. It's boring! 

RAY: But resist the urge to monkey with the 
automatic transmission, Michael. If you're 
really antsy, try dusting the dashboard.

However, in order to be 
effective, a topical antioxidant must be in a form 
that is easily absorbed by the skin and have 
a proper pH (acid/alkaline balance). A mildly 
acid pH of 3.5-4.0 is generally the best for 
absorption. This is the natural pH of a lot of the 
"organic acids" found in botanical remedies. 

Living organisms have two types of internal 
"space" requiring two types of antioxidants for 
complete protection. One is the watery area in 
and around cells, known as intracellular and 
extracellular fluid, and the other space is the 
oily membranes that serve as partitions, enclos- 
ing individual cells. Water-soluble antioxidants 
like vitamin C are effective mainly in the watery 
space, whereas fat-soluble antioxidants like 
coenzyme Q-10 mostly protect biological mem- 
branes. Both types of antioxidants are needed to 
create an effective shield against free radicals for 
the entire body, skin in particular. 

There are many different antioxidants, avail- 
able in a variety of skin products, which are 
potentially helpful. Alpha-lipoic acid, which 
is both water and fat soluble, and a substance 
known as dimethyl amino ethanol are particu- 
larly effective. Vitamin C ester (which is fat solu- 
ble), L-selenomethionine (a source of selenium), 
and lycopene (a carotenoid found in tomatoes) 
are among the other known nutrients that seem 
to help all sorts of skin problems when applied 
topically and taken orally. 

Silymarin is a plant flavonoid isolated from 
the seeds of milk thistle. It is usually associ- 
ated with the treatment of liver problems result- 
ing from hepatitis or alcoholism. The same 
researcher who discovered that the polyphenols 
in green tea extract could help prevent skin 
cancer recently found that silymarin, in addition 
to its antioxidant effect, can prevent UV-induced 
skin cancers in animals {International Journal of 
Oncology, January 2005). 

Even after skin is damaged by UV light, topi- 
cal application of vitamin C, vitamin E, and sele- 
nium will actually prevent further damage and 
reduce the production of cancer-causing cells. 

Both skin wrinkling and basal cell car- 
cinoma (a skin cancer) are caused by sun 
exposure. Although it seems contradictory, 
people with very fair skin who sunburn eas- 
ily and who also get lots of wrinkles tend not 
to get this form of skin cancer (see "To Your 
Health," April 8). Whatever is going on in the 
skin to produce wrinkles seems to be prevent- 
ing the formation of basal cell carcinoma. 
More research will be needed to resolve this 
counterintuitive observation.

National Testing Day: Survive - and Stop - HIV 

"There's no effective treatment, so I don't want to know." Boy, how often we heard that in the bad ol' days, pre- 
1996. Today, however, it's a different world: There's every reason to get tested, because that begins the process of 
surviving HIV - and stopping its spread. On June 27, National HIV Testing Day, let's hope the motivation is high, 
because perhaps one-fourth of the roughly 1 million HIV-positive people in the U.S. don't know they're infected! 

Anyone with sexual or needle-sharing risks should seriously consider an HIV test. Among some groups, such 
as young gay men, HIV is far more common than in the general population, so they particularly should seek test- 
ing, if they have risk activity. We especially encourage partners and spouses of all poz people to get tested; they 
also may be infected, but unaware. 

Getting care early, before serious immune suppression develops, makes a tremendous difference in survival. Too 
many HIVers get tested late in their illness: 38% of people testing HIV positive in 2002 hit AIDS less than a year 
later. By that point, a good long-term response to treatment is less likely. But if caught early, HIV can significantly 
be managed, even though it can't be cured. 

CDC today also recognizes the value of testing-as-prevention: People who know their HIV-positive status usual- 
ly choose safer behaviors. Prevention is also enhanced when treatment lowers an infected person's HIV level, or 
viral load: Less virus present results in less HIV transmission. Even when the test is HIV-negative, the counseling 
process promotes awareness and safer choices. 

National Testing Day's theme - Take the Test, Take Control - is right on target. Don't know your HIV status? Then 
you're not fully in the driver's seat. Get tested on June 27, or call anytime: 458-AIDS or 972-5580. Find out soon, 
and take control!
